That  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  shall 
le  rules  adopted  by  the  session  of  1885-6.     They  are  as  fol- 

I. 
Attendance  and  Adjoubnment. 

io  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate  without 
unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

1  majority  of  senators  shall  be  necessary  to  proceed  to  business ;  five 
a  idjourn,  and  nine  may  order  a  call  of  the  Senate,  send  for  absentees,  and 
a  any  order  for  their  censure  or  discharge.  On  a  call  of  the  Senate,  the 
i  shall  not  be  closed  against  any  senator  until  his  name  shall  have  been 
»i     jnrolled. 

Vhen  the  Senate  adjourns  each  day,  every  senator  shall  keep  his  seat 
c      the  President  leaves  his  seat. 
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11. 
The  President. 

4.  If  any  question  be  put  upon  a  bill  or  resolution  the  President  shall  state 
the  same  without  argument. 

5.  The  President  may  call  any  senator  to  the  chair,  who  shall  exercise  its 
ftinctions  for  the  time  ;  but  no  senator,  by  virtue  of  such  appointmint,  shall 
preside  for  a  longer  peri«»d  than  three  days. 

6.  At  the  commenceiiient  of  each  session,  the  Senate  shall  elect  four  pages, 
who  shall  receive  for  their  services  two  dollars  per  day  each. 

III. 
The  Clerk. 

7.  The  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  not  suflfer  any  records  or  papers  to  be  taken 
from  the  table  or  out  of  his  custody  by  any  person  except  a  chairman  of  a 
committee  ;  but  he  may  deliver  any  bills  or  papers,  directed  to  be  printed,  to 
the  superintendent  of  public  printing,  or  to  any  senator,  on  taking  his  receipt 
for  the  same. 

8.  The  Journal  of  the  Senate  shall  be  daily  drawn  up  by  the  clerk,  and  after 
being  examined  by  the  President  shall  be  read  the  succeeding  day ;  it  shall 
be  printed  under  the  supervision  of  the  clerk,  and  delivered  to  the  senators 
without  delay. 

9.  The  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  first  assistant  and  a  second  assist- 
ant clerk,  and  five  committee  clerks,  not  more  than  one  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  from  the  same  congressional  district.  One  of  the  committee  clerks 
snail  be  clerk  of  the  committee  on  roads  and  internal  navigation,  and  of  agri- 
culture, mining  and  manufacturing;  one  of  the  committee  on  general  laws, 
and  of  privileges  and  elections ;  one  of  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice, 
and  on  public  institution?  and  education  ;  one  of  the  committee  on  finance 
and  bnnks ;  one  of  the  committee  on  county,  city  and  town  organizations, 
and  on  fish  and  game.  The  clerks  so  appointed  shall  remain  in  the  capitol 
during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  perform  any  duties  that  the  other 
standing  committees  may  require,  when  not  employed  by  their  respective 
committees,  and  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  may  also  require  said  clerks,  when 
not  emp'oyed  by  the  standing  committees,  to  assist  in  engrossing  bills  or  aid 
him  in  the  Senate  chamber  when  necessary.  Th  •  said  clerks  shall  be  remov- 
al^le  by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  or  by  the  committees  of  which  they  are  clerks. 
The  second  assistant  clerk,  who  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  committee  on  educa- 
tion, shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as  a  clerk  of  a  committee. 

10.  Before  reading  each  bill  the  clerk  shall  announce  whether  it  is  the  first, 
second  or  third  time  of  rea  ling  the  bill. 

11.  The  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  may  interchange  mes- 
sages at  such  time  between  the  hour  of  adjournment  and  that  of  meeting  on 
the  following  day  as  that  the  said  messages  may  be  read  immediately  after  the> 
orlers  of  the  day. 

12.  The  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall,  at  each  session,  have  printed  and  bound 
with  the  manual  of  rules,  &c.,  the  constitution  of  Virginia,  for  the  use  of  the 
senators. 

IV. 
Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Doorkeeper. 

13.  No  senator  shall  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  sergeant-at-arms  on  any 
complaint  of  breach  <»f  privilege  until  the  matter  Is  exmained  by  the  com- 
mittee of  privileges  and  electious  and  reported  to  the  Senate,  unless  by  order 
of  the  Senate. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeeper  of  the  Senate  to  preserve,  in  chro- 
nological or  numerical  order,  a  copy  of  every  printed  document  distributed  in 
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ti  •  ^nate,  and  to  deliver  the  same  at  the  close  of  the  session  to  the  clerk  of 

t  *  Senate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  them  bound  and  preserved  in  his 

C  ;  forithe  use  of  this  body. 

In  order  to  prevent  interruption  of  the  business  of  the  Senate,  thedoor- 

kf  er  shail  be  constantly  at  his  post  during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  and 

■I   .  admit  within  the  chamber  no  .person  except  officers  of  the  government 

Qi  lis  and  any  other  state,  and  of  tne  United  btates ;  members  and  ex-mem- 

bc  of  Congress  and  House  of  Delegates  ;  their  officers  ;  ex-members  of  the 

fr  te  of  Virginia ;  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  repoi  ters  of  the  proceedings 

o'  e  Senate ;  l»ut  1  idles  and  their  escorts  may  be  assigned  privileged  seats. 

I'   •  all  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeeper  to  show  all  persons  not  entitled  topriv- 

fl'  d  seats  to  the  gallery.    It  shall  be  his  duty,  when  any  person  desires  an 

t  view  witti  a  senator  or  the  President,  or  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  to  send 

a  ssenger  to  him,  and  such  person  may  be  admitted  to  one  of  the  privileged

17.  The  standing  committees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Senate,  unless  the  Sen- 
itf^  direct  otherwise,  and  the  senator  first  named  by  the  President  shall  be 
lii^  rhairman,  unless  the  committee  direct  otherwise. 

IS.  The*j3everal  committees  sha  1,  in  all  ca-es,  report  whether  other  cases 
emiprised  wilhin  the  principal  of  the  matter  referred  may  arise;  and  if  a 
Mil  be  ordered,  it  shall  provide  for  all  such  cases ;  and  upon  any  matter 
Mftrred,  the  committee  shall  have  power  to  report  by  biU. 
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19.  Select  committees  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine 
senators,  unless  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

20.  The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  shall  examine  the  oaths  taken 
by  each  senator  and  the  certificate  of  election  furnished  by  the  proper  officer, 
and  report  thereon  to  the  Senate. 

21.  The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  shall  report  in  all  cases  of 
privileges  or  contested  elections  the  principles  and  reasons  on  which  their 
resolutions  are  founded. 

22.  The  committee  on  finance  and  banks  shall^  at  each  session,  examine 
into  the  indebtedness  of  the  commonwealth,  the  revenues  and  expenditures 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  the  succeed- 
ing year,  and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

23.  The  committee  on  general  laws  shall,  at  each  session,  examine  into  the 
state  and  manner  of  administration  of  the  literary  fund,  and  make  such 
report  ther^n  as  they  may  deem  proper 

24.  To  the  committee  on  general  laws  shall  be  referred  all  res<»lutions  and 
bills  concerning  the  militia,  private  claims,  propositions  and  grievances,  and 
other  matters  of  a  general  nature,  not  properly  referable  to  any  other  stand- 
ing committee. 

25.  To  the  committee  on  public  institutions  and  education  shall  be  referred 
all  bills  and  resolutions  concerning  education,  the  penitentiary,  lunatic  asy- 
lums, the  institution  for  the  deaf,  dumb  and  the  blind,  the  armory,  and  other 
public  property,  at  the  seat  of  government.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  committee  to  examine  at  each  session  into  the  condition  of  the  peniten- 
tiary and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

26.  To  the  committee  on  agriculture,  mming,  and  manufacturing  shall  be 
referred  all  bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  agriculture,  mining, 
manufacturing,  commerce,  and  mechanic  arts. 

27.  The  committee  to.  examine  the  clerk's  office  shall  see  that  all  paper? 
belonging  thereto  are  properly  filed,  labelled,  and  put  away  in  the  presses, 
and  that  the  books  belonging  to  the  office  are  chronologically  arranged,  and 
shall  make  an  annual  report  thereof  to  the  Senate. 

28.  When  a  bill  seeking  relief  or  for  an  act  of  incorporation  is  referred  to  a 
standing  committee  of  the  Senate,  the  committee  shall  examine  whether  the 
object  can  be  obtained  by  application  to  the  courts  under  the  general  laws ; 
and  if  so,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  report  that  it  snail  not  pass, 
unless  there  be  special  reasons  for  its  consideration  oy  the  general  assembly. 
And  no  variation  of  maximum  capital  or  quantity  of  laud  which  the  ctmrts 
are  authorized  to  empower  corporations  to  hold,  not  shown  to  be  indispensa- 
bly necessary  to  the  object  of  the  corporations,  shall  be  deemed  by  the  com- 
mittee as  exempting  tne  bill  from  the  operation  of  laws  conferring  on  the 
courts  the  power  of  granting  charters  or  anbrding  relief. 

29.  The  President  of  the  Senate,  the  President  pro  tempore,  and  the  chair- 
man or*  the  committee  on  privileges  and  elections,  shall  constitute  a  standing 
committee  on  ru^es,  to  whom  all  resolutions  amending  or  altering  the  rules 
of  the  Senate  shall  be  referred  ;  and  said  committee  shall  report  such  amend- 
ments to  said  rules  as  in  their  judgment  are  necessary  and  proper. 

30.  A  majority  of  any  conmiittee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

VI. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

31.  After  reading  the  Journal,  one  hour,  to  be  called  the  "  morning  hour," 
shall  be  devoted  as  follows : 

I.  To  dispose  of  communications  Arom  the  House  of  Delegates  and  the 
executive. 

II.  To  receive  reports  from  standing  conmiittees  (for  which  purpose  they, 
shall  be  called  by  tne  clerk). 

III.  To  receive  reports  from  select  committees. 

IV.  To  receive  resolutions,  petitions,  and  bills,  on  leave. 

32.  At  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to  the 
consideration  of  the  calendar,  as  follows  : 

I.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day. 

II.  Bills  and  resolutions  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  on  the  calendar.  , 
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.  ,^  When  a  bill  or  reeolution  of  the  House  of  Delegates  is  passed  or  rejected 
ttie  Senate,  it  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  Senate  for  the  space 
tuo  days,  and  the  fact  of  the  passive  or  rejection,  with  the  bill  or  resolu- 
ti,  shall  then  be  oommunicatea  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  unless  otherwise 
cf'id. 

i  All  bills  or  other  business  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  dispatched 
L*  order  in  which  they  are  introduced,  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  sent 
Q  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  dispatched  in  the  order  in  which  they 
«nt,  unless  in  either  case  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 
5.  AJl  bills  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  read  on  three  separate  days, 
i  In  case  they  be  of  a  general  nature,  they  shall  be  printed  after  their  first 
iding. 

■t^  Bills  and  resolutions  originating  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  not 
Hiiring  immediate  acUon,  shall  be  read  the  first  and  second  Unvia  when 
^ived,  and  referred  to  their  appropriate  committees,  unless  the  Senate 
•  et  otherwise. 

.7.  A  bill  presented  by  a  senator,  by  leave  of  the  Senate,  may  be  commit- 
'  tiefore  its  first  reading ;  but  no  bill  reported  from  a  committee  of  the  Sen- 
^ball  be  recommitted  or  amended  until  it  has  been  twice  read,  nor  shall 
'  bill  be  amended  after  its  third  reading,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent 
the  Senate. 
S.  Joint  resolutions,  originating  in  the.  Senate,  shall  lie  on  the  table  one 

ftt  least,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 
''  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  five  senators, 
tiered  on  the  Journal.  After  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  have  been  taken,  and 
n  they  are  counted  or  entert*d  on  the  journal,  the  clerk  shall  read  over  the 
MS  of  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  of  those  who  voted  in  the 
itt^e,  at  which  time  any  senator  shall  have  the  right  to  correct  any  mistake 
aiitted  in  enrolling  his  name. 

'Upon  the  determination  of  a  question  any  senator  may  enter  his  protest 
the  Journal,  with  the  consent  of  one-third  of  the  senators  present ;  and 
^im  question,  **  Shall  the  protest  be  entertd  on  the  Journal?"  no  privileged 
Job  shall  be  in  order  except  to  adjourn. 

ft.  Whenever  the  Senate  proceeds  to  consider  any  nominations  of  the  gov- 

or.  which  are  subject  to  the  choice  or  ratification  of  the  Senate,  the  same 

'»  oe  considered  in  executive  session,  with  closed  doors,  and  the  proceedings 

•II  shall  be  secret,  unless  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  by  a  vote 

ciB  Senate. 

*.  A  motion  to  take  from  the  table  shall  not  be  in  order,  unless  the  bill, 
Ittion,  or  other  matter  proposed  to  be  taken  up  would  be  appropriate  for 
Meration  under  the  order  of  business  then  in  hand,  as  prescribed  by  rules 

VII. 

Order  and  Deookuh. 

While  the  President  is  reporting  or  putting  any  question,  or  the  clerk  is 
ting  a  bill  or  calling  the  roll,  or  a  senator  is  addressing  the  Chair,  strict 
*u.    shall  be  observed. 

If  words  be  spoken  in  debate  that  give  offence,  exceptions  thereto  shall 
'  lam  the  same  day,  and  be  stated  in  writing ;  and  in  such  case,  if  the  words 
uMed  by  the  President  or  by  the  Senate,  upon  an  appeal,  to  be  offensive,  and 
be  not  explained  or  retracted  by  the  senator  who  uttered  them,  he  shall 
llect  to  such  action  as  the  Senate  shall  deem  necessary. 

VIII. 

Ascertaining  the  Question. 

A  motion  for  a  second  reading,  and  a  motion  for  committing  the  bill,  may 
Knitted  at  the  same  time  ;  but  the  question  upon  these  motions  shall  be 
jparately,  if  required  by  any  senator. 
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46.  Any  senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which  shall  be  ^ 
"^ided  if  it  comprehend  proportions  so  di^tinct  in  substance  that  one,  bei 
taken  away,  a  substantive  proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  tL 
Senate;  and  a  motion  to  strilte  out  being  lost,  ^hall  preclude  neither  amend- 
ment nor  a  motion  to  insert,  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert.   , 

47.  When  a  Question  is  pending,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn, 
to  pass  by  for  tne  pending  question,  for  the  previous  question,  to  He  on  ttie 
table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  adjourn  the  question  to  a  different  day,  to 
commit,  or  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
in  whicn  they  are  arranged. . 

IX. 

The  Pending  and  Previous  Questions. 

I 

48..  Upon  a  motion  for  the  pending  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of  the 
senators  present,  indicated  by  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  President  shall 
immediately  put  the  pending  question  ;  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order 
arising  after  a  motion  for  the  pending  que-ttion  is  made,  arid  pending  such 
motion,  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

49.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  jjrevious  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of  sen- 
ators present,  indicated  by  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  President  shall 
immediately  put  the  question,  first  upon  amendments  in  the  order  prescribed 
in  the  rules,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  If  the  previous  question  be 
not  ordered,  debate  may  continue  as  if  the  motion  had  not  been  made. 

X 

Taking  the  Vote. 

60.  Every  senator  present,  when  any  question  is  put  or  vote  taken,  shall 
vote  or  be  counted  as  voting  on  one  side  or  the  other ;  but  no  senator  shall 
vote  on  a  question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is  immediately  or  personally 
interested. 

61.  Every,question  shall  be  first  put  in  the  affirmative,  and  then  in  thene^:- 
ative,  and  the  Pr(?sident  shall  declare  whether  the  yeas  or  naysHiave  it ;  which 
declaration  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Senate,  unless  a  senator  call  for 
a  division,  in  which  event  the  President  shall  divide  the  Senate. 

62.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  ordered,  or  a  call  of  the  Senate  is  directed, 
the  names  of  the  senators  shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order. 

63.  No  senator  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  he  be  present  within  the 
chamber  at  the  time  the  Senate  is  being  divided,  or  before  a  determination  of 
the  questio'i  upon  a  call  of  the  roll. 

XI. 
Debate. 

64.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing,  with  due 
respect,  address  **Mk.  President,"  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in 
debate,  and  avoiding  all  disrespectful  language. 

65.  No  member  shall  speak   more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  withou 
leave  of  the  Senate ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member  choosing  ^   * 
speak  shall  have  spoken. 

56.  No  question  shall  be  debat*  d  until  it  has  been  propounded  by  the  Preal 
dent,  and  then  the  mover  shall  have  a  right  to  explain  his  views  in  prefer- 
ence to  any  senator. 

57.  When  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  any  senator  who  has  not 
spoken  before  to  the  matter  may  speak  tu  the  question  before  the  n»  gative 
is  put. 

68.  During  any  debate,  any  senator,  though,  he  has  spoken  to  the  matter, 
may  rise  and  speak  to  the  orders  of  the  Senate,  if  they  be  transgressed,  in  case 
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the  President  do  not ;  but  if  the  President  stand  up  at  any  time,  he  is  first  to 
be  heard,  and  while  he  is  up,  senators  must  keep  their  seats. 

59.  No  senator  shall  be  allowed  to  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except  on 
points  of  order,  to  correct  erroneous  statements,  or  to  answer  any  questions 
that  may  be  propounded  by  the  senator  speaking. 

60.  Motions  t  •  adjourn  ;  lay  on  the  table ;  for  the  pending  question  ;  for  the 
previous  question  ;  to  suspend  the  rules ;  to  take  from  the  taole ;  to  take  up 
orders  of  the  day  ;  to  close  debate  ;  to  limit  debate  :  to  extend  limit  of  debate  ; 
to  read  papers  ;  to  reconsider  questions  not  debatable,  shall  not  be  debated  ; 
but  upon  a  motion  to  suspend  a  rule,  or  to  take  from  the  table,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  or  to  take  up  orders  of  the  day,  the  mover  shall  be  allowed  five  minutes 
to  state  the  reasons  for  his  motion,  and  one  member  opposed  to  the  motion 
shall  be  allowed  a  like  time  to  object.  And  when  a  question  not  debatabk  is 
before  the  Senate,  all  incidental  questions  arising  after  it  is  stated  shall  be  de- 
cided and  sett- ed,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  delmte;.and  the 
same  rule  shall  apply  to  all  incidental  questions  arising  after  any  question  is 
put  to  the  House. 

XII. 
Reconsideration. 

61.  A  question  being  once  determined  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
Senate,  and  cannot  during  the  same  session  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  No 
motion  to  reconsider  a  question  which  has  been  decided  shall  be  entertained, 
unless  it  be  made  by  a  senator  voting  with  the  prevailing  side,  nor  unless 
made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  takieu  or  within  the  two  next 
days  of  actual  session  of  the  Senate  thereafter:  provided,  however,  that  when 
any  question  is  decided  in  the  negative  simply  for  the  want  of  a  majority  of 
the  whole  Senate,  any  senator  who  was  aljsent  from  the  city  of  Richmond, 
or  detained  from  his  seat  by  sickness  at  the  time  of  the  vote  sought  to  be 
reconsidered,  may  move  its  reconsideration. 

XIII. 
PETrriONS. 

62.  No  petition  of  a  private  nature,  having  been  once  rejected,  shall  be 
acted  on  a  second  time,  unless  it  be  supported  by  new  evidence ;  nor  shall  any 
such  petition,  after  a  third  disallowance,  be  again  acted  on.  The  several 
clerks  of  committees  shall  keep  alphabetical  lists  of  all  such  petiti(»ns,  speci- 
fying the  seesion  at  which  they  were  presented  and  the  determination  of  the 
Senate  thereon,  and  shall  deliver  the  original  petition  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Senate,  to  be  preserved  in  his  office. 

6a.  No  petition  shall  be  received  claiming  a  sum  of  money  or  praying  the 
settlement  of  unliquidated  accounts,  unless  it  be  accompanied  with  the  certi- 
ficate of  disallowance  from  the  executive  or  auditor,  containing  the  reason 
why  it  was  rejected.  But  this  order  shall  extend  to  no  person  applying  for  a 
pension. 

64.  When  any  such  petition  or  bill,  founded  on  one,  is  rejected,  s':ch  petition 
shall  not  be  withdrawn  ;  but  the  petitioner,  or  senator  presenting  his  peti- 
tion, or  any  senator  from  the  county  or  corooration  in  which  the  petitioner 
resiaes,  may,  wiihout  leave,  withdraw  any  aocument  filed  therewith,  and  a 
list  of  all  documents  so  withdrawn  shall  be  preserved  by  the  clerk.  All  peti- 
tions not  finally  acted  on,  may,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  be  in 
like  manner  withdrawn  after  the  expiration  of  the  session  at  which  they  were 
presented. 

65.  N«'  petition  shall  be  read  in  the  Senate,  unless  particularly  requested  by 
some  senator  ;  but  eveiy  senator  presenting  one  shall  announce  the  name  of 
the  petitioner,  nature  of  the  application,  and  whetier,  in  his  opinion,  a  sim- 
ilar application  had  been  berore  made  by  said  petitioner.  He  shall  also 
endorse  on  the  back  of  the  petition  his  own  name  as  a  pledge  that  it  is  drawn 
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in  respectful  language  :  whereupon  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk,  by  whom 
it  shall  be  laid  before  the  proper  committee. 

XIV. 
Manual  and  Rules. 

66.  The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  senators  present,  to  be  ascertained  by  an  actuiU  division  of  the 
Senate.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 

GrOVERNOR*S  OFFICE, 

Richmond,  Va.,  December  7,  1887. 
To  the  General  Assembly : 

As  required  by  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  to  you  the 
condition'  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  to  recommend  such  measures 
as  will,  in  my  opinion,  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  State.  The 
Legislature  convenes  at  a  propitious  period  in  the  history  of  Virgi- 
nia ;  a  prosperous  future  points  to  peace  and  progress  within  her 
limits,  and  wise  decrees  and  economic  laws  will  be  expected  and  de- 
manded by  the  people  of  their  representatives. 
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My  executive  duties  began  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1886.  The 
Legislature  of  1885-*86  was  already  in  session.  The  vexatious  sore 
on  the  body  politic  was  the  public  debt,  and  it  was  an  ulcer  tender 
to  the  touch  of  citizens  within  and  without  the  limits  of  the  State. 
Political  parties  were  weary  with  its  pain,  and  a  jaded  Common-  ^ 
wealth  lamented  its  duration.  With  the  belief  that  from  a  sound 
state  of  public  health  would  freely  flow  multiplied  blessings,  my 
attention  was  at  once  directed  to  such  sanitary  measures  as  would 
produce  results  so  much  to  be  desired.  It  wa3  clearly  the  initial 
pK)int  upon  which  executive  work  should  begin. 

After  careful  reflection,  I  was  convinced  that  a  conference  between 
the  State  and  the  representatives  of  her  creditors  would  not  be  in- 
jurious to  either,  and  might  be  beneficial  to  both.  In  a  message 
communicated  to  the  General  Assembly  February  18th,  1886,  I 
therefore  recommended  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  whose  duties 
should  be  plainly  defined ;  whose  powers  should  be  carefully  pre- 
scribed, guarded  and  limited ;  and  whose  mission  should  be  to  meet 
a  commission  from  the  creditors ;  and,  while  urging  them  to  accede 
to  a  settlement,  whose  obligations  the  State  could  meet  without  in- 
creasing the  burdens  of  her  people,  to  point  out  at  the  same  time 
the  vast  untried  and  unexpended  power  which  always  resides  with 
a  resolute  and  united  people,  and  caution  them  against  arousing  a 
public  sentiment  which,  forgetful  of  justice,  and  taking  counsel 
from  passion,  might  destroy  the  interest  which  we  were  then  striving 
to  protect. 

The  propriety  of  the  proposed  course  was  not  received  by  the 
li^islature  with  that  unanimity  so  essential  to  a  successful  solu- 
tion of  the  problem,  and  resulted  in  no  action  being  taken  by  that 
body. 

A  desire  to  promote  the  public  welfare  decided  me  to  call  an 
extra  session  of  the  same  body  to  meet  in  this  city  on  the  16th  of 
March,  1887. 

The  recommendation  which  I  made  to  them  the  previous  year 
for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  was  renewed,  and  this  time 
was  adopted  by  a  vote  in  the  Senate  of  22  ayes  to  10  noes ;  and  in 
the  House  by  55  ayes  to  6  noes.  A  joint  committee  of  four  mem- 
bers from  the  Senate  and  six  from  the  House,  inclusive  of  the  pre- 
siding ofl5cers  of  each  body,  accordingly  met  in  this  city  on  the 
29th  of  April  last. 

After  a  laborious  session  of  several  weeks  I  regret  to  say  this 
joint  commission  adjourned  without  reaching  a  settlement. 

To  the  final  report  of  the  legislative  committee,  known  as  Senate 
Document  No.  18,  you  are  referred  for  information  regarding  their 
conference  with  the  bondholders'  commission.  If  the  final  propo- 
sal of  the  English  representatives  had  been  accepted  by  our  com- 
mittee and  the  outstanding  obligations  of  the  State  funded  under 
the  terms  proposed,  it  would  have  resulted  in  the  State  having  to 
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make  provision  for  the  redemption  of  a  principal  of  a  deb*       ^ 
$24,909,919,  and  the  payment  of  an  annual  interest  of  $922,5^ 

A  careful  estimate  of  the  available  revenue  for  that  purpose 
demonstrated  her  inability  to  meet  this  demand.  In  any  settle- 
ment embracing  annual  payments  greater  than  the  State  cor  ^  d 
meet  with  her  present  income,  a  default  in  the  payment  of  the 
interest .  would  arise,  carrying  with  it  hope  removed,  a  repetition  ojf 
the  experience  derived  from  the  State's  "  pandora  box,"  the  fund- 
ing bill  of  1871. 

As  far  as  could  be  ascertained  the  English  commission  representee! 
about  80  per  cent,  of  the  consol  bonds  and  some  30  per  cent,  of  the  ten- 
forties  ;  the  remaining  bonds  of  the  last  denomination  being  held 
in  this  country.  It  was  therefore  thought  that  if  a  settlemeni 
could  be  made  with  the  English  holders  it  would  probably  have 
extended  to  bonds  held  by  others.  No  disposition  was  mani- 
fested by  Sir  Edward  Thornton  and  his  associates  to  make  a  settle- 
ment which  would  involve  any  increase  of  taxes.  They  professed 
to  be  willing  to  settle  upon  the  amount  which  would  be  left  of  the 
State's  revenue  after  all  other  necessary  expenses  had  been* defrayed. 

They  would  not  accept  the  State's  figures  as  to  that  amount,  nor 
could  we  accept  their  estimate. 

The  conference,  though  unsuccessful,  was  in  some  respects  bene- 
ficial.    It  located  with  greater  certainty  than  ever  before  the  obli- 
gations of  the  State.     A  desire  upon  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth 
to  make  a  settlement  within  her  ability  to  pay  was  manifested,  while 
she  declared  positively  that  the  benefit  the  children  of  her  citizens 
were  receiving  in  the  public  schools  should  not  be  decreased.     She 
insisted,  too,  that  her  fostering  care  should  be  extended  over  the 
insane,  and  proclaimed  that  her  protecting  arm  should  be  thrown 
around  the  disabled  soldier  and  sailor,  whose  wounds  so  eloquently 
certified  his  devotion  to  his  State.     The  action  of  the  Legislature  in 
the  appointment  of  the  joint  committee,  and  the  proceedings  of  that 
committee,  received  the  endorsement  of  the  people  at  the  polls;  for' 
in  the  recent  election  for  members  of  the  Legislature  no  word  of 
dissent  came  from  the  lips  of  the  candidates  of  either  party,  and  so 
far  as  I  know,  the  mode  of  the  settlement  of  the  public  debt  was 
not  a  matter  of  discussion  between  them.     From  such  premises,  the 
conclusion  is  reached  that  both  parties  are  united  in  maintaining 
the  act  approved  February  14,  1882.      Can  the  State  still  meet  the 
obligation  of  that  measure  without  an  increase  of  taxation?     In  my 
message  to  the  extra  session  of  the  last  Legislature  will  be  found  a  care- 
fully prepared  estimate  of  annual  expenses  of  the  government,  based 
upon  present  annual  appropriations  to  public  free  schools,  eleemosy- 
nary  institutions,   and   institutions  of  learning,  which   does   not 
include  anything  for  construction  of  new  buildings  or  enlargement 
of  those  now  owned  by  the  State;  that  table  is  applicable  now,  and 
I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  it  in  the  appendix  to  this  mes- 
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>,  marked  Table  No.  1.  An  examination  of  it  demonstrates  that 
,  elusive  of  interest  on  the  debt,  except  to  institutions  of  learning, 
which  is  now  paid  on  the  unfunded  bonds  held  by  them,  the  average 
annual  expenditure  of  the  State  to  be  $2,057,119.64. 

In  a  communication  from  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  trans- 
mitting an  estimate  of  the  annual  receipts  of  the  Commonwealth 
from  all  sources,  based  upon  the  assessments  of  1886,  in  response  to 
a  resolution  of  the  Senate  adopted  the  15th  of  March,  1887,  the 
annual  revenue  of  the  State  is  set  down  at  $2,521,875.84.  A  copy 
of  this  table  is  also  appended,  marked  Table  No.  2. 

From  these  statements  it  is  ascertained  that  the  revenue  of  the 
^tate  applicable  to  payment  of  interest  other  than  that  upon  bonds 
leld  by  institutions  of  learning,  is  $464,756.20. 

The  annual  interest  to  be  provided  for,  if  all  outstanding  obliga- 
tions were  funded  into  bonds,  under  the  act  approved  February  14, 
1882,  except  those  held  by  institutions  of  learning,  would  be  $658,- 
342.04.  In  order,  therefore,  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  that  act, 
the  sum  of  $193,585.84  would  have  to  be  annually  raised  in  addition 
to  the  {)resent  revenues. 

But  whilst  this  deficiency  is  shown,  it  will  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  Riddleberger  bonds  held  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  are  the  property  of  the  State,  and  can  be  cancelled;  that  the 
stock  held  by  the  State  in  the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg  and  Poto- 
mac Railroad  Company  can  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  used  in  the 
purchase  of  Riddleberger  bonds,  or  the  dividends  upon  said  stock, 
now  going  into  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  can 
be  used  in  the  payment  of  interest  upon  State  stock,  held  by  the 
United  States ;  which  interest,  funded  into  Riddleberger  bonds,  is 
$16,457.81  per  annum,  because  the  State  holds  a  claim  against  the 
United  States  in  excess  of  value  of  such  bonds. 

The  balance  on  hand  in  the  Treasury  October  1,  1887,  was  .  $352,181  22 
The  receipts  during  the  past  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 

1887,  amounted  to 2,569,338  73 

During  the  same  period  the  disbursements  amounte^J  to  ...   .  2,637,138  25 

Being 67,799  52 

More  than  the  revenue,  but  included  in  the  expenditures  for  the 

past  fiscal  year  is 143,079  84 

Which  was  advanced,  under  the  act  approved  April  6,  1887,  to  the 
treasurers  of  the  counties,  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  until 
the  taxes  could  be  collected  for  that  purpose.  Of  that  amount,  $107,- 
015.83  has  been  already  returned.  These  disbursements  also  embrace 
special  appropriations  to  the  building  funds  of  the  Eastern,  Western, 
Southwestern  and  Centr^  Lunatic  Asylums,  and  to  the  Colored  Nor- 
mal School.  It  also  includes  $52,200,  paid  to  the  Washington  and 
Lee  University,  being  the  last  arrears  of  interest  due  on  bonds  held 
by  it;  and  $25,000  used  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
in  purchase  of  Riddleberger  bonds.     It  also  comprises  the  interest 
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paid  on  Riddleberger  bonds  and  coupons  forced  into  the  treasury, 
which,  being  redeemed,  represent  paid  interest  on  the  public  debt;  on 
the  other  hand,  all  calculations  as  to  the  amount  of  revenue  in  the  fu- 
ture. It  must  be  remembered  that  the  revenue  may  be  reduced  in  pro- 
portion to  the  adoption  of  local  option  by  the  several  cities  and  counties. 
The  whole  sum  the  State  now  derives  from  license  tax  on  liquors  is 
about  $300,000  per  annum.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the 
law  [Twelfth  Article  of  the  Constitution]  provides  that  next  year  the 
vote  must  be  taken  whether  a  convention  shall  meet  in  1889  to  re- 
vise the  Constitution,  and  in  case  such  convention  shall  be  called, 
financial  provisions  will  have  to  be  made  for  its  expenses. 

The  number  of  tax-receivable  coupons  outstanding  at  the  end  of 
the  last  fiscal  year,  namely,  the  30th  of  September,  1887,  was  $4,278,- 
696.50. 

The  number  of  tax-receivable  coupons  which  found  their  way  into 
the  treasury  on  judgments  for  taxes  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
$81,620.50. 

In  this  connection  your  attention  is  called  to  the  extract  from 
the  report  of  the  Second  Auditor  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30th,  1887,  in  reference  to  the  public  debt,  in  a  table  marked 
No.  3,  appended  to  this  message. 

From  the  facts  and  figures  given  I  draw  these  conclusions  : 

First.  Both  political  parties  agree  that  the  act  approved  February 
14th,  1882,  shall  be  maintained. 

One  of  these  parties  has  held  no  convention  recently,  but  the 
other,  and  now  the  governing  party  of  the  State,  in  the  platform 
erected  at  Roanoke  as  late  as  August  4th,  1887,  and  upon  which 
their  members  of  the  General  Assembly  stood  and  received  their 
certificate  of  election,  stated  through  their  representatives  there 
assembled  that  it  approved  the  action  of  the  Legislative  committee 
at  the  debt  conference  and  pledged  over  again  its  support  to  the 
act  of  1882. 

Second.  That  the  number  of  coupons  coming  into  the  Treasury 
in  proportion  to  the  cash  revenues  upon  which  the  State  depends  to 
carry  on  the  Government,  is  not  yet  crippling  her  schools  or  her 
eleemosynary  and  educational  institutions,  or  blocking  the  wheels  of 
her  State  government. 

Third.  That  the  Commonwealth  can  still  xjarry  out,  in  good 
faith,  the  act  of  1882,  because  the  obligations  incurred  are  within 
her  ability  to  meet  without  default  of  interest  and  without  increas- 
ing the  taxes  of  her  citizens. 

DEBT  LEGISLATION. 

I  had  the  honor  to  recommend,  and  the  General  Assembly  passed 
at  the  special  session  of  1887,  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  provide  for 
the  recovery  by  motion  of  taxes  and  certain  debts  due  the  Common- 
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wealth  for  the  payment  of  which  papers  purporting  to  be  genuine 
coupons  of  the  Commonwealth  have  been  tendered,"  under  which 
it  was  believed  the  State  would  be  enabled  to  proceed  against  delin- 
quent tax-payers  who  had  tendered  coupons  in  payment  of  taxes, 
but  had  not  paid  their  taxes  in  coupons  or  money.  It  was  believed 
the  State  in  this  way  could  lawfully  compel  the  tax-payer  to  either 
prove  his  coupons  to  be  genuine  and  deliver  them  to  her  oflBcer,  or 
pay  in  money.  Many  tax-payers  had  tendered  coupons  in  payment  of 
their  taxes  and  then  immediately  disposed  of  the  coupons  to  other 
tax-payers,  whereby  the  State  neither  received  money  or  coupons.  In 
other  instances  the  tax-payer  whose  property  had  been  levied  upon 
and  sold  after  tender  of  coupons,  sued  the  Treasurer  and  recovered  the 
money  paid  without  delivering  the  coupons  tendered,  and  the  State 
received  nothing  for  the  taxes. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly,  Mr. 
J.  P.  Cooper  and  other  English  citizens  procured  from  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Virginia  an 
injunction  restraining  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  the  Attorney- 
General  and  all  the  attorneys  for  the  Commonwealth  and  treasurers 
in  the  State  from  doing  any  act  to  put  the  law  in  force. 

With  the  view  of  testing  the  legality  of  such  proceedings  on  the 
part  of  the  Federal  judge,  the  Attorney -General  and  all  the  attorneys 
for  the  Commonwealth  for  several  counties  nevertheless  instituted 
the  suits  require!,  and  proceeded  to  obtain  judgments  against  the 
delinquent  tax-payers. 

For  this  the  Attomey-Greneral  and  attorneys  for  the  Common- 
wealth for  Fauquier  and  Loudoun  counties  were  found  guilty  of 
contempt  by  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  and  each  were 
fined  and  imprisoned  until  the  fine  should  be  paid  and  they  should 
have  dismissed  all  pending  suits  and  entered  the  judgments  which 
had  been  paid,  satisfied. 

The  officers  positively  refused  to  obey  the  orders,  and  were  impris- 
oned. The  State  at  once  employed  counsel  and  obtained  writs  of 
habeas  corpus  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  under 
which  the  officers  were  released  upon  their  recognizance  to  await  the 
decision  of  the  court.  The  cases  were  fully  argued  on  the  14th  of 
November  by  counsel  employed  by  the  State,  and  decided  on 
the  5th  inst.  The  full  text  of  the  court  has  not  yet  reached  me, 
but  the  act  approved  May  12th,  1887,  is  recognized  as  valid,  and 
the  proceedings  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  restraining 
the  officers  of  the  State  from  enforcing  the  act,  and  imprisoning 
them  for  conforming  thereto  are  condemned  and  reversed  as  with- 
out authority  and  against  the  11th  amendment  to  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States. 

In  view  of  the  recent  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  it  may  be  reasonable  to  suppose  that   the  bondholders,  as 
soon  as  they  consider  that  decision,  will  be  disposed  to  make  a  debt 
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settlemeat,  whose  obligations  caa  be  faithfully  carried  out  without 
an  increase  of  taxation.  I  would  suggest  to  the  (General  Assembly 
the  passage  of  a  joint  resolution  suspending,  for  a  reasonable  tiqa©, 
the  institution  of  all  legal  proceedings  under  the  actof  May  12th,  1897. 
I  have  assurances,  which  I  deem  entitled  to  confidence,  that  ih« 
course  I  have  suggested,  if  adopted,  will  be  attended  with  results 
satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

THB  CODE. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  extra  session  of  the  last  Legislature, 
I  am  informed  that  the  revisors  of  the  Code  have  been  at  work  ear- 
nestly and  faithfully  in  preparing  a  suitable  index  and  a  proper 
digest  and  caption  of  the  different  sections,  and  references  to  the 
statutes  and  adjudged  cases.  This  could  not  be  done  until  after  the 
General  Assembly  had  adopted  the  Code.  Some  inevitable  delays 
have  occurred  in  making  contracts,  and  for  the  printing  and  getting 
ready  for  the  work ;  the  printing,  however,  is  rapidly  being  done, 
and  will  be  completed  by  the  15th  of  January. 

The  completion  of  this  important  and  useful  work,  in  which  the 
whole  State  is  so  much  interested,  should  be  the  subject  of  congrat- 
ulation to  the  Legislature  and  to  the  State.  Clear  laws,  drawn  in 
indisputable  language,  cannot  always  be  enacted;  their  terms,  how- 
ever, should  be  closely  searched  at  the  time  of  passage  in  order  that 
their  future  construction  may  be  simplified,  while  the  interests  of 
the  State  demand  that  they  be  grouped  and  placed  before  ber  citi- 
zens in  the  most  apparent  and  accessible  shape.  The  time  for  the 
new  Code  to  go  into  efffect  should  be  extended,  because  there  is  not 
interval  enough  after  the  printing  is  completed  to  distribute  it 
before  the  date  now  designated  for  the  laws  therein  to  be  operative. 

DEPARTMENT   OF    EDUCATION. 

Your  attention  is  specially  invited  to  the  important  department 
of  education. 

Our  public  school  system,  as  shown  by  official  records  for  the 
school  year  closing  July  31,  1887,  exhibits  substantial  and  healthy 
progress.  The  efficacy  and  general  success  of  a  system  of  popular 
education  depends  upon  the  amount  of  funds  provided  by  law  for 
its  support,  the  judicious  and  economical  expenditure  of  such  funds, 
the  ability  and  skill  and  fidelity  of  those  charged  with  the  imme- 
diate supervision  of  its  operations,  and  on  the  encouragement  and 
moral  support  accorded  it  by  the  people.  During  the  past  year  the 
amount  of  money  raised  and  applied  to  the  public  schools,  the 
number  of  schools  opened  and  teachers  employed,  and  the  number 
of  pupils  enrolled  and  in  average  attendance  are  all  greater  than 
during  any  year  since  the  system  was  inaugurated.     Information 
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in  detail  and  special  recommendations  will  be  contained  in  the 
forthcoming  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. The  importance  of  such  further,  judicious  and  friendly  legis- 
lation as  will  not  only  maintain,  but  also  increase  the  efficiency  and 
usefulness  of  the  system,  earnestly  commends  itself  to  the  attention 
of  the  General  Assembly.  Reports  from  State  institutions  for  tech- 
nical and  higher  education  exhibit  an  encouraging  degree  of  pros- 
perity. 

The  financial  condition  of  some  of  them  has  undergone  decided 
improvement,  while  the  patronage  of  all  of  them  has  been  well 
sustained,  and  in  nearly  every  instance  has  materially  increased. 
The  present  scholastic  year  is  marked  by  a  decided  increase  in  the 
number  of  matriculates  in  almost  all  these  institutions,  while  in 
some  this  increase  is  exceptionally  large.  In  addition  to  the  facili- 
ties afforded  by  the  State  for  the  education  of  her  people,  there  are 
a  number  of  excellent  schools  and  colleges  conducted  by  private 
individuals  and  by  the  different  churches.  While  these  have  no 
connection  with  the  State  government  they  are  to  be  recognized  as 
among  the  effective  educational  forces  of  the  Commonwealth.  It 
is  a  matter  of  special  gratification  that  an  unusual  degree  of  pros- 
perity is  attending  them  during  the  current  year.  The  increase  in 
the  number  of  scholars  at  schools  of  this  class  is  proof  of  the  grow- 
ing prosperity  of  those  who  send  them  there.  As  an  evidence  of  the 
prosperous  condition  of  our  educational  institutions  it  may  be  men- 
tioned that  on  the  1st  of  December,  1886,  there  were  287  students 
registered  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  On  the  same  date  of  this 
year  there  were  registered  361.  At  the  Virginia  Military  Institute 
on  the  1st  of  December,  1886,  there  were  135  cadets.  On  the  same 
date  this  year  there  were  166  cadets.  At  the  Virginia  Agricultu- 
ral and  Mechanical  College  on  the  1st  of  December,  1886,  there 
were  87  students.  At  the  corresponding  date  this  year  there  were 
136.  The  State  Female  Normal  School  at  Farmville  in  its  man- 
agement, efficiency,  and  results  is  highly  satisfactory.  There  are 
in  the  school  of  practice  and  observation  and  Normal  school  proper 
215  students.  At  the  Virginia  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute 
December  1,  1886,  there  were  162  academic  students.  On  Decem- 
ber 1,  1887,  the  number  of  academic  students  was  187. 

These  institutions  all  deserve,  and  should  receive,  the  hearty  sup- 
port of  the  representatives  of  the  people.  Their  work  is  closely 
interwoven  with  our  entire  educational  system.  The  higher  round 
of  the  educational  ladder  may  not  be  reached  by  all  classes,  but  is 
within  the  reach  of  all  who  climb  boldly  and  successfully  the  lower 
rounds  of  the  same  ladder.  Indeed,  Mr.  Jefferson,  the  founder  of 
our  great  University,  expressed  this  view  when  he  said :  "  We 
should  always  keep  an  eye  steadily  on  the  whole  system  "  of  educa- 
tion; while  the  great  Gterman  publicist.  Dr.  Lieber,  represented  the 
same  idea  when  he  tells  us  that  "  The  university  and  the  common

schools  are  the  two  buttresses  of  the  arch  of  public  education." 
It  is  essential  to  the  prosperity  of  both  that  each  should  be  kept 
strong,  sound  and  firm. 

In  reference  to  the  public  schools  I  would  recommend  that  by 
further  legislation  the  General  Assembly  endeavor  to  improve  the 
system  in  sparsely  settled  districts  in  the  different  counties. 

In  these  districts  the  facilities  for  public  school  education  are  sus- 
ceptible of  improvement.  I  would  also  recommend  that  some  leg- 
islative action  be  taken  which  would  authorize  the  beginning  of  ele- 
mentary industrial  education  or  manual  training  in  the  common 
and  graded  schools.  Great  technical  schools,  with  large  endowments, 
are  not  within  the  reach  of  all,  but  by  a  moderate  expenditure  by 
the  local  authorities  elementary  industrial  teaching  can  be  intro- 
duced effectively  in  a  large  number  of  schools.  I  consider  this  a 
matter  of  great  importance  for  the  future  as  bringing  about  a  more 
rapid  development  of  the  products  of  our  State  and  making  useful 
members  in  their  respective  communities  of  her  citizens.  The  Miller 
Manual  Labor  School  of  Albemarle  county  would  be  able  to  furnish 
many  teachers  in  this  line  for  the  white  classes,  while  the  Hampton 
Normal  and  Industrial  Institute  could  furnish  teachers  for  the  col- 
ored classes. 

The  splendid  work  the  two  institutions  I  have  named  are  doing 
within  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth  cannot  be  overestimated, 
and  their  accomplished  superintendents  could  doubtless  give  valua- 
ble suggestions  as  to  the  feasibility  of  introducing  manual  and  in- 
dustrial training  into  our  public  school  system.  The  rapid  develop- 
ment of  the  industrial  interests  of  Virginia  points  directly  to  the 
importance  of  giving  special  attention  to  these  subjects. 

The  Virginia  Military  Institute  is  doing  its  accustomed  good  work 
in  annually  returning  to  us  educated  men  equipped  for  civil  or  mil- 
itary purposes,  ready  and  prepared  for  either.  The  drawing  depart- 
ment of  the  Institute  should  be  extended  to  cover  the  important 
changes  constantly  going  on  in  its  department  of  applied  sciences, 
and  an  appropriation  should  be  made  which  would  enable  the  Insti- 
tute to  embrace  the  application  of  photography  now  so  necessary  in 
engineering  and  mining  service. 

The  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  at  Blacksburg  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  with  every  prospect  of  a  large  increase  in  its 
usefulness.  In  order  that  it  may  continue  in  its  prosperous  course, 
and  be  productive  of  great  benefit  to  our  State,  it  should  receive 
liberal  encouragement  from  the  Legislature.  The  State  has  appro- 
priated nothing  for  this  institution  since  1878.  The  barrack-room 
is  only  capable  of  containing  eighty-four  men,  while  the  State  is 
pledgt^d  to  furnish  quarters  for  two  hundred,  so  that  rooms  for  quar- 
ters have  to  be  rented  outside,  a  system  prejudicial  to  good  order 
and  military  discipline.  A  proper  building  for  machine-shops  is 
also  necessary.  The  present  small  wooden  building  is  entirely  inad- 
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equate  to  the  necessities  of  this  great  branch  of  instruction  which  is 
made  a  specialty  at  this  College.  I  append  to  this  report  a  letter 
from  the  President  of  the  College  in  reference  to  the  details  of  the 
recommendations  I  here  make. 

The  Virginia  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute  is  also  in  a  good 
condition.  The  attendance  of  teachers  at  the  summer  session  1887 
was  131,  and  of  that  number  129  were  granted  certificates.  In  1886 
there  were  eight  graduates  from  the  Normal  Department.  At  the 
commencement  of  this  year  there  were  eighteen,  all  of  whom  are 
now  engaged  in  teaching  colored  schools  of  the  State.  The  work  of 
this  Institute  has  been  somewhat  obstructed  by  want  of  accommo- 
dations. The  additional  building,  however,  is  nearing  completion, 
and  when  finished  the  Institute  will  have,  it  is  reported,  accommo- 
dations for  at  least  700  students.  From  a  personal  inspection  of  this 
Institute,  I  believe  it  is  fulfilling  its  mission  and  carrying  out  the 
objects  for  which  it  was  established. 

ELEEMOSYNARY    INSTITUTIONS. 

An  examination  of  the  interesting  reports  of  the  boards  of  direc- 
tors and  superintendents  of  the  four  insane  asylums,  and  the  insti- 
tution for  the  education  of  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind,  will  show  that 
the  trusts  reposed  therein  have  been  faithfully  executed;  beneficial 
sanitive  measures  have  been  adopted;  proper  regulations  have  been 
put  in  force,  and  excellent  care  and  attention  bestowed  upon  the  in- 
mates and  pupils. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  these  reports,  in  regard  to  in- 
surance and  other  matters,  will  receive  your  careful  consideration. 
The  State  has  no  higher  or  more  sacred  duty  than  the  maintenance 
of  this  unfortunate  class  of  her  citizens. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 1887,  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty  applications  were  received  at  the  Eastern,  Western 
and  Southwestern  asylums  for  admission,  and  three  hundred  and 
seventeen  were  admitted.  All  the  colored  insane  can  be  provided 
for  as  soon  as  the  additions  to  the  Central  asylum  are  completed. 

In  the  Eastern  asylum  the  averagenumberof  patients  for  the  past 
fiscal  year  was  four  hundred  and  one;  in  the  Western  asylum  on  Oc- 
tober 1st,  there  were  five  hundred  and  eighty -nine ;  in  the  South- 
western one  hundred  and  thirty-nine ;  the  present  capacity  of  this 
asylum  is  two  hundred  and  fifty;  in  the  Central  asylum,  the  daily 
average  for  the  year  was  four  hundred  and  seventy. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  the  Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind  Institute  is 
three  hundred  and  thirty-four. 

The  additional  building  to  the  Central  asylum,  for  which  the  Legis- 
ature  of  1886  appropriated  $22,500,  will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  first 
of  January  next;  two  hundred  more  patients  can  then  be  provided 
for ;  this  will  not  only  take  all  of  the  colored  insane  out  of  the  jails, 
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but  relieves  the  €isylum  of  its  over-crowded  condition.  The  superin- 
tendent reports  that  "  the  increase  of  insanity  amongst  the  colored 
race  is  amazing;"  and  he  fears  'Hhat  in  two  years  hence  there  will 
be  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  colored  insane  un- 
provided for." 
.  There  seems  to  have  been  a  most  injudicious  use  made  of  the  $202,- 

000  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  the  main  building  to  the  asy- 
lum. In  a  statement  embodying  the  result  of  a  recent  examination 
of  the  building,  made  by  a  competent  architect,  at  the  request  of  the 
president  of  the  board  of  directors,  its  condition  and  manner  of 
construction  is  fully  set  forth,  and  the  fact  disclosed  that  the  State 
is  not  in  possession  of  such  a  building  as  her  liberal  appropriation 
for  it  would  seem  to  justify.  The  foundation  walls  in  many 
places  are  cracked  already,  and  the  bricks  are  of  such  inferior  make 
and  material,  that  they  are  being  crushed  by  the  weight  above. 

AGRICULTURE. 

There  is  no  question  which  can  be  brought  before  the  Legisla- 
ture of  more  importance  to  Virginia  than  the  promotion  of  her 
agricultural  interests. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  a  plea  for  the  farmers  is  a  plea  for  the 
State,  and  the  great  number  of  our  citizens  who  are  engaged  in 
providing  for  themselves  and  their  families  a  support  from  the  soil 
should  incline  their  representatives  to  the  passage  of  all  laws  which 
will  advance  the  interests  of  the  farmers.  The  whole  State  will  at 
once  feel  any  vigorous  increase  in  its  agricultural  prosperity.  The 
career  for  stock  raising  and  sheep  farming  in  the  future  is  broad, 
but  the  development  of  the  smaller  industries  and  grain-growing 
has  not  been  attended  in  some  parts  of  the  State  with  gratifying 
results. 

The  present  faithful  and  eflScient  commissioner  of  agriculture  is 
diligently  striving  to  bring  about  a  better  condition  of  things  in  his 
department,  but  the  means  of  accomplishing  that  end  are  very  lim- 
ited. I  recommend  an  increased  appropriation  for  the  department 
of  agriculture,  to  be  provided  for  either  by  tax  u{X)n  fertilizers  or  in 
such  other  way  as  the  General  Assembly  may  determine  to  be  best. 

1  would  also  recommend  that  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  be 
made  a  member  ex  officio  of  tBe  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Virginia 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  at  Blacksburg,  and  bear  tiie 
same  relation  to  that  college  as  the  adjutant-general  will  do  to  the 
Virginia  Military  Institute  after  1st  January  next.  I  would  also 
recommend  in  this  connection  that  a  bureau  of  immigration,  labor^ 
and  statistics  be  established  as  a  part  of  the  department  of  agricul- 
ture; for  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  well  says,  "An  active 
bureau  of  immigration  enlisting  the  co-operation  of  railroad  autliori- 
ties  and  all  organizations  having  for  their  object  the  introduction  of 
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immigrants  into  Virginia,  can  do  so  much  for  promoting  the  settle- 
ment of  her  waste  lands,  fostering  manu&ctures,  and  creating 
markets." 

STATE  PENITENTIARY. 

The  State  penitentiary,  nnder  the  management  of  its  hoard  of 
directors  and  its  capable  superintendent,  serves  well  its  purpose. 
The  number  of  convicts  on  the  first  of  this  month  was  960;  190 
being  white  and  770  colored,  or  185  white  males  and  706  colored 
males ;  5  white  females  and  64  colored  females ;  807  of  them  are 
in  prison,  115  on  the  South  Atlantic  and  Ohio  railroad,  and  38  in 
Russell  county. 

There  has  not  been  much  demand  for  convicts  to  work  the  pub- 
lic roads  of  the  Commonwealth  under  laws  already  passed.  Appli- 
cations are  now  and  then  made  for  them  to  work  on  the  railroads, 
but  in  consequence  of  such  projected  roads  not  being  completed, 
and  for  other  reasons  in  many  cases,  such  applications  are  not  fur- 
ther insisted  upon. 

In  this  connection  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  that  a 
reformatory  or  industrial  school  be  established,  either  separate  and 
detached  from  the  penitentiary  or  in  connection  therewith,  where 
youthful  criminals  can  be  confined  without  coming  in  contact  with 
the  older  and  more  hardened  class  of  offenders.  There  should  be 
a  wide  discrimination  in  the  treatment  of  a  boy,  who  is  convicted 
perhaps  of  his  first  offence  against  the  law,  and  a  man  who  has 
probed  to  the  bottom  the  depths  of  crime.  The  punishment  of 
criminal  youths  should  have  a  reformatory  as  well  as  punitive 
object,  but  it  is  impossible  to  put  into  practice  reformatory  meas- 
ures where  the  two  classes  of  criminals  come  in  daily  contact  with 
each  other.  In  the  penitentiary  at  this  time  there  are  197  crimi- 
nals under  the  age  of  21  years. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  placing  in  this  reforma- 
tory school  all  criminals  under  18  years  of  age,  and  that  the  gov- 
ernor be  empowered  to  transfer  from  the  penitentiary  to  that 
reformatory  school  any  other  criminals  between  the  ages  of  18  and 
21  where  hope  is  held  out  that  such  indulgence  would  not  be  mis- 
used and  there  was  a  reasonable  hope  of  reclamation.  A  system 
of  this  sort  has  worked  satisfactorily  in  several  of  the  States. 
During  Grovemor  Hoadly's  administration  in  Ohio,  of  80  boys  thus 
released  from  the  penitentiary  and  transferred  to  the  reformatory 
school,  one  became  insane,  six  went  back  to  crime,  and  73  proved 
worthy  of  the  indulgence  granted  them.  To  reclaim  irom  a  life 
of  crime  even  one  young  soul  would  be  a  satisfactory  work.  With 
the  growing  population  of  the  State  the  number  of  criminals 
increase  and  an  enlargement  of  the  present  penitentiary  is  already 
demanded.     By  the  proposed  separate  arrangement  for  youthful 
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criminals  additional  room  would  be  gained  for  the  other  classes  of 
malefactors. 

I  have  the  honor  also  to  recommend  that  a  system  of  monthly 
inspection  of  all  jails  in  the  State  be  made  by  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  or  such  local  officer  as  the  judge  of  the  city  or  county  in 
which  said  jail  may  be  located,  shall  designate,  and  a  written  report 
to  be  made  to  said  judge  after  each  inspection,  and  such  rfeport  be 
spread  upon  the  records. 

The  penal  and  charitable  institutions  of  the  State  will  be  in- 
spected by  the  governor,  or  some  officer  designated  by  him,  as  often 
as  he  may  think  proper  and  practicable.  I  have  already  person- 
ally inspected  most  of  these  institutions,  and  found  their  condition 
in  every  respect  most  creditable  to  their  management. 

VOLUNTEER   TROOPS. 

Since  the  1st  of  January  last  the  following  volunteer  troops  have 
been  called  out  by  the  civil  authorities  to  assist  their  officers  in  pre- 
serving the  peace  in  their  respective  localities,  namely :  On  January 
11th,  Companies  A  and  B,  First  regiment,  under  command  Major 
Bidgood,  and  the  State  Guard  of  colored  troops — ^the  whole  being 
under  direction  of  Brigadier-General  Charles  Anderson,  were  called 
to  Newport  News  at  the  request  of  the  judge  of  Warwick  county. 
On  August  30th,  the  mayor  of  Petersburg  called  upon  R.  E.  Lee 
Battery,  the  Petersburg  Grays,  and  the  Petersburg  Guards,  the  first 
two  being  white  and  the  last  a  colored  company,  to  be  in  readiness 
to  assist  him  in  preserving  the  peace  there;  and  on  the  11th  of  No- 
vember, the  mayor  of  Pocahontas,  Tazewell  county,  with  the  co-ope- 
ration of  the  civil  officers  of  that  county,  requested  troops  to  pre- 
serve the  peace  in  the  mines.  The  Fitz  Lee  Troop,  the  Lynchburg 
Artillery,  and  Lynchburg  Home  Guards,  were  accordingly  sent  to 
that  point.  The  prompt  arrival  of  the  troops  at  these  points,  and 
the  soldierly  conduct  of  both  officers  and  men,  in  a  large  degree 
prevented  a  disturbance  of  a  peace  their  only  mission  was  to  pre- 
serve. "A  well-regulated  militia  "  is  "necessary  to  the  security  of  a 
free  State,"  and  the  Commonwealth  should  be  ready  to  promote  the 
efficiency  and  discipline  of  her  volunteer  soldiery,  who  in  turn  are 
ever  prompt  with  their  services  in  preserving  law,  peace  and  order 
within  her  borders. 

The  volunteer  militia,  numbering  about  3,000  men,  are  better 
equipped,  better  armed,  disciplined  and  drilled  than  ever  before  in 
the  history  of  the  State,  and  can  be  depended  upon  in  any  emer- 
gency. It  is  seen  that  I  availed  myself  of  the  services  of  the  colored 
as  v^eW  as  the  white  soldiers,  and  my  confidence  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty  was  not  misplaced. 

At  Newport  News,  in  the  midst  of  threatened  disturbance  of  the 
peace  by  their  own  race,  the  company  sent  there  was  resolute  and 
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firm,  whether  on  the  sentinel  post  or  in  company  front,  and  was  ever 
ready  to  obey  with  alacrity  any  order  from  the  oflScer  commanding. 
At  the  national  drill  and  encampment,  in  Washington,  in  May, 
or  in  Philadelphia,  at  the  celebration  of  the  centennial  of  the  Fed- 
eral Constitution,  in  September  last,  or  whether  in  the  procession  at 
the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  Lee  monument  in  October  last, 
the  good  conduct  and  soldierly  behavior  and  military  appearance  of  the 
State  troops  won  universal  commendation  and  reflected  credit  upon 
Virginia.  The  clear  and  comprehensive  report  of  the  adjutant 
general  gives  in  detail  the  necessary  information  about  our  volun- 
teer troops. 

THE  soldiers'  HOME.    ' 

When  Virginia  called  on  her  sons  to  rally  to  her  defense  in  1861, 
firom  highest  mountain  top  to  lowermost  valley  the  cry  was  heard, 
filling  her  ranks  with  brave  men,  upon  whose  daily  labor  helpless 
women  and  little  children  leaned  for  livelihood.  Twenty-six  years 
have  passed  since  then,  and  the  boy  who  rushed  to  battle  as  to  a 
banquet  is  the  maimed  veteran  of  to-day,  in  many  instances,  help- 
less and  houseless. 

Upon  the  suburbs  of  this  city  a  beautiful  "Home"  for  homeless 
Confederate  soldiers,  has  been  established  by  private  donations, 
solicited  by  the  "R.  E.  Lee  Camp"  and  which  will  probably  ulti- 
mately become  the  property  of  the  State.  The  time  has  come  when 
the  State  should  call  together  and  support  there,  for  the  few  remain- 
ing years  of  their  lives,  the  soldier  and  sailor  who,  maintaining  Vir- 
ginia's flag  upon  many  a  hard  fought  field,  can  no  longer  maintain 
himself.  I  recommend  a  generous  annual  contribution  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

JUDGE  HUSTINGS  CX)URT  CITY  OF  STAUNTON. 

I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  resignation  of  J.  W.  Green 
Smith,  judge  of  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Staunton,  was 
accepted  at  his  request,  to  take  efiect  on  the  31st  of  October  last. 
His  term  of  oflSce  would  not  expire  by  limitation  until  the  first  of 
January,  1889.  The  interval  between  the  date  of  the  acceptance  of 
the  resignation  and  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  was  brief,  and  I 
therefore  declined  to  make  an  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  lest 
it  might  in  some  way  embarrass  the  action  of  this  Legislature, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  elect  his  successor. 

DIVIDING  THE  STATE  INTO  GRAND  DIVISIONS. 

Another  subject  I  think  of  sufficient  importance  to  call   your 

attention  is  the  separation  of  the  State  into  geographical  divisions 

whose  limits  shall  be  clearly  defined.     Indeed,  I  would  recommend 

that  the  counties  by  name  be  placed  in  the  respective  divisions,  so 
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that  the  execution  of  the  laws,  particularly  as  regards  boards  of 
visitors  to  the  State  institutions,  can  be  strictly  carried  out. 

CAPITOL   BUILDING. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the 
condition  of  the  building  now  used  as  a  State  capitol.  It  has  been 
for  years  inadequate  for  State  purposes,  and  oflBces  are  now  rented 
at  the  State's  expense  in  different  portions  of  the  city  for  the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  the  commissioner  of  railroads,  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture,  the  superintendent  of  public  printings 
and  the  adjutant-general  and  the  court  of  appeals.  Apart  from 
this,  the  constant  increase  in  storage  of  valuable  books,  papers  and 
records  in  the  library  and  other  portions  of  the  building,  has  accu- 
mulated such  weight  as  to  jeopardize  human  life,  while  the  danger 
from  fire,  always  great,  especially  in  the  library,  would  involve  an 
irreparable  loss  to  the  State  of  books,  records,  paintings,  etc.,  which 
could  never  be  replaced.  To  meet  the  pressing  wants  of  the  State's 
service  it  is  necessary  either  to  turn  your  faces  from  the  memories, 
rich  and  rare,  which  cluster  around  the  old  edifice,  and  build  a  new 
and  larger  capitol  with  greater  facilities  for  the  purposes  of  the  State, 
or  to  erect  a  suitable  building  elsewere  to  contain  the  library,  histo- 
rical records,  State  offices,  court  of  appeals,  etc.,  etc.  Of  the  two 
plans  I  would  recommend  the  latter.  In  that  case,  the  old  capitol 
could  be  remodeled  in  the  basement  and  library  story,  and  ample 
room  obtained  for  legislative  purposes,  committee-rooms,  and  a  few 
State  offices.  In  this  connection,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  report 
of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  in  response  to  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly  in  regard  to  the  cost  of  a  State  build- 
ing for  the  purpose  indicated,  known  as  H.  D.  No.  12,  of  the  session 
of  1883-84,  as  it  contains  much  useful  information  on  this  subject. 
I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  of  two  from  the  Senate  and 
three  from  the  House  be  at  once  appointed  to  take  tjiis  whole  sub- 
ject into  consideration,  including  plan,  location,  and  price  of  such  a 
structure,  and  to  report  the  result  of  their  investigation  as  soon  as 
possible,  that  this  Legislature  may  act  promptly  in  the  matter,  I 
have  been  informed  that  the  library  in  the  Capitol  has  caught  fire 
already  a  number  of  times,  and  in  view  of  its  great  value  the  State 
should  lose  as  little  time  as  possible  in  safely  placing  its  valuable 
records  in  a  fire-proof  building. 

There  has  already  been  set  apart  for  the  construction  of  this  build- 
ing Riddleberger  bonds  as  follows :

already  available  for  this  purpose. 
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The  money  with  which  these  bonds  were  bought  was  realized  from 
the  sale  of  real  estate  owned  by  the  Commonwealth,  as  set  forth  in 
acts  1883-4,  chapter  353,  section  1,  and  the  proceeds  of  sale  invested, 
as  required  by  section  8  of  the  same  act,  approved  March  10, 1884. 

I  advise  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  painting  the  outside  of 
the  capitol,  governor's  mansion,  and  out  buildings.  Their  appearance 
and  preservation  alike  demand  it. 

REGISTER  OF   LAND   OFFICE. 

I  hope  the  Legislature  will  closely  search  the  expense  account  of 
the  government,  and  promptly  reduce  disbursements  wherever  it  can 
be  done  without  injury  to  the  public  service;  and  where  such  expendi- 
tures are  imnecessary,  abolish  them ;  in  this  way  the  amount  to  be 
taken  from  the  revenue  account,  will  be  smaller,  and  the  surplus  in- 
come greater. 

As  a  beginning  of  this  good  work,  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend 
that  the  position  of  register  of  land  office  be  abolished,  and  that 
all  papers,  books  and  records  be  turned  over  to  the  Second  Auditor's 
office. 

Second.  That  the  police  force  for  duty  at  the  capitol  and  public 
grounds,  be  composed  as  now,  of  seven  members,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  governor,  one  of  whom  shall  be  known  as  chief-of-police  and 
superintendent  of  public  buildings.  This  officer  should  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  strict  performance  of  their  duties,  by  the  police,  and 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  governor,  have  charge  of  the  repairs 
to  public  buildings,  and  see  that  the  public  grounds  are  kept  clean 
and  in  every  respect  in  good  condition. 

The  pay  of  the  six  policemen  should  be  the  same  as  they  receive 
now — namely,  sixty-five  dollars  per  month,  and  the  pay  of  the 
chief-of-police  to  be  eighty-five  dollars  per  month. 

I  have  also  to  recommend  that  the  convict  labor  now  employed 
at  the  capitol  and  on  public  grounds  be  replaced  by  the  work  of  men 
who  have  not  committed  oflfence  against  the  State  laws.  This  work 
is  done  now  by  seven  convicts,  some  of  whom  are  guarded  by  the 
capitol  police,  and  others  labor  under  a  guard  from  the  peniten- 
tiary. 

The  work  done  by  these  convicts  can  be  much  more  satisfacto- 
rily performed  by  three  or  four  good  laborers,  at,  say,  thirty  dollars 
per  month,  to  be  selected  and  employed  by  the  chief-of-police. 

The  official  reports  from  the  heads  of  the  various  departments 
of  the  government  have  all  been  rendered.  They  will  be  found 
&ithful  in  detail  and  full  in  material,  and  to  these  reports  you  are 
respectfully  referred. 

And  now  to  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Assembly,  I  commit  the 
important  subjects  brought  to  your  attention,  with  the  confident 
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hope  that  your  enactments  will  exalt  the  civilization,  promote  the 
tranquility,  and  increase  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  this  great 
Commonwealth.

I  have  been  forced  to  rent  and  furnish  rooms  in  town  for  the 
remaining  students,  at  a  great  expense  to  the  College,  as  stoves  have  to  be

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provided,  coal  famished,  &c.  The  State  is  pledged  to  fiirnish  quarters  for 
200  students,  and  it  is  to  carry  out  this  pledge  that  quarters  are  rented  out- 
aide.  It  is  useless  to  state  to  you  what  a  severe  test  of  discipline  and  system 
it  is  having  students  scattered  all  over  a  small  village  The  building  now 
used  as  a  barrack  was  originally  built  for  the  Preston  <fc  Olin  Institute.  It 
was  divided  into  large  lecture  rooms;  these  rooms  were  sub-divided  into 
smalter  ones,  of  unequal  size,  all  opening  on  a  common  hall,  and  totally 
unsuited  for  the  purposes  now  used. 

The  floors  are  in  such  a  condition  that  they  cannot  be  scoured  without 
drenching  the  rooms  below.  The  building  cannot  be  properly  heated.  It 
costs  from  $300  to  $600  to  keep  this  old  building  in  repair  for  each  year. 

The  outer  walls  of  this  old  building  are  good,  and  it  is  proposea  to  change 
it  into  a  machine  shop,  ten  thousand  dollars  beins:  asl^ed  for  this  purpose  and 
to  purchase  an  engine  and  machinery  for  iron  working.  The  present  m.iehine 
shop  is  a  small  wooden  building,  and  entirely  two  small  for  tne  purpose. 

We  need  barracks  for  300  men  ;  an  estimate  of  $60,000  is  made  for  this  pur- 
pose, supplying  gas,  water,  and  proper  drainaf^. 

We  have  received  nothing  from  the  State  since  1878.  The  money  derived 
from  the  land  grant,  and  which  can  only  be  used  for  tuition,  purchase  of 
chemicals,  <Sbc.,  has  been  used  to  pay  the  running  and  contingent  expenses  of 
the  Collie. 

An  annual  appropriation  is  asked  of  $5,000  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  Col- 
lege, purchase  of  fuel,  janitor^s  fees,  and  necessary  expenses. 

The  faculty  consists  of  a  President  and  eight  Professors,  of  these,  quarters 
axe  ftirniah^  for  only  five,  the  others  dn^wing  commutation  of  quarters  at 
the  rate  of  $150  per  year. 

It  is  proposed  to  build  quarters  for  the  faculty  out  of  any  surplus  that  may 
arise  i^ter  ouilding  quarters  for  students,  and  out  of  the  contingent  fund.

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The  difference  in  value  of  real  estate,  &e.,  and  the  amount  of  money  re- 
ceived, arises  from  the  expenditure,  contrary  to  law,  of  the  land  grant  fund. 
This  fund  has  also  paid  all  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  ( 'oUege.  The  funds 
from  the  county  and  State  were  used  for  the  purchase  of  the  real  estate  and 
for  the  buildings,  whose  value  is  given.

tion and  price  of  such  a  structure  as  would  furnish  the  stete  with  a 
safe,  suitable  and  commodious  building  for  library  and  other  pur- 
poses.

That, 
at  the  general  election  to  be  held  for  the  election  of  representatives 
in  congress,  and  electors  for  president  and  vice-president  of  the  United 
States,  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-eight,  as  required  by  the  constitution  of  Vir- 
ginia, there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  general  fissembly,  the  question  "Shall  there  be  a  con- 
vention to  revise  the  constitution  and  amend  the  same?" 

2.  That  the  judges  of  election  at  each  several  voting  precincts  in 
the  State,  are  hereby  required  to  provide  a  ballot  box,  separate  from 
that  in  which  are  to  be  deposited  the  ballots  cast  for  representatives 
in  congress  and  electors  for  president  and  vice-president,  in  which 
separate  bidlot  box  so  provided,  the  judges  of  election  shall  deposit 
the  ballots  of  all  qualified  voters  desiring  to  vote  upon  the  question 
of  a  convention  to  "revise  the  constitution  and  amend  the  same;" 
said  separate  ballot  boxes  shall  be  provided  as  ballot  boxes  for  other 
elections  are  provided. 

8.  The  ballots  to  be  used  in  said  election  shall  be  separate  from 
the  ballots  cast  for  representatives  in  congress  and  electors  for  presi- 
dent and  vice-president,  and  shall  be  respectively  as  follows:  "For 
constitutional  convention,"  and  "  against  constitutional  convention." 

4.  The  manner  of  receiving  and  canvassing  said  ballots  and  mak- 
ing returns  and  abstracts  thereof,  shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the 
requirements  of  the  general  election  laws  of  the  State,  except  the 
certificate  of  the  judges  shall  be  as  follows:  We  hereby  certify,  that 
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at  the  election  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  Novem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  there  were votes  cast 

*'for  constitutional  convention,"  and votes  cast  "against  consti- 
tutional convention."

And  the  proper  official  canvassers  of  general  election  returns  shall 
canvass  these  returns  in  like  manner  as  other  election  returns,  and 
the  result  shall  be  certified  to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth 
as  the  result  in  other  elections  is  certified. 

5.  The  state  board  of  canvassers  shall  meet  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  November, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  shall  exaniine  the  certified 
abstracts  of  such  returns,  and  shall  make  a  certified  statement  of 
whole  number  of  votes  cast  "for  constitutional  convention,"  and 
whole  number  of  votes  cast  "against  constitutional  convention," 
and  shall  determine  and  certify  whether  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  votes  cast  was  for  or  against  a  constitutional  convention, 
and  shall  subscribe  their  names  thereto,  and  shall  deliver  the  same 
over  to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  record  in  a 
suitable  book,  to  be  kept  in  the  office,  such  certified  statement  and 
determination,  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  same,  to  be  made  l?y  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  be  laid  before  the  general  as- 
sembly at  the  next  session  thereof.

Whereas  the  funding  of  consol  or  ten-forty  bonds  into  new  3 
per  cent,  bonds  is  being  somewhat  impeded  by  the  difiiculty  of 
obtaining  matched  past-due  coupons,  and  the  general  assembly 
being  extremely  anxious  to  expedite  the  funding,  and  thus  close

Resolved,  That  they  are  congratulated  for  the  course  adopted  by 
them,  which,  although  having,  subjected  them  to  temporary  incar- 
ceration in  jail,  so  far  from  being  a  subject  of  mortification  and  dis- 
grace, was  a  position  of  honor  and  distinction ;  and  they  are  further 
to  be  congratulated  and  held  up  to  approval  and  endorsement,  in 
having  brought  about  a  decision  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States,  which  finally  settles  the  question  of  the  power  and  authority 
of  the  Federal  judiciary  over  the  states  of  this  Union,  in  accordance 
with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  the  land. 
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Resolved,  That  the  governor  of. this  commonwealth  be  requested 
to  communicate  the  passage  of  the  above  resolutions  to  the  state 
officials  above  named,  alid  cause  a  copy  to  be  transmitted  to  them 
with  such  remarks  as  he  may  deem  pertinent.

RULES 

For  the  government  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  when  convened 
in  joint  assembly  for  the  election  of  a  senator  in  congress: 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly,  the 
senators,  accompanied  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the 
clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  proceed  to  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, and  shall  be  received  by  the  delegates  standing.  The 
Speaker  shall  vacate  his  chair,  which  shall  be  taken  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate.  Appropriate  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the 
senators  by  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  House. 
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2.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  be  the  president  of  the 
joint  assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  to  vacate  the 
chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  or,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  by  such  member  of  the  joint  assembly  as  the 
President  may  designate. 

3.  The  clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  joint  assem- 
bly, and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate.  He  shall 
enter  the  proceedings  of  the  joint  assembly  in  the  Journal  of  the 
House,  and  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  who 
shall  €dso  enter  them  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate. 

4.  The  sergeant-at-arms,  doorkeeper  and  pages  of  the  House  shall 
act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall 
be  the  rules  of  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  When  the  joint  assembly  first  meets,  as  provided  by  the  acts 
of  congress,  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Delegates 
for  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read ;  if,  when  the  Journals  shall  be 
read,  it  shall  appear  that  the  same  person  shall  have  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes  in  each  house  for  senator*  the  result  shall  be 
declared  by  the  President. 

7.  If  no.  person  shall  have  received  a  majority  in  each  house,  the 
joint  assembly  shall  then  proceed  to  vote  viva  voce  for  a  senator  as 
provided  in  the  act  of  congress,  and  no  motion  for  adjournment 
shall  be  in  order  on  any  day  until  at  least  one  such  vote  shall  have 
been  taken. 

8.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  names  of  the 
senators  shall  be  called  first  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then  the 
names  of  the  delegates  in  like  order,  except  that  the  name  of  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  called  last. 

9.  When  the  election  shall  be  made  as  required,  the  joint  assem- 
bly shall  adjourn  sine  die,  and  the  result  shall  be  certified  by  the 
president  and  clerk  of  the  joint  assembly  to  the  governor. 

10.  K  no  election  shall  be  made,  the  joint  assembly,  when  it 
adjourns,  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  12  o'clock  meridian  on  the  suc- 
ceeding day. 

11.  If,  when  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained  that 
a  majority  of  each  house  is  not  present,  the  joint  assembly  may 
take  measures  to  secure  attendance  of  absentees,  or  adjourn  untU 
the  succeeding  day,  as  a  majority  of  them  present  may  determine.    ' 

12.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns,  the  senators,  accompanied 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return 
to  their  chamber.

1.  To  use  their  best  efforts  to  secure  the  immediate  repeal  of  the 
internal  revenue  system,  a  relic  of  the  war,  and  no  longer  [necessary 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  government,  and  because  it  is  oppres- 
sive, fosters  monopolies,  and  is  obnoxious  to  the  interests  of  our 
people. 
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2.  To  favor  raising  the  revenue  requisite  for  the  support  of  the 
federal  government  by  a  tariff  upon  imports  limited  to  the  neces- 
sities of  the  government  economically  administered  and  so  adjusted 
in  its  application  as  to  prevent  unequal  burdens,  encourage  pro- 
ductive interests  at  home,  the  development  of  our  material  resources, 
and  afford  just  compensation  to  labo  ^-but  not  to  foster  monopolies. 
The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  substitute, 
Mr.  McDonald  moved  to  amend  the  substitute  by  striking  out  the 
whole  thereof  and  inserting  the  following :

3.  That  said  representatives  in  both  branches  of  the  United  States 
be  requested  to  wait  upon  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
•inform  him  that  his  late  message  to  the  congress  of  the  United 
States,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  internal  revenue,  is  a  disappoint- 
ment to  the  people  of  Virginia,  and  not  in  accordance  with  the 
promises  and  pledges  of  either  the  Democratic  or  Republican  par- 
ties of  Virginia  upon  the  subject  of  the  internal  revenue.

Commonwealth  of  Virginia, 

Governor's  Office, 
Richmond,  Va.,  December  17,  1887. 
To  the  Legislature: 

In  my  recent  message  I  recommended  that  the  oflBce  of  the  regis- 
ter of  land  office  be  abolished,  in  order  to  save  the  State  the  expense 
of  a  useless  office;  and  that  the  records  and  books  be  turned  over 
to  the  second  auditor's  office.  I  based  such  recommendations  on 
the  &ct  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  second  auditor  (given  at  my 
request),  no  addition  to  the  clerical  force  now  in  his  office  will  be 
necessary,  after  the  bulk  of  the  funding  has  been  completed. 

The  following  figures  are  given  : 

Present  plan : 

Balary  of  register  of  land  office $1,500  00 

Seven  poUeemen,  at  |66  per  month,  is  per  annum 5,460  00 

Total $6,960  00 
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On  the  proposed  plan : 

8ix  polieemen,  at  |65  per  month,  is  per  year $4,680  00 

One  chief  of  police  and  Buperintendent  of  public  buildings,  at  $85 
per  month,  18  per  annum 1,020  00 

Total $5,700  00 

The  expense  account  of  the  State  would  thus  be  ultimately  dimin- 
ished by  $1,260  per  annum.

Whereas  we  are  supposed  to  be  a  representative  body;  and  whereas 
the  agricultural  interests  of  this  state  are  surely  of  paramount  im^ 
portance,  demanding  alike  our  sympathy,  encouragement  and  zeal- 
ous support  in  such  a  manner  and  to  such  an  extent  that  the  fium- 
ers  of  this  state  may  fiilly  realize  that  we  are  their  friends  and  pro- 
tectors, and  as  such  lend  a  willing  ear  to  their  grievances  of  aU 
kinds  and  descriptions;  and  whereas  it  is  alleged  that  there  is  great 
dissatisfiEu^ion  among  farmers  in  various  portions  of  the  state  at  the 
election  of  Thomas  Whitehead,  a  lawyer  and  ex-editor,  to  tlie  posi- 
tion of  commissioner  of  agriculture,  in  the  place  and  stead  of  that 
gallant,  maimed  Confederate  soldier,  Colonel  Randolph  Harrison^ 
who,  in  its  highest  sense,  is  a  typical  Virginia  gentleman  and  fax- 
mer,  and  having  devoted  his  energies  of  mind  and  body  to  agricultural 
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pursuits,  is  peculiarly  well  fitted  to  the  position  which,  for  five  years, 
he  has  filled  with  such  satisfaction  and  distinguished  ability ;  and 
whereas  it  is  due  to  the  farmers  of  this  state,  qo  less  than  to  Colo- 
nel Harrison  and  his  many  friends,  that  this  matter  shall  be  en- 
quired into;  and  whereas  there  can  be  little  doubt  about  the  right  to 
appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  any  matter  in  which  the  people 
of  this  state  have  vital  concern ;  and  whereas  if  there  should  arise  a 
doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  member  as  to  the  right  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  enquire  into  this  matter,  it  is  believed  that  precedents  can 
be  found  in  the  Journals  of  both  houses  of  the  Greneral  Assembly  of 
Virginia  for  the  ssssions  of  1883-4:  now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved  by 
the  Senate  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring).  That  a  committee  of 
five  be  appointed,  two  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  three  on  the 
part  of  the  House— 

1st.  To  investigate  the  official  conduct  of  Colonel  Randolph  Har- 
rison as  commissioner  of  agriculture,  and  ascertain  what  causes,  if 
any,  exist  to  justify  the  conclusion  the  agriculture  interests  of  this 
State  were  not  safe  in  his  hands. 

2d.  What  causes  led  to  the  removable  course  of  placing  an  attor- 
ney-at-law  and  ex-editor  over  the  farmers  of  Virginia,  in  the  posi- 
tion of  commissioner  of  agriculture;  and  the  said  committee  shall 
have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  shall  make  report 
of  their  proceedings  to  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia.

To  the  Senate  of  Virginia  : 

Your  committee  for  courts  of  justice  to  which  has  been  referred  a 
resolution  directing  said  committee  "to  report,  by  bill  or  otherwise, 
which  bills  and  petitions  are  required  by  the  act,  approved  May 
23d,  18<S7,  to  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  persons  presenting  such 
petitions  or  bills,"  respectfully  report  that  all  bills  incorporating 
railroad  and  street  railroad  companies  and  bills  for  the  relief  of  col- 
lecting officers  of  the  commonwealth  which  create  no  charge  upon 
the  treasury  and  do  not  affect  the  public  revenue,  and  all  bills  incor- 
porating joint-vstock  and  chartered  companies,  all  bills  for  the  erec- 
tion of  wharves  or  piers  by  individuals  or  joint-stock  companies, 
and  any  amendment  or  amendments  to  any  of  the  acts  of  the  char- 
acter of  the  bills  above  mentioned  are  private  bills,  and  are  required 
to  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  persons  presenting  such  ]>eti- 
tions  or  bills  or  of  the  company  making  such  application,  by  the 
14th  section  of  the  act  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  and  consolidate 
into  one  act  the  laws  relating  to  the  public  printing  and  binding 
and  defining  the  duties  of  the  superintendent  of  public  printing, 
and  to  repeal  chapter  185  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  1879-80, 
approved  May  23d,  1887. 

The  report  was  taken  up  and  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Koinek,  from  the  committee  on  finance  and  banks,  presented 
the  following  preamble  and  joint  resolutions : 

Whereas  it  is  authoritatively  represented  to  the  finance  committee 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  that  a  proposition  will  proba- 
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bly  be  made  by  the  bondholders  for  a  settlement  of  the  debt  of  Vir- 
ginia upon  the  basis  which  is  known  as  the  Riddleberger  bill,  pro- 
vided a  short  time  can  be  given  to  communicate  with  the  bond- 
holders of  the  state,  and  that  such  an  adjustment  will  be  promoted 
by  a  suspension  of  all  litigation  pending  or  threatened  under  the 
laws  of  the  state:  therefore  be  it  resolved  by  the  general  assembly — 

1st.  That  the  governor  be  authorized  and  requested  to  direct  the 
oflScers  of  the  state  to  suspend  all  proceedings  of  the  commonwealth 
against  parties  who  have  heretofore  tendered  coupons  for  taxes  due 
the  commonwealth,  until  January  25th,  1888 :  provided,  the  bond- 
holders shall  also  cease  all  attempts  to  tender,  or  to  induce  others  to 
tender,  coupons  for  taxes,  and  that  the  bondholders,  or  their  agents, 
shall  publish  a  circular  that  they  will  not  sustain  tax -payers  in  any 
attempt  to  use  coupons  for  taxes  during  the  same  period. 

2d.  While  profoundly  anxious  that  a  final  adjustment  of  the  debt 
of  this  state  shall  be  speedily  effected,  the  General  Assembly  deems 
it  to  be  due  to  frankness  and  fair  dealing  with  the  holders  of  the 
securities  of  Virginia  to  solemnly  declare  it  to  be  the  unalterable  pur- 
pose of  the  government  and  of  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  to 
stand  by  the  basis  of  adjustment  provided  for  by  the  act  known  as 
the  Riddleberger  bill ;  that  Virginia  will  carry  out  that  settlement 
in  good  faith,  and  that  any  hope  or  expectation  that  any  adjustment 
of  the  debt  of  the  state  more  favorable  to  the  public  creditor  than 
that  authorized  by  the  Riddleberger  act  will  ever  be  made,  is  utterly 
illusive  and  groundle.^s. 

3d.  These  resolutions  shall  take  effect  from  their  passage. 

Mr.  WiCKHAM  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  up  the  joint  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Whereupon, 

Mr.  Heaton  moved  to  pass  by  the  consideration  of  the  joint  reso- 
lutions until  to-morrow  at  12:30  P.  M.;  and  the  question  being  put 
thereon,  was  determined  in  the  aflSrmative — ayes  20 ;  noes  15.

House  bill  No.  8,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  Loudoun  county  to  borrow  money  to  build  a  jail,"  was 
taken  up,  twice  read,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Heaton,  the  rule 
requiring  the  reference  to  a  committee  being  suspended,  was  read 
the  third  time  and  passed  with  its  title.

The  House  of  Delegates  have  passed  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act 
to  amend  and  re-enact  section  one  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Bristol-Goodson  water  company,  approved  May  20, 1887, 
No.  32. 

They  have  passed  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
Confederate  soldiers  and  sailors  monumental  association,  No.  4;  in 
which  bill  they  respectfully  request  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate. 

No.  10,  House  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  re-enact 
section  33  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  assessment  of 
taxes,  Ac.,  approved  March  6, 1886,  in  regard  to  the  tax  on  pe4- 
dlers,"  communicated  yesterday  by  special  messenger,  was  taken  up, 
twice  read,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance  and  banks. 

No.  4,  House  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  soldiers  and 
sailors  monumental  association,"  was  taken  up,  twice  read,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  general  laws. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  second  auditor  in 
response  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate;  which,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
KoiNER,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance  and  banks,  and 
three  hundred  copies  ordered  to  be  printed.     (Doc.  No.  5.) 

Mr.  MooBE,  by  leave,  presented 

No.  10,  A  bill  to  incorporate  the  Mount  Vernon  avenue  associa- 
tion; which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  the  first,  and  ordered  to  be 
read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  general  laws. 

Mr.  AcKEK  presented  a  preamble  and  joint  resolution,  and  moved 
that  the  rules  be  suspended  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  same 
this  day. 

On  this  proposition  Mr.  McDonald  demanded  the  pending  ques- 
tion; which  was  refused.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 

Governor's  Office, 
Richmond,  Va.,  January,  27,  1888. 
To  the  Serwie : 

In  the  exercise  of  a  constitutional  prerogative,  I  have  the  honor 
to  return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  Senate  bill  133,  being  an 
act  to  permit  tax-payers  who  have  tendered  coupons  in  payment 
of  taxes,  to  make  payment  in  money  to  county  and  city  treasurers. 
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My  objections  to  the  proposed  law,  are  : 

1.  The  relief  granted  applies  to  those  persons  ^rtio  may  hereafter 
tender  coupons  for  taxes  as  well  as  to  those  who  have  heretofore 
made  such  tender ;  and  as  there  are  but  two  terms  of  the  circuit 
court  per  annum,  the  privilege  granted  of  paying  county  treasurers 
after  tender  of  coupons,  will  be,  in  many  cases,  to  grant  six  months 
time  to  withdraw  the  same,  incurring  but  trifling  costs,  thus  offer- 
ing an  inducement  to  tender. 

2.  The  bill  seeks  to  make  the  tax-payer  an  oflBcer  to  return 
receipts  for  taxes  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  who  shall  then 
"  open  an  account  with  the  treasurer,  Ac. 

As  many  tax-payers  will  never  send  these  receipts,  it  is  plain  the 
treasurer's  accounts  will  be  open  for  an  indefinite  period.  The  11th 
section  of  the  present  law  is  concise,  clear,  and  comprehensive,  both 
in  providing  for  the  collection  of  the  tax,  and  the  settlement  and 
closing  up  the  accounts  of  the  oflScer. 

3.  A  very  large  portion  of  the  tenders  which  have  been  made 
were  for  taxes  of  1885 ;  and  there  is  now  due  upon  such  taxes  more 
than  a  year's  interest.  This  bill  relieves  the  parties  who  made  the 
tenders  from  payment  of  this  interest. 

These  are  some  of  the  reasons  which  induce  me  to  send  the  bill 
back  to  the  Senate  without  my  signature.

adopted  by  the  joint  committee,  and  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of 
tekid  committee,  submit  a  bill  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  report.

To  the  joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  : 

By  a  joint  resolution  passed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  on  the 
8l8t  ultimo,  the  committee  on  asylums  and  prisons  of  the  Hotise  of  Delegated 
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and  the  committee  on  public  InstitutionB  and  education  of  the  Senate,  were 
instructed  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  general  assembly  the  cause  of  the 
recent  fire  at  the  state  penitentiary,  the  extent  of  the  damage  done  by  said  fire, 
the  loss  to  the  state  occasioned  thereby,  and  make  such  recommendations  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  in  order  to  repair  the  damage  done. 

Tne  undersigned,  constituting  the  subconmiittee  appointed  by  said  joint 
committee  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  several  inquiries  embraced  in 
said  joint  resolution,  respectfully  report— 

Ist.  As  to  the  cause  of  the  recent  fire : 

On  *the  3d  instant  your  committee  visited  the  penitentiary,  and  after 
inspecting  the  burnt  buildings,  in  order  to  get  an  idea  of  their  location, 
examined,  under  oath,  all  parties  connected  with  the  penitentiary  who 
could  be  supposed  to  know  anything  about  the  fire  or  its  origin,  and  whilst 
various  theones  were  entertained,  from  the  investigation  made  and  facts 
ascertained,  your  conmiittee  are  unable  to  report  what  was  the  immediate 
cause  of  the  fire.  At  first  it  was  the  opinion  or  some  that  it  was  the  act  of  an 
incendiary,  but  upon  investigation  it  is  the  unanimous  conclusion  of  your 
committee  that  such  is  not  the  case,  and  that  the  fire  originated  from  care- 
lessness by  some  one  connected  with  the  prision. 

A  stenographer's  record  of  the  evidence  taken,  ia  herewith  filed,  and  asked 
to  be  taken  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

Your  committee  deem  it  proper  to  state  that,  as  far  as  it  has  been  able  to 
ascertain  from  a  searching  investigation,  no  blame  attached  to  Mr.  W.  W. 
Moses,  the  superintendent.  Every  thing  was  done  by  him  that  could  possibly 
have  been  done  under  the  circumstances.  He  turned  in  the  alarm  himself  to 
the  city  fire  department  within  a  very  few  moments  after  the  fire  broke  out, 
and  but  for  the  assistance  rendered  hy  the  Riclimond  fire  department  the 
entire  penitentiary  would  have  been  destroyed.  In  this  connection!  your 
committee  would  state  that  the  water  supply  at  the  penitentiary  ia  inade- 
quate,, and  ought  to  be  increased. 

2d.  As  to  the  extent  of  the  damage  done  by  said  fire,  and  the  loss  to  the 
state  occasioned  thereby : 

The  damage  stistained  was  quite  an  extensive  one ;  the  whole  of  the  build- 
ing used  and  occupied  by  Joseph  Davis,  Esq.,  as  a  shoe  manufactory,  being 
destroyed,  besides  some  damage  to  the  adjoining  building. 

The  estimated  loss  to  the  state,  destruction  of  buildings  (estimated),  $26,000  00 
Furniture,  tools  and  fixtures,  provisions,  machinery,  and  raw  mate- 
rials in  carpenter  and  blacksmiths'  shops 1,017  88 

Total  (estimated) 126,017  88 

In  addition  to  the  loss  of  property,  above  mentioned,  there  are  five  hundred 
and  sixty-odd  (560)  convicts  out  of  employment — these  being  the  hands  worked 
by  the  Davis  shoe  manufactory— estimated  by  the  superintendent  to  be  a  loss 
to  the  state  of  about  $8,000.00  per  month.  It  costs  me  state  about  twenty- 
two  cents  (22)  per  day,  per  capita  to  maintain  these  convicts. 

8d.  As  to  such  recommendations  as  may  be  deemed  proper  in  order  to  repair 
the  damage  done : 

Your  c*omniittee  recommends  that  the  building  should  be  replaced  in  a  more 
substantial  form  than  the  old  one.  It  has  been  estimated  that  a  three-story, 
fire-proof  building  can  be  erected  on  the  site  of  the  one  recently  destroyed  at 
a  cost  of  $35,000.00.

apparently  its  full  share  of  patronage  and  freights  as  compared  with  other 
rauroads  which  are  apparently  successful  ana  profitable  investments;  and 
whereas  it  is  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  protect  by  all  means  within 
its  power  the  interests  of  the  state  of  Virginia;  and  whereas,  by  reliable 
information,  it  is  said  that  the  state  stock  in  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  raU- 
road,  which  cost  the  state  $100  per  share,  has  now  the  value  of  but  $2.50  to  $8 
per  share,  thereby  entailing  a  loss  upon  this  commonwealth  of  $1,718,100; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring).  That  a  Joint 
oommittee  of  three  on  the  part  of  the  senate  and  five  on  tne  part  of  the 
House  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  and  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  present 
value  of  the  state's  interest,  whether  it  be  in  bonds  or  stocks,  in  said  Chesa- 
peake and  Ohio  railroad,  and  to  ascertain  the  cost  to  the  state  of  Virginia  of

Whereas  the  general  assembly  passed  certain  joint  resolutions, 
approved  the  first  day  of  April,  1873,  for  the  appointment  of  com- 
missioners to  act  jointly  with  commissioners  appointed  by  the  state 
of  West  Virginia  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and  defining  the 
boundary  line  between  the  states  of  Virginia  and  West  Virginia ; 
and  whereas  the  said  commissioners  failed  to  complete  their  work ; 
and  whereas  it  is  important  that  the  said  boundary  line  should  be 
established;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  general  assembly.  That  the  governor  be, 
and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  instructed  to  appoint  three  com- 
missioners residing  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  on  behalf  of  this  state 
to  act  jointly  with  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  state  of 
West  Virginia,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  ascertain  and  locate  the  true 
boundary  line  between  the  said  states. 

2.  That  the  commissioners  appointed  under  these  resolutions  shall 
have  power  to  apply  through  the  governor  to  the  proper  authorities 
of  the  United  States  for  the  detail  of  one  or  more  engineers,  or  to 
select  in  connection  with  the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  West 
Virginia  one  or  more  competent  surveyors  or  engineers  to  aid  in 
ascertaining  and  locating  the  said  boundary  line.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 
Governor's  Office, 
Richmond,  February  13, 1888. 
To  the  Legialatv/re  : 

With  profound  regret,  I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  to  you 
officially  the  death  of  ex-Governor  Wyndham  Robertson. 

A  long  life,  laden  with  splendid  services  faithfully  performed  for 
the  welfare  of  his  mother  commonwealth,  has  been  touched  by  the 
hand  of  death. 

At  the  age  of  eighty-four  years  he  has  finished  his  public  and 
private  career,  in  both  of  which  he  has  ever  commanded  the  highest 
respect  of  his  fellow-man,  and  rests  from  his  labors  amid  the  lamen- 
tations of  a  grateful  commonwealth. 

And  now,  while  Virginia's  flag  flies  at  half-mast  on  the  capitol, 
it  is  proper  that  the  executive  and  legislative  departments  of  the 
government,  in  both  of  which  he  has  rendered  such  distinguished 
services,  should  in  an  appropriate  manner  recognize  the  respect  due 
to  the  memory  of  a  wise  counsellor,  an  upright  citizen,  and  a  faith- 
ful public  servant.

whose  eminent  services  and  high  character  entitled  his  memory  to 
be  revered  as  one  of  her  most  illustrious  sons;  therefore,  be  it 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Senate  hereby  expresses  its  profound  sor- 
row at  the  death  of  ex-Governor  Robertson,  and  respectfully  tenders 
its  sympathy  to  his  family  in  their  bereavement. 

2.  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  journal  of  the  Sen- 
ate, and  be  communicated  to  the  governor,  with  the  request  that  he 
impart  them  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

3.  As  a  further  mark  of  respect,  that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn. 
,  The  President  announced  the  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow

December  27,  1790,  there  was  loaned  by  this  state  to  the  United 
States  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twentjs  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
applied  towards  the  erection  of  the  public  buildings  at  the  perma- 
nent seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  which  said  money, 
so  loaned  by  this  state,  was  paid  in  person  to  the  then  President  of 
the  United  States,  General  George  Washington,  and  disbursed  under 
his  supervision  for  the  purpose  for  ^hich  it  was  loaned ;  and  whereas 
by  resolution  No.  5,  adopted  by  this  assembly  March  15,  1850  (acts 
of  assembly  of  Virginia,  1849-50,  p.  235),  the  claim  of  this  state 
against  the  United  Stat^  for  the  return  of  said  loan  was  transferred 
to  the  Orange  and  Alexandria  railroad  company,  under  certain  con- 
ditions, and  with  power  to  said  company  to  demand  and  receive  the 
ame  and  the  interest  thereon ;  and  whereas  the  said  claim  having 
remained  in  the  hands  of  said  railroad  company  for  nearly  twenty- 
eight  years  without  an  appropriation  by  the  congress  of  the  United 
States  to  pay  the  same,  and  the  said  company  having  become  insol- 
vent, this  assembly,  by  its  joint  resolution  approved  February  20th, 
1878  (acts  of  Assembly  of  Virginia  1877-78,  ch.  69,  p.  60),  repealed 
the  said  resolution  adopted  March  15,  1850,  transferring  said  claim 
to  said  railroad  company,  and  requested,  by  said  resolution  of  Feb- 
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ruary  20,  1878,  the  senators  and  representatives  of  this  state  in  the 
United  States  Congress  to  exert  their  best  eflForts  to  recover  the 
amount  of  the  claim  aforesaid;  and  whereas  by  an  act  of  this  assem- 
bly approved  March  3,  1880,  the  governor  of  this  state  was  author- 
ized to  appoint  a  special  agent  to  collect  claims  due  this  state  from 
the  United  States,  and  the  said  special  agent  having  been  appointed 
thereunder,  said  claim  passed  into  the  hands  and  under  the  control 
of  said  special  agent;  and  whereas  this  state,  by  its  act  of  assembly, 
passed  during  its  present  session,  has  lately  granted  a  charter  to  the 
Mount  Vernon  avenue  association,  the  object  of  which  is  to  make 
an  avenue  or  road  to  the  tomb  of  General  George  Washington,  as 
specified  in  said  charter ;  and  whereas  the  said  claim,  now  nearly 
one  hundred  years  old,  never  having  been  paid,  and  this  assembly 
deeming  the  objects  of  the  charter  to  said  Mount  Vernon  avenue 
association  worthy  of  patriotic  approval,  and  considering  that  the 
said  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  paid  to,  handled, 
and  disbursed  under  the  supervision  of  General  George  Washington, 
to  whose  tomb  said  avenue  will  lead ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  general  assembly,  That  the  said  claim  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  of  this  state  against  the 
United  States,  growing  out  of  the  loan  aforesaid  under  the  act  of 
this  assembly  passed  December  27, 1790,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
transferred  to  the  said  Mount  Vernon  avenue  association,  charter^ 
as  aforesaid  by  this  state,  and  that  said  Mount  Vernon  avenue  asso- 
ciation be,  and  it  is  hereby,  empowered  to  demand,  collect,  and 
receive  the  said  claim,  and  the  interest  thereon,  from  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  and,  when  recovered  or  received  from  the 
United  States,  the  said  association  shall  pay,  from  the  gross  amount 
80  recovered  or  received  by  it,  to  the  special  agent  of  this  state 
appointed  by  the  governor  thereof,  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  act  of  this  assembly,  approved  March  3, 1880,  the  amount  of 
compensation  of  special  agent  as  agreed  upon  in  his  contract  dated 
April  28,  1880. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  net  balance  of  the  recovery  of  said  claim,  left 
after  the  payment  aforesaid  to  special  agent,  shall  be  retained  by 
said  Mount  Vernon  avenue  association,  and  used  by  it  for  all  the 
expenses  incident  to  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of  its 
charter,  now  granted,  or  as  the  said  charter  may  hereafter  be 
changed,  modified,  or  amended  by  this  assembly. 

Sec.  3.  In  consideration  of  the  transfer  of  said  claim  hereby 
made,  and  upon  its  recovery,  the  avenue  or  road  to  be  made  by  said 
association  shall,  upon  its  completion,  be  forever  hereafter  free  from 
all  charge  of  toll  to  the  public,  but  under  the  control  and  super- 
.vision  of  said  Mount  Vernon  avenue  association. 

Sec.  4.  This  resolution  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

2.  To  pay  the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  funded  under  the  act 
approved  February  14,  1882,  entitled  an  act  to  ascertain  and  declare 
Virginia's  equitable  share  of  the  debt,  and  so  forth,  a  sum  sufiicient 
for  that  purpose  is  hereby  appropriated. 

3.  So  much  of  the  public  revenue  as  may  be  received  into  the 
treasury  after  September  30,  1885,  and  the  surplus  of  all  other 
appropriations  made  prior  to  that  date,  unexpended  within  the  two 
fiscal  years  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  all  other  moneys  not 
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otherwise  appropriated  by  law,  shall  constitute  a  general  fund  to 
defray  such  expenses  authorized  by  law  as  are  not  herein  particu- 
larly provided  for. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund 
to  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  1886,  and  on  the  first  Alonday 
in  every  month  thereafter,  up  to  and  including  the  month  of  April, 
1888,  and  to  determine  at  each  of  such  meetings  what  sum,  if  any, 
can  be  spared  from  the  treasury,  after  making  ample  allowance  for 
all  the  expenses  of  the  government,  and  of  the  public  schools,  and 
for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  three  per  centum  bonds  issued 
under  the  act  of  February  14, 1882,  and  for  all  other  appropriations. 
if  it  be  determined  by  said  commissioners  that  there  is  a  surplus  in 
the  treasury,  after  making  due  allowance  as  aforesaid,  they  shall 
forthwith  certify  to  the  treasurer  of  the  commonwealth  what  sum, 
not  exceeding  $50,000  in  any  month,  they  may  determine  to  invest, 
as  herein  provided ;  and  the  treasurer  shall,  on  or  before  the  20th 
day  of  the  same  month,  place  the  sum  so  certified  to  the  credit 
of  said  commissioners.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  immediately 
after  their  meeting,  advertise  once  a  week,  for  two  weeks,  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  that  they  will 
receive  oflFers  for  the  sale  of  such  amount  of  the  said  three  per 
centum  bonds,  issued  under  the  act  of  February  14, 1882.  All  such 
offers  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  seuled,  and  shall  be  opened 
by  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  at  noon  on  the 
20th  day  of  the  month,  in  the  presence  of  the  governor  of  the  com- 
monwealth, or  in  event  of  his  absence,  in  the  presence  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  commonwealth.  If  the  20th  day  of  the  month  falls  on 
Sunday,  or  on  a  legal  holiday,  the  said  offers  shall  be  opened  on  the 
next  day  which  is  not  a  legal  holiday.  The  bonds  which  are 
offered  at  the  lowest  prices  shall  be  purchased  by  the  commissioners, 
to  the  extent  that  the  fund  to  their  credit  as  aforesaid  will  enable 
them  to  purchase ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  have  authority  to 
reject  any  and  all  bids  made.  All  bonds  purchased  under  this  act, 
shall  be  so  listed  on  the  minutes  of  the  board  as  to  show  the  num- 
ber and  denomination  of  each,  with  the  date  of  purchase,  and  the 
price  paid,  and  after  being  so  listed,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  treasu- 
rer, who  shall  label  and  file  the  same  in  his  ofiice.  No  bond  shall 
be  purchased  unless  all  unmatured  coupons  shall  be  attached 
thereto.  All  interest  now  due  on  the  three  per  centum  bonds  here- 
tofore purchased  by  said  commissioners  under  the  previous  act, 
and  all  interest  hereafter  accruing  thereon,  as  well  as  all  interest 
that  may  acrue  on  bonds  purchased  under  this  act,  shall  also  be 
used  by  said  commissioners  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  thia 
act,  in  addition  to  the  amounts  to  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  as 
hereinbefore  authorized.  For  all  bonds  so  purchased,  as  well  as 
expenses  incurred  under  this  act,  the  said  commissioners  shall,  by 
special  order  entered  on  their  minutes,  authorize  the  second  auditor 
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to  issue  his  warrants  upon  the  treasurer.  The  said  commissioners 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and  proper 
books  of  account,  and  shall  make  a  full  report  of  their  transactions 
to  each  session  of  the  general  assembly.

No.  463,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  assessment 
of  taxes  on  persons,  property  and  incomes,  and  imposing  taxes 
thereon  for  the  support  of  the  government  and  public  free  schools, 
and  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  and  to  provide  for  the 
mode  of  applying  for  licenses  to  transact  any  business  of  this  state, 
and  prescribing  the  amount  to  be  paid  as  a  condition  precedent  to 
the  right  to  transact  such  business. 

The  bill  was  taken  up,  twice  read,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  finance  and  banks.

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A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr. 
Pollard,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  House  had  agreed  to 

No.  485,  House  joint  resolution  in  regard  to  memorializing  con- 
gress as  to  the  public  debt  of  Virginia. 

The  joint  resolution  was  taken  up ;  when 

Mr.  Gordon  offered  the  following  substitute  therefor : 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  That  the  following 
memorial  to  the  congress  of  the  United  States  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  adopted,  and  that  the  senators  and  representatives  in  con- 
gress from  Virginia  be  requested  to  present  the  same  for  such 
action  thereon  as  may  be  deemed  just  and  equitable  by  the  said 
congress. 

Your  memorialist,  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  through  reso- 
lution of  her  general  assembly,  adopted  and  approved,  respectfully 
represents  and  sets  forth : 

First.  That  prior  to  the  late  war  between  the  states  of  the  Union, 
and  while  her  territorial  limits  were  intact  and  included,  besides  her 
present  territory,  the  territory  now  occupied  by  and  forming  the 
present  state  of  West  Virginia,  a  debt  amounting  in  round  numbers 
to  the  sum  of  $37,000,000  was  created  for  the  construction  of  cer- 
tain railroads,  canals,  and  other  works  of  internal  improvement, 
originated  and  devised  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  internal 
resources  of  the  commonwealth ;  and  that  said  debt  was  created  in 
the  form  of  bonds  issued  by  the  state  of  Virginia  bearing  interest, 
which  bonds  were  chiefly  sold  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  and 
foreign  subjects  outside  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  and  the  proceeds 
applied  to  said  works  of  internal  development. 

Second.  That  the  intendment  of  a  great  portion  of  the  said  scheme 
of  said  improvement  was  for  the  purpose,  and  was  applied  toward 
the  development  of  that  portion  of  her  then  territory  so  rich  in 
minerals,  oils,  natural  gas  and  woods,  which  is  now  included  in  the 
limits  of  West  Virginia,  and  which  constitute  it  the  richest  portion 
of  her  ancient  territory;  and  that  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds, 
both  principal  and  interest,  your  memorialist  relied,  in  great  meas- 
ure, upon  the  great  wealth  of  the  said  portion  of  her  then  territory, 
and  its  ability  to  pay  its  proportion  of  said  debt,  and  so,  in  common 
with  the  other  portion  of  her  territory,  to  meet  and  pay  said  entire 
debt,  both  principal  and  interest. 

Third.  The  state  of  West  Virginia,  embracing  more  than  forty 
counties  of  the  ancient  territory  of  your  memorialist,  and  compris- 
ing a  great  part  of  her  richest  territory,  was  admitted  into  the  Union 
as  a  separate  state,  without  the  consent  of  your  memorialist ;  and 
that  the  said  dismemberment  of  her  domain  was  accomplished,  and 
could  only  have  been  accomplished,  by  the  direct  aid  and  act  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  with  all  of  its  military  and  civil 
power,  and  that  said  act  of  dismemberment  remains  an  accomplished 
fact. 
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Fourth.  That  said  act  of  dismemberment  was  done  by  the  United 
States  without  making  any  provision  for  the  payment,  by  the  new 
state,  of  any  portion  of  the  entire  debt  due  by  the  ancient  state,  and 
that  the  new  state,  neither  in  forming  her  constitution  nor  by  any 
legislative  provision,  has  ever  provided  for  the  payment  of  that  pro- 
portion of  said  debt  equitably  due  by  her ;  that  by  said  act  of  dis- 
memberment your  memorialist  was  deprived  of  all  power  to  tax  the 
property  which  formed  the  new  state,  and  was  obliged  to  submit  to 
the  loss  of  said  portion  of  her  territory  richest  in  natural  resources 
and  comprising  an  area  of  more  than  sixteen  million  acres  of  land, 
with  its  cities,  towns,  canals,  railways,  farms  and  other  improvements^ 
thus  leaving  your  memorialist  with  the  burden  of  the  said  entire  debt 
weighing  upon  her. 

Fifth.  That  the  entire  debt  was  created  by  your  memorialist  in 
time  of  peace,  when  her  property  and  territory  was  in  its  integrity ,^ 
and  when  the  blessing  of  great  prosperity  attended  her,  and  when 
she  had  not  felt  the  ravages  of  war,  and  did  not  anticipate  the  dire 
calamities  which  were  in  store  for  her ;  that  her  greatest  desire  is  to 
pay  what  she  owes ;  but  with  the  loss  of  her  slave  property,  and 
with  the  tremendous  burden  of  educating  the  manumitted  slaves,, 
and  the  heavy  increase  in  caring  for  the  insane,  and  the  great  addi- 
tion in  annual  expenses  due  to  the  changed  condition  of  their  race, 
and  the  great  waste  occasioned  by  war,  she  is  unable,  because  of 
this  dismemberment  of  her  territory,  to  j^ay  or  provide  for  the  said 
debt. 

Sixth.  Your  memorialist  respectfully  recalls  to  the  congress  of  the 
United  States  the  fact  that,  in  the  very  infancy  of  the  republic,  and 
as  an  incentive  to  the  formation  thereof,  and  towards  strengthening 
the  bonds  of  the  Union,  in  the  year  1781  she  gave  to  the  United 
States,  without  money  and  without  price,  all  of  her  magnificent 
northwestern  domain,  comprising  two  hundred  and  seventy  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  fifty  square  miles,  embracing  one  hundred 
and  seventy-three  million  four  hundred  and  fifty-two  thousand  acres 
of  the  best  lands  on  the  habitable  globe,  upon  which  six  of  the  great- 
est, richest  and  most  powerful  states  of  the  Union  have  been  created; 
that  by  the  sale  of  said  lands  more  than  $100,000,000  have  been 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States ;  that  more  than  twenty- 
seven  million  seven  hundred  and  thirty-six  thousand  acres  of  said 
lands  have  been  given  away  by  the  United  States  to  the  said  six 
states  for  works  of  internal  improvement,  while  upwards  of  thirty 
million  acres  of  said  lands  have  been  given  away  to  said  states  for 
educational  purposes,  and  that  there  yet  remain  of  those  lands, 
donated  by  your  memorialist,  eleven  million  acres,  valued,  estimat- 
ing one-half  as  railroad  lands,  at  more  than  $21,000,000;  and  yet 
your  memorialist,  having  made  the  most  munificent  grant  ever  given 
or  received  in  the  world's  history,  has  never  received  one  dollar  or 
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one  acre  of  land  from  the  treasury  of  that  government  to  which  she 
gave  this  grant,  either  for  the  purposes  of  education  or  develop- 
ment. 

Seventh.  Your  memorialist,  in  making  said  grant  to  the  infant 
republic,  presented  to  the  congress  of  the  United  States  as  the  con- 
dition of  the  said  grant,  that  her  then  remaining  territory,  which 
included  also  the  present  territory  of  West  Virginia  as  well  as  that 
now  remaining  to  your  memorialist,  should  be  guaranteed  forever 
to  your  memorialist,  which  condition  was  not  incorporated  as  a  con- 
dition of  the  grant  upon  the  ground,  as  expressed  by  the  committee 
of  congress  to  which  the  subject-matter  of  the  grant  was  referred, 
that  the  congress  of  the  United  States  had  no  ix)wer  to  guarantee 
to  Virginia  that  which  was  absolutely  her  own,  and  the  title  to 
which  in  her  was  more  ancient  than  the  government  of  the  United 
States  itself,  and  that  as  said  territory  thus  belonged  to  Virginia 
there  was  no  need  of  the  said  guarantee,  it  being  amply  secured  by 
the  confederation,  and  that  if  it  was  not  the  property  of  Virginia 
there  would  be  no  reason  or  consideration  for  such  guarantee. 

Eighth.  Your  memorialist  further  declares  and  sets  forth  that 
the  dismemberment  of  her  territory  by  the  erection  and  admission 
of  West  Virginia  into  the  Union  as  a  separate  state  was  a  war 
measure,  done  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  restoration  of 
national  supremacy,  and  that  while  she,  in  common  with  the  other 
states  in  the  south,  suffered  the  loss  of  her  slave  property,  she  alone, 
of  all  the  states  of  the  south,  suffered  by  the  dismemberment  of  her 
territory,  and  more  than  they  all  by  the  ravages  of  war.  She  recalls 
the  facts  that  she  voluntarily  parted  with  her  territory  in  1781  for 
the  purpose  of  inducing  other  states  to  ratify  the  constitution  and 
form  a  permanent  Union,  and  in  the  interest  of  a  stable  govern- 
ment; and  that  this  Union,  in  turn,  dismembered  her  territory 
nearly  one  hundred  years  later,  against  her  will,  for  the  purpoi^  of 
preserving  the  said  Union.  She,  therefore,  submits  whether  it 
appeal  not  strongly  to  the  equity  of  the  Union  which  she  did  so 
much  to  form,  to  aid  her  now  in  her  embarrassment  by  restoring  to 
her  a  portion  of  the  public  domain  equal  in  acreage  to  that  which 
was  taken  from  her  by  the  formation  of  the  state  of  West  Virginia, 
not  indeed  to  add  said  lands  to  her  domain,  but  in  order  that  she 
.  may  sell  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  her  said  debt  and 
for  educational  purposes.  The  issue  by  the  United  States  of  land 
scrip,  for  as  many  acres  of  the  public  domain  as  are  embraced  in 
the  limits  of  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  will  enable  your  memo- 
rialist to  arrange  her  debt  and  to  place  her  finances  upon  that 
sound  basis  which  they  once  occupied  when  her  credit  was 'good 
throughout  all  the  world,  and  leave  something  to  apply  for  com- 
mon school  purposes  for  the  education  of  her  children. 

3.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  congress  of  the  United  States  for  such  action  as  may  seem  best 
And  equitable  in  the  premises. 
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The  question  on  the  adoption  of  the  substitute  being  put,  was 
determined  in  the  aflBrmative.

To  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  Virginia: 

In  response  to  a  resolution  of  your  honorable  body  asking  information 
as  to  the  cost,  Ac.,  of  substitution  of  fi-ee  labor  for  the  convict  labor  now 
employed  in  and  around  the  capitol,  Ac.,  I  would  respectfully  submit  the 
following : 

There  are  five  convicts  employed  at  the  capitol,  and  two  or  three  at  the 
govemor^s  mansion.  Those  employed  in  and  around  the  capitol  building 
build  fires,  sweep  and  dust  the  building,  scour  floors,  wash  windows  and 
spittoons,  saw  and  split  all  the  wood  used,  cart  off  all  garbage,  cut  grass  on 
square,  sweep  walks,  repair  walks.  Outside  of  the  square,  they  put  away  all 
ftiel,  and  clean  the  yards,  Ac.,  for  court  of  appeals,  superintendent  public 
instruction,  commissioner  agriculture,  superintendent  public  printing.  Load 
and  unload  books  and  printed  matter  for  the  latter,  load  and  unload  arms  and 
amunition  for  adjutant  general,  with  many  other  duties  too  numerous  to  men- 
tion. In  view  of  these  facts,  I  do  not  think  less  than  four  men  can  perform 
the  labor  now  performed  by  convicts  around  the  capitol,  unless  their  labors 
should  be  confined  to  the  capitol  grounds  and  building,  in  which  case  three 
men  would  be  sufficient,  with  two  for  the  governor*s  mansion  and  grounds 
would  make  a  total  of  five,  at  a  cost  of  probably  $30.00  per  month.

I  have  Just  reoeivad  the  following  resolution : 
"Resolved,  That  the  aeoond  auditor  be  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  with 
all  eonvenlent  dispatch,  the  amount  that  will  be  left  in  the  treasury  to  pay 
l&e  annual  interest  on  the  debt,  as  now  recognized  and  provided  for  by  law, 
after  paying  all  other  expenses  of  the  government,  as  estimated  by  the  auditor 
of  public  accounts ;  and,  further,  to  state  all  other  feusts  that  he  may  deem 
pertinent  to  the  issues  involved  in  this  direction/'

The  minimum  of  fixed  expenses,  including  interest  to  schools  and  colleges 
and  literary  fund,  but  not  including  interest  on  bonds  held  by  outsiders,  is, 
say,  $2,066,451.37.    The  outride  annual  receipts  are,  say,  $2,521,875.84. 

An  annual  deficit  of,  say,  $67,761.41,  which  may  be  reduced  to  $37,761.41  by 
dividend  received  from  the  state's  interest  in  the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg 
and  Potomac  railroad,  which  is,  say,  $30,000  (provided  it  shall  continue  to  be 
declared). 

As  "pertinent  to  the  issues  involved,"  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  having  heard 
that  a  proposition  is  to  be  made  by  the  attorney  of  the  bondholders  to  fund 
th€  coupons  which  are  now  forfeited  by  the  act  of  November  29th,  1884,  com- 
monly called  the  Wickham  amendment,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
statement  of  what  increas  .*  of  debt  and  annual  interest  would  be  incurred 
under  an  admission  of  that  claim  :

Of  course  this  would  increase  the  annual  deficit. 

But  this  does  not  represent  the  whole  deficit  that  may  be  expected.  There 
are  a  good  many  consol  and  ten-forty  tax-receivable  coupon  bonds  held  in  the 
state.  The  coupons  from  these  may  be  tendered  for  taxes ;  and  when  the  tax- 
payer comes  into  court  under  the  act  of  January,  1882,  oris  brought  into  court 
under  the  act  of  May,  1887,  he  can  produce  the  londs  to  which  his  coupons 
have  been  attached,  or  cut  them  off  in  open  court ;  and  if  a  jury  chooses  to 
admit  their  genuineness,  he  can  have  them  allowed  at  their  face  values.  The 
sum  of  these  will  add  that  much  to  the  deficit. 
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In  like  manner  bonds  may  be  sent  from  other  states,  or  fcx>m  Europe,  to 
embarrass  the  state  by  their  ooupons ;  but  I  do  not  think  thM^  will  be  many 
of  that  sort  sent. 

It  is  as  well  to  state  that  the  amount  funded  under  this  amendment  up  to 
date  is  $6,016,691.82. 

As  part  of  the  equities  which  may  be  pleaded  against  such  a  claim  by  the 
bondholder^,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  following  sums,  in  face  value  of  cou- 
pons, have  been  forced  into  the  treasury  by  law  since  the  passage  of  the  Rid- 
dleberger  bill :

In  the  same  category  with  the  above,  as  costs  fairly  chargeable  to  bond- 
holders' reftisal  to  settle  according  to  the  terms  of  the  Riddleberger  bill,  come 
the  costs  of  litigation.  It  would  take  too  much  time  to  hunt  up  these  through 
the  books  of  the  various  departments.  But  it  appears  upon  a  superficial 
examination  that  taking  those  paid  by  the  Board  of  Indemnity  and  by  various 
acts  of  assembly  since  February,  1885,  the  amount  is  $24,076.06.  To  which 
add  expenses  of  late  litigation  in  Richmond  and  Washington,  under  decree  of 
Hugh  L.  Bond,  Judge  of  the  Fourth  Judicial  circuit  of  the  United  States, 
unlawfully  imprisoning  the  officers  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  not  less  than 
$10,000-~making  an  abnegate  of  $84,076.06. 

To  this  may  be  added  the  expenses  of  the  late  extra  serision,  which  was 
called  in  consequence  of  the  invasion  of  the  sovereign  rights  of  Virginia  by 
the  bondholders,  and  of  their  professed  anxiety  to  settle  the  debt  of  the  state 
'*  upon  a  reasonable  compromise,  based  upon  the  present  taxation,  and  avail- 
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able  revenue  after  providing  for  the  constitutional  appropriation  for  govern- 
ment, schools  and  other  public  expenditures."  The  sum  thus  charged  here 
being  within  a  few  dollars  of  the  exact  amount,  is  $42,480.66.

REPORT 


JOINT  COMMITTEE 


TO  ENQUIRE  AND  REPORT  AS  TO  THE  CONDITION  OF  THE 
OFFICE  OF  THE  REGISTER  OF  THE  LAND  OFFICE. 


2b  the  JBon,  John  L.  Hubt,  President  pro  tern.,  of  the  Senate  : 

The  special  Joint  Committee,  acting  under  a  Joint  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly  adopted  on  the  21st  December,  1887,  as  follows : 

Whereas  it  has  been  stated  on  the  floor  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  other- 
wise  droulated  among  the  members  of  that  body,  that  the  affairs  of  the  ofEioe 
oi  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office  have  not  been  properly  conducted,  and  the 
duties  of  the  present  incumbent  of  that  office  properly  discharged ;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring).  That  a  committee  of  five— 
two  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  three  on  the  part  of  the  House— be 
appointed,  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  enquire  and  report  as  speedily  as  pos- 
sible as  to  the  condition  of  the  office  of  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office,  and 
how  the  duties  of  that  office  have  been  performed  by  the  present  incumbent. 
The  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  sit  during  the  recess  of  the  Gencira^ 
Assembly,  and  to  send  for  persons  and  papers. 

—beg  leaTC  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  subject  therein  mentioned  under 
consideration,  and  in  the  course  of  their  investigation  visited  and  carefully 
examined  the  condition  of  the  office  of  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office,  and 
examined  a  number  of  witnesses  as  to  how  the  duties  of  the  office  have  been 
discharged  by  the  incumbent.  We  found  the  records,  books,  and  papers  in 
good  condition,  properly  preserved  and  systematically  arranged ;  in  fact,  the 
condition  of  the  office  in  this  respect  is  as  good  as  it  well  can  be.  All  the 
clerical  work  seems  to  have  been  kept  up  and  completed  to  this  date. 

In  our  examination  in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  the 
office  have  been  performed,  we  found  that  the  Capitol  Square  is  not  in  as  good 
condition  as  it  should  be.  The  walks  and  drives  need  repairing ;  but  blame 
in  tills  respect  cannot  attach  to  the  office,  inasmuch  as  there  was  no  amount 
appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly  for  that  purpose. 
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Ab  regards  the  manner  in  which  the  square  has  been  poUoed,  we  fbnnd  that 
that  work  had  been  done  about  as  well  as  It  could  be  with  the  force,  and  the 
condition  of  the  square  as  to  lights.  The  addition  of  three  more  electric  lights, 
properly  placed,  would  greatly  aid  in  the  preservation  of  order  at  night,  and 
your  committee  was  informed  that  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  getting 
them  added  to  those  already  on  the  square  by  the  city.  No  cause  of  complaint 
exists  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  square  has  been  policed  in  the  day 
time. 

As  regards  the  charge  of  inattention  by  the  Begister  to  the  duties  of  the 
office,  we  found  that  it  has  frequently  occurred  that  he  has  come  to  the  office 
at  9  A.  M.,  and  left  again  the  same  A.  M.  at  11  o'clock ;  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  the  business  of  the  office  has  suffered  in  consequence  thereof,  as  a  derk 
in  the  office,  taken  from  the  police  force,  was  constantly  on  hand* 

While  the  evidence  on  the  question  was  somewhat  confficting,  we  are  of 
opinion  that  the  duties  of  the  Land  Office  proper  can  be  discharged  by  the 
Begister  alone. 

Under  the  law,  as  it  now  exists,  the  Begister  of  the  Land  Office  is  ex  qffleio 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures.  In  our  judgment,  the  offices  of  Begister  and  Superintendent  <^ 
Public  Buildings  are  Incompatible,  and  that  the  same  should  be  disconnected 
leaving  to  the  Begister  the  clerical  work  of  the  office  and  the  office  of  Sealer 
of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  placing  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Publle 
Buildings  under  other  authority. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  a  proper  bill  be  prepared,  giving  to  the 
Governor  the  appointment  and  control  of  the  seven  policemen,  engineer  and 
Janitor,  and  to  the  Auditor,  Second  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  the  appointment 
and  control  of  a  night  guard,  and  fixing  a  proper  compensation  to  each.  Inci- 
dental to  the  work  in  hand,  we  found  that  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
condition  of  the  public  buildings  and  grounds,  and  an  appropriation  made 
for  their  proper  repair,  and  to  that  end  we  recommend  that  a  special  Joint 
committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  subject,  or  that  the  powers  of  thJs 
committee  be  enlarged  so  as  to  cover  the  same.

THE  STATE  FOR  LUNATICS,  Ac. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  : 

We,  the  undersigned,  hATing  been  by  your  honorable  body  constituted  a 
commission  to  examine  and  report  on  the  following  subjects  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Assembly- 
First.  As  to  the  feasibility  of  dividing  the  State  into  three  divisions  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  for  the  white  Insane  of  the  State,  and,  if  advisable,  to 
apportion  the  State  for  the  respective  divisions,  taking  into  consideration 
white  population  and  means  of  transportion. 

Second.  Providing  for  the  transferring  of  patients  fh>m  one  asylum  to 
another. 

Third.  To  report  a  plan  by  which  the  quiet  and  incurable  insane  of  both 
colors  may  be  provided  for  at  less  cost  than  at  present,  and  of  giving  more 
accommodation  for  new  and  violent  cases  of  insane,  and  to  report  on  such 
other  matters  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of  the  insane  of  the  State  as  they 
may  deem  practicable— beg  to  submit  the  following :

The  commission  recommend  that,  in  making  these  districts,  if  a  patient 
cannot  be  admitted  into  the  asylum  of  his  district  for  want  of  room,  he  shall 
then  apply  to  the  nearest  asylum  in  another  district ;  and,  if  rejected  there, 
shall  apply  to  the  third  asylum. 

TRANSFERS. 

In  investigating  the  matter  of  the  transfer  of  patients  from  one  asylum  to 
another,  we  have  found  that  the  Western  Asylum,  with  637  inmates,  has  170 
who  belong  to  the  Southwestern,  and  50  who  belong  to  the  Eastern  Asylum. 
The  cost  of  the  transfer  of  these  220  would  be  near  $1,320. 

1  he  Eastern  Asylum,  with  400  patients,  has  85  belonging  to  the  Western, 
and  42  belonging  to  the  Southwestern  Asylum.  The  cost  of  their  transfer 
would  be  about  $800. 

The  Southwestern  Asylum,  with  154  patients,  has  about  50  belonging  to  the 
Western,  and  20  to  the  Eastern  Asylum,  and  the  cost  of  their  transfer  would 
be  about  $420. 

Thus  the  total  cost  of  the  transfer  of  the  whole  number,  417,  would  be,  say, 
$2,540.  Of  these,  about  ninety  per  cent,  are  chronic  insane,  whose  disease  is 
fixed  and  stationary  and  who  have  been  in  the  asylums  from  five  to  twenty- 
five  years.  We  do  not  think  many  would  be  benefited  by  a  removal.  On 
the  contrary,  the  change  and  breaking  up  of  all  their  old  habits  and  associ- 
ations, and  their  being  placed  in  different  asylums,  surrounded  by  new  faces 
and  governed  by  new  regulations  and  customs,  together  with  a  change  of 
water  and  food,  while  it  might  benefit  a  few,  yet  would,  in  the  great  majority, 
do  them  mental  and  bodily  harm.  We,  therefore,  think  it  advisable  only  to 
recommend  that  patients  may  be  transferred  from  one  asylum  to  another  at 
the  request  of  relations,  and  if  In  the  Judgment  of  both  the  superintendents 
they  would  not  be  harmed  thereby— the  expense  of  the  transfer  to  be  borne 
by  the  parties  who  apply  for  it. 
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THE  INCUBABLB  AND  STATIONARY  INSANE. 

After  a  careful  and  deliberate  consideration  of  the  question  of  providing 
additional  accommodationa  fcnr  the  insane,  the  commission  is  of  opinion  that 
the  asylums  constructed  for  the  reception  of  new  and  violent  cases,  and  there- 
fore on  a  more  expensive  plan,  are  sufficiently  large  for  that  purpose  when 
they  rei^h  a  capacity  of  600  patients,  ai^d  will  be  for  many  years  to  oome  in 
this  State. 

Experience,  with  asylum  capacity  for  over  100,000  insane  in  the  United 
States,  shows  that  it  is  essential  that  the  insane  should  receive  the  earliest 
possible  treatment,  as  there  are  few  recoveries  after  a  continuance  of  the 
disease  beyond  a  period  of  two  years.  The  commission  recommend  that 
prompt  measures  should  be  taken  to  secure  early  admission  to  the  asylums  of 
all  acute  cases,  in  order  to  prevent  the  rapid  increase  of  permanent  and  inca- 
rable  insane,  rendered  so  by  lack  of  provisions  for  them  at  the  time  when 
alone  recovery  is  possible.  With  this  view,  the  commission  sugntests  that  the 
present  asylum  accommodations  be  continued  in  each  asylum  district  until  a 
capacity  for  600  is  attained  ;  thereafter  the  State  should  construct  buildings^ 
containing  only  large  associated  dormitories,  each  capable  of  providing  for 
f^om  30  to  75  patients.  These  buildings  are  to  be  of  brick,  and  should  be 
annexed  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  present  asylums  so  that  they  can  be  pro- 
vided for  by  the  existing  asylum  administrations.  They  should  be  substan- 
tial, but  at  the  sucne  time  as  plain  and  inexpensive  as  possible.  And  aXL 
arrangements  and  appliances  made  with  special  reference  to  the  strictest  econ- 
omy, due  regard  being  always  had  to  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  inmates. 
These  cheap  structures  will  enable  the  asylums  to  get  rid  of  the  chronic  and 
incurable  insane,  who  have  been  accumulating  in  the  asylums  for  more  than 
half  a  century,  and  thus  provide  room  for  the  recent,  violent  and  curable 
cases  in  the  asylimis  proper. 

BPIIiBPTICS. 

To  accommodate  the  epileptic  insane,  the  most  dangerous  and  incurable  id 
all  forms  of  insanity,  and  who,  as  a  rule,  are  life-long  inmates  of  asylums,  we 
do  urgently  advise,  as  the  only  feasible  plan  of  insuring  siifety  to  themselves 
and  to  other  patients,  that  there  be  attached  to  each  asylum  a  small  building 
especially  planned  for  this  class ;  we  estimate  their  number  at  this  time  at  1M6 
in  the  asylums,  and  50  in  the  Jails  or  unaccommodated. 

To  carry  out  these  views,  and  to  make  such  practical  suggestions  as  in  our 
4^inion  should  claim  the  attention  of  the  Qeneral  Assembly  at  its  preMirt 
•ession,  we  would  respectfully  recommend- 
First.  That  a  single  building,  or  two  smaller  buHdings,  one  for  males  and  the 
other  for  females,  as  the  Board  of  Directors  luay  determine,  capable  of  aeoom- 
modating  sixty  epileptic  patients,  be  .erected  at  the  Southwestern  Asylum.  Of 
the  103  applicants  for  admission  on  the  first  of  last  October,  about  40  weie 
epileptics,  many  of  whom  are  in  jails. 

The  most  urgent  of  all  demands  in  connection  with  the  insane  at  tUs 
time,  is  to  provide  accommo  ations  for  those  of  this  unfortunate  class  who  are 
now  excluded  from  asylums.  And  we  cannot  too  urgently  recommend  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  as  early  in  the  session  as  possible,  that  preparations 
may  be  male  to  commence  building  when  the  spring  season  opens. 
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A  large  number  of  these  cases  are  in  the  Southwestern  District,  and  this 
arrangement  will  soon  give  to  that  asylum  its  proper  proportion  of  this  class 
of  patients,  and  give  relief  to  ail  parts  of  the  State.  The  estimated  cost  of 
this  building  and  its  equipment  i^  $15,000. 

Second.  To  erect  two  additional  wings  at  the  Southwestern  Asylum,  accord- 
ing to  the  original  plan  of  that  institution,  to  accommodate  125  patients  each, 
at  an  estimated  cost  for  buildings  and  furnishing  of  $50,000. 

Third.  To  erect  a  building  for  females  in  place  of  those  burned  at  tiie  East- 
ern Asylum ;  build  two  general  dining-rooms  and  kitchen,  and  convert  the 
present  ward  dining-rooms  into  associated  rooms  for  patients.  Thus  making 
provision  for  200  patients,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $85,000. 

These  additions  and  improvements  will  increase  the  capacity  of  the  South- 
western 310,  and  the  Eastern  150,  thus  giving  460  additional  beds.  After 
admitting  some  of  the  103  applicants  of  October  Ist,  there  were  still  96  vacant 
beds  at  the  Southwestern  Asylum  on  January  1st,  1888 ;  so  that  we  may  safely 
oondude  that  we  now  have  asylum  room  for  all  of  the  insane  in  the  State 
except  40  epileptics,  and  they  would  have  been  admitted  into  the  Southwest- 
em  Asylum  had  there  been  single  rooms  sufficiently  guarded  and  suitable  for 
their  use. 

With  the  vacancies  that  will  occur  annually  in  the  three  asylums  from  dis- 
charges and  deaths,  added  to  the  460  beds  herein  proposed  to  be  provided,  the 
accommodations  will  be  sufflciept  for  the  new  cases  of  insane  that  may  occur 
in  the  State  for  several  years  to  come. 

Adopting  these  recommendations,  the  capacity  of  the  several  asylums  will 
be  approximately  equaliased.  That  of  the  Western,  594,  the  Eastern,  550,  the 
Southwestern,  560,  and  the  Central,  625.  The  proper  proportion  between  the 
number  of  male  and  female  patients  at  the  Eastern  will  be  restored,  and  by 
thus  increasing  the  capacity  of  that  and  the  Southwestern  they  can  be  con- 
ducted upon  a  much  more  economical  basis  than  at  present. 

In  future  no  additional  or  expensive  buildings  would  be  required  for  new 
and  violent  cases  unless  it  be  for  epileptics  at  the  Eastern,  Western  and  Cen- 
tral Asylums. 

The  conmiission  earnestly  urges  the  necessity  for  the  General  Assembly  to 
provide  at  once  sufficient  room  to  enable  the  asylum  administrations  to 
receive  all  the  insane  applying  for  treatment,  as  well  as  all  those  who  are 
likely  to  apply,  as  the  old  pernicious  system  of  not  furnishing  the  insane  with 
asylum  treatment  until  the  jails  of  the  Common weath  are  crowded  to  their 
utmost  capacity,  has  shown  that  60  per  cent,  of  the  insane  become  permanent 
charges  of  the  State,  while  prompt  and  enlightened  treatment  would  soon 
leduce  this  percentage  to  one  half,  or  about  30  per  cent

In  reporting  on  such  other  matters  in  regard  to  the  treatment  and  care  of 
the  insane  of  the  State,  we  suggest  the  following  : 

Ist.  The  superintendent  may,  if  he  deem  propei^,  send  any  harmless  and 
incurable  insane  patient  to  the  alm^^house  of  the  city  or  county  from  which 
they  came. 

2d.  When  a  person  or  a  sheriff  is  appointed  to  bring  an  insane  person  to  an 
asylum,  as  provided  iu  section  1,676,  Code  of  1887,  the  clerk  of  the  county  or 
corporation  in  which  said  insane  person  resides,  shall  only  issue  transporta- 
tion to  the  same  upon  the  order  of  the  superintendent  of  the  asylum  author- 
izing said  patient  to  be  brought  thereto. 

dd.  No  director,  nor  any  other  officer  of  an  asylum,  shall  be  either  directly 
or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract,  sale,  or  purchase  in  relation  to  the 
asylum  or  its  support. 

4th.  That  hereafter  the  superintendents  and  the  assistant  physicians  of  the 
various  insane  asylums  of  the  State  shall  be  exempted  from  the  operation  of 
subpoenas,  summoning  them  to  different  and  distant  parts  of  the  Common- 
wealth for  the  purpose  of  giving  evidence  or  information  as  experts^  either  in 
criminal  or  civil  cases ;  but  such  officers  may  be  required  to  attend  as  unt- 
netaea  in  the  prosecution  of  any  criminal  case,  when  the  person  on  trial  has 
at  any  time  previous  been  confined  in  that  asylum,  whose  officers  have  been 
summoned. 

5th.  Whereas  the  terms  lunatic  and  lunacy  are  obsolete,  and  remnants  of 
barbarous  ages,  the  words  insaue  and  insanity  shall  be  substituted  therefor 
wherever  th»y  occur  hereafter  in  legal  proceedings. 

6th.  As  the  Slate  has  been  apportioned  into  asylum  districts,  the  board  of 
directors  for  each  of  the  asylums  for  white  insane  shall  be  selected  from,  and 
appointed  by,  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advise  and  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate, only  from  their  districts ;  but  the  board  of  directors  for  the  Central  Asy- 
lum shall  be  appointed  from  the  State  at  large,  and  not  more  than  one  direc- 
tor from  any  one  county,  city  or  town,  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  board  of 
any  asylum. 

7th.  It  is  further  advised  for  the  more  <fficient  management  of  all  the 
charitable  institutions,  that  the  superintendents,  who  are  held  responsible  for 
the  acts  of  all  the  subordinate  officers  of  said  institutions,  shall  have  the 
power  of  appointing  said  officers,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of 
directors. 
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INSURANCE. 


The  oommissioD  reepectftilly  requests  the  General  Assembly  to  i 

First.  Whether  the  yalaable  property  constituting  the  insane  asylums 
should  be  insured  against  fire. 

Second.  Whether,  in  the  case  of  insurance,  the  premium  should  be  paid 
from  Aind  designed  and  appropriattfd  for  the  support  of  the  inmates,  or  should 
a  special  appropriation  be  made  for  such  purpose. 

The  pommiBslon  deem  it  advisable  that  the  General  Assembly  should  fix  a 
uniform  rate  of  compensation  for  the  boards  of  directors  while  engaged  in 
their  respective  duties  at  the  various  asylums. 

THE  CRIMINAL  INSANE. 

In  regard  to  the  criminal  insane,  we  beg  leave  to  oflfbr  the  following  sug- 
gestions : 

An  act  done  by  a  person  who  is  an  idiot,  imbecile,  or  insane.  Is  not  a  crime. 
A  person  cannot  be  tried,  sentenced  to  any  punishment,  or  punished  for  a' 
crime  while  he  is  in  a  state  of  idiocy,  imbecility,  or  insanity,  so  as  to  be  inca- 
pable of  understanding  the  proceedings  or  making  hicr  defense. 

A  person  is  not  excused  fh>m  criminal  liability  as  an  idiot,  imbecile,  or 
insane  person,  except  upon  the  proof  that  at  the  time  of  committing  the 
alleged  criminal  act  he  was  laboring  under  such  a  defect  of  reason  as  either- 
First.  Not  to  know  the  nature  or  quality  of  the  act  he  was  doing. 

Second.  Not  to  know  that  the  act  was  wrong. 

Third.  Or  knowing  the  nature  or  quality  of  the  act,  and  knowing  that  It 
was  wrong,  yet  had  not  the  sufficient  will  power  to  restrain  himself  from 
committing  the  act. 

When  a  person  indicted  for  murder  or  manslaughter  is  acquitted  by  the 
Jury  by  reason  of  insanity,  the  court  shall  order  such  person  to  be  committed 
to  one  of  the  State  asylums  during  his  natural  life. 

Any  person  committed  to  a  State  insane  asylum.  Under  the  preceding  see* 
tion,  may  be  discharged  thereftrom  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  superintendent  and  attending  assistant  physidan  and 
the  board  of  directors,  when  he  is  satisfied,  after  a  careftil  hearing  ot  the 
matter,  that  such  person  may  be  discharged  without  danger  to  others.  But 
thirty  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  any  such  application  to  the  Common- 
wealth's attorney  of  that  county  or  city  in  which  such  insane  person  was 
tried ;  and  such  Commonwealth's  attorney,  in  any  case  where  he  deem  it 
propt  r  to  resist  such  application,  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  therefor 
as  the  court  in  which  such  |ierson  was  tried  shall  deem  reasonable,  in  addi- 
tion to  all  necessary  costs  incident  to  resisting  such  application,  including 
hummoniog  of  witnesses,  mileage,  &c.,  all  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
upon  proper  warrant.  If  found  insane  at  the  time  of  the  trial,  then  proceed- 
ings shall  cease,  and  he  shall  be  remanded  to  an  insane  asylum  until  recovery, 
and  th<  u  put  upon  trial  as  to  his  sanity  or  insanity  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mission of  the  alleged  act. 

If  a  court  in  which  a  p<rson  is  held  for  trial  sees  reasonable  grounds  to 
doubt  his  sanity  at  the  time  at  which,  but  for  such  doubt  he  would  be  tried, 
it  shall  suspend  the  trial  until  a  Jury  inquires  into  the  fact  as  to  such  sanity. 
Such  Jury  shall  be  impanekd  at  the  bar.    And,  if  the  Jury  find  the  prisoner 
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to  be  imane  at  the  time  of  verdict,  they  ahall  make  no  ftuther  iiiquiry,  and 
the  court  shall  commit  him  to  jail,  or  order  him  to  be  confined  in  one  of  the 
aaylnms  of  the  State  until  he  is  so  restored  that  he  can  be  put  upon  his  trial. 
But  if  the  jury  find  the  accused  to  be  sane  at  the  time  of  their  verdict,  the 
trial  in  chief  shall  proceed. 

The  Governor  (or  the  State  Board  of  Charities)  shall  designate  two  persons, 
expert  in  cases  of  insanity,  to  examine  convicts  in  the  penitentiary  alleged 
to  be  insane. 

When  any  such  convict  appears  to  be  insane,  the  superintendent  of  the 
pehitentiary  shall  notify  one  of  the  persons  so  designated,  who  shall,  with  the 
physician  of  the  penitentiary,  examine  the  convict,  and  report  to  the  €k>v- 
ernor  the  result  of  their  investigation.  Upon  such  report,  if  the  Governor 
deems  the  convict  insane  and  his  removal  expedient,  he  shall  issue  his  war- 
rant directly  to  the  superintendent,  authorizing  him  to  cause  the  <x)nvict  to 
be  removed  to  that  insane  asylum  of  whose  district  the  convict  was  a  resident, 
there  to  be  kept  until,  in  the  judgment  of  the  superintendent  and  board  of 
directions  of  the  asylum  to  which  he  may  be  committed,  he  should  be  returned 
to  the  penitentiary.  When  the  superintendent  and  board  of  directors  of  the 
asylum  have  come  to  such  judgment,  the  fact  shall  be  certified  upon  the  war- 
rant of  the  Governor  and  notice  shall  be  given  the  superintendent  of  the  pen- 
itentiary, who  shall  thereupon  cause  the  convict  to  be  reconveyed  to  the  pen- 
itentiary, there  to  remain  pursuant  to  the  original  sentence,  computing  the 
time  of  his  retention  or  confinement  in  the  asylum  as  a  part  of  the  term  of 
his  imprisonment 

STATB  BOARD  OF  0HABITIE8. 

For  the  more  uniform,  efficient,  and  to  secure  concurrent  action  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  State  charities,  we  suggest  for  consideration  of  the  General 
Assembly  the  following  plan : 

There  shall  be  a  central  board  of  charities,  which  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers, selected  from  the  difibrent  asylum  districts.  This  board  of  charities 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  €k>vemor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate. 
During  the  first  term,  one  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years, 
one  for  three,  and  two  for  four  years ;  thereafter  their  term  of  office  shall  be 
for  four  years. 

The  central  board  of  charities  shall  have  the  same  power  now  exercised  by 
the  boards  of  directors  of  insane  asylums,  and  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  insti- 
tutions. It  shall  be  their  duty,  together  with  the  executive  conmiittee  of 
each  (to  be  provided  for  hereafter),  to  elect  officers,  to  direct  the  general 
jnanagement  of  these  institutions,  and  to  report  their  needs  through  the 
Governor  to  the  Legislature. 

The  Governor  shall  appoint  from  each  asylum  district  for  whites,  and  for 
the  State  at  large  for  the  Central  Asylum  and  the  Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind  In- 
stitution, an  executive  committee  consisting  of  three  dtisens,  only  one  of 
'w'hom  shall  be  a  resident  of  any  one  county  or  city.  The  first  appointment 
shall  be,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  four  years  ;  and 
thereafter  all  for  four  years.  The  executive  committee  shall  report  their 
action  to  the  central  board  of  charities.  Each  institution  shall  be  under  the 
iOontrQl  of  the  central  board  of  charities,  acting  in  conjunction  with  the 
executive  conmiittee  of  each  institution. 
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The  i^ekitnl  board  shall  viBit  each  asylum  at  least  once  in  every  six  months. 
The  members  of  the  board  of  charities  shall  receive  for  their  services  each 
the  smn  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  them  from  the  general 
appropriation  to  each  of  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  State. 

The  executive  committee  shall  receive  four  dollars  per  diem,  and  mileage 
at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  mile,  while  attending  to  their  duties. 

The  board  of  charities,  together  with  the  executive  committee  of  each 
institution  shall  constitute  the  board  of  directors  of  that  institution. 

The  executive  committee  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of.  di- 
rectors, carry  out  all  orders  in  regard  to  their  respective  institutions,  Audit  all 
accounts  against  the  same,  draw  all  ftinds  appropriated  for  their  institution 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  report  the  disposition  made  of  the  same  to 
the  central  board  of  charities  at  their  semi-annual  meeting. 

The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  member  of  the  board  of 
charities,  or  any  member  of  the  respective  executive  committees,  whenever 
the  majority  of  said  board  of  directors  shall  recommend  to  him  the  removal 
of  any  member  who  shall  appear  to  the  Board  as  unworthy  of  the  trust 
reposed  in  him. 

The  Governor  shall  appoint  the  successor  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such 
member  as  may  be  removed.

I  concur  with  the  other  commissioners  in  the  above  report,  except  as  fol- 
lows: 

First.  I  think  the  clause  in  the  report  prohibiting  the  Governor  appointing 
more  than  one  director  from  any  one  county  or  city  unnecessary.  Two  or 
three  .members  of  the  executive  committee  residing  near  the  asylum  often 
render  valuable  service  to  the  institution,  especially  when  buildings  are  being 
erected,  without  additional  expense  for  their  services. 

Second.  I  deem  the  existing  law  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  officers 
for  the  asylum  sufficient. 

Third.  As  to  the  criminal  insane,  who  are  indicted  for  murder,  and  put  in 
the  plea  of  insanity :  I  will  not  undertake  to  define  the  exact  mental  condi- 
tion at  the  time  the  act  was  committed  which  should  determine  the  measure 
of  their  responsibility,  while  I  fully  concur  with  the  other  members  of  the 
commission,  that,  when  acquitted  on  this  plea,  they  should  be  placed  in 
an  asylum  for  life,  and  likewise  concur  as  to  the  mode  by  which  they  may  be 
discharged  therefrom.  Further  than  this  I  am  not  prepared  to  suggest  the 
enactment  of  additional  laws  on  the  subject. 

Fourth.  As  to  insane  criminals  in  the  penitentiary,  but  remarkably  few 
cases  occur,  and  I  should  consider  the  usual  commission  of  lunacy,  with  per- 
haps and  order  fh>m  the  Governor,  directing  that  they  be  sent  to  an  asylum, 
all  that  is  needed. 
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Fifth.  The  appointment  of  a  central  board  of  charities  is  a  wide  departure 
and  a  radical  change  ftrom  the  present  system,  and  from  old  and  well  estab- 
lished laws  and  usages,  and  should  not  be  adopted  unless  it  was  plainly 
evident  that  it  would  be  followed  by  beneficial  results.  The  laws  in  regard 
to  the  insane  have  recently  been  revised  and  engrafted  in  the  new  code  now 
being  published.  Under  these  laws  boards  of  directors  for  the  several  chari- 
table institutions  of  the  State  have  been  appointed,  the  same  reorganized, 
and  are  being,  so  for  as  I  am  informed,  properly  and  successfully  conducted. 

While  there  is  no  doubt  some  merit  in  the  scheme  proposed,  so  many  appa- 
rently valid  objections  may  be  urged  against  it,  that  I  deem  legislation  upon 
the  subject  inexpedient  at  this  time.

We  have  been  furnished  by  the  Superiotendent  of  Public  Printing  with  a 
copy  of  the  following  resolution  adopted  yesterday  by  the  Senate  of  Virginia  : 

^^JReaolved,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing  be  requested  to 
ftimish  the  Senate,  at  the  earliest  practical  moment,  advance  sheets  of  the 
index  to  the  Code,  and  to  indicate,  as  far  as  in  his  power,  at  what  date  he  can 
supply  them." 
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In  response  to  inquiries  by  the  Su  perintendent  touching  the  subject,  we 
make  the  following  statement: 

The  Code  was  adopted  by  the  last  General  Assembly  (in  extra  session), 
May  16,  1887.  It  contained  the  text  only.  Publication  was  directed  by  an 
act  approved  May  21,  1887  (Acts  extra  session,  page  425),  to  be  made  under 
the  immediate  superintendent  e  of  the  revisors,  and  the  act  (among  other 
things)  required  that  they  ** should  prefix  to  each  chapter  a  table,  stating 
briefly  the  subject  of  each  section  therein,  insert  or  omit  such  captions  to 
sections,  make  such  references  and  notes  as  may  seem  to  them  fit,  prepare 
the  index,  and  examine  the  proof  sheets." 

As  soon  as  practicable,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  revisors  entered 
upon  the  work  required  to  be  done  before  the  printing  could  begin.  They 
complett-d  all  except  the  index,  and,  without  waiting  for  that,  the  printing 
was  commt-nctd  about  tiie  first  day  of  November  last,  and  has  been  finished, 
except  as  to  the  index  and  preface. 

The  index  has  not  yet  Uen  printed,  because  not  ready.  Its  preparation 
required  the  most  careful  examination  and  analysis  of  and  reference  to  every 
section  of  the  Code,  and  there  are  4,205  sections.  It  was  completed  to-day, 
but  it  remains  to  be  examined  with  care.  This  examination  will  consume  a 
week  or  more,  for  there  are  764  pages  in  manuscript  After  that,  it  will  take 
several  weeks  for  the  printing  to  be  done — the  index  being  about  one-fifth  of 
the  volume.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  printing  of  the  iodez  cannot 
be  completed  in  less  time  than  a  month.  It  may  require  a  longer  time.  And 
when  the  printing  has  been  finished,  we  respectfully  suggest  that  the  index, 
disconnected  from  the  text,  can  be  of  little  practical  utility  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  as  the  references  to  the  sections  are  according 
to  the  numbers  in  the  enrolled  bill,  which  are  not  the  same  as  the  numbers 
in  the  sheets  furnished  the  General  Assembly  at  the  late  extra  session,  the 
sections  having  been  re-numbered,  by  reason  of  changes  made,  after  the  sheets 
were  printed  and  before  the  Code  was  reported  by  the  joint  committee  to  the 
Assembly.  Still,  however,  after  the  printing  of  the  index  has  commenced, 
advance  sheets  may  be  furnished  to  the  Assembly,  if  desired,  fk'om  time  to 
time,  as  they  oome  from  the  press.

To  the  LegislcUure:. 

1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  oommunioation 
from  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Virginia  penitentiary,  in  reference  to  the 
recent  loss  of  tliat  portion  of  the  building  occupied  by  Mr.  Joseph  Davis  for 
shoe  shops,  under  a  contract  with  the  State. 

For  your  information  it  may  be  proper  to  add,  that  the  existing  contract 
between  the  State  of  Virginia  and  Mr.  Davis  was  made  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Hon.  Wm.  E.  Cameron,  then  Gk)vemor  of  the  State, 
on  the  28th  day  of  July,  1885,  or  about  five  months  before  I  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  this  offloe. 

A  former  contract,  by  this  agreement,  was  extended  for  a  period  of  five  years 
after  the  expiration  of  its  term,  namely,  A-om  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May, 
1887,  and  was  thus  continued  until  the  1st  day  of  May,  1892. 

In  April,  1886,  in  response  to  my  request,  the  Attorney-General  gave  me  his 
written  opinion,  that  this  contract  had  been  legally  executed,  pursuant  to 
authority  conferred  by  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  and  was 
obligatory  upon  tlie  State. 
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In  reoonsidering  the  terms  of  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the  State  with 
Mr.  DaviB,  shice  the  destruction  of  the  building  assigned  to  him  for  his  shops, 
I  have  thought  proper  to  ask  the  Attorney-General  for  his  opinion  as  to  the 
present  obligation  of  the  State  under  its  contract  with  Mr.  Davis  to  provide 
another  building  in  which  his  former  work  could  be  renewed.  I  submit 
herewith  his  response  to  that  request.

Deab  8ib: 

It  is  our  duty  to  inform  you  that  between  five  and  six  o'clock 
this  morning  a  large  building  of  this  institution,  known  as  the  **  shoe  shop/' 
and  occupied  by  the  **  Davis  Shoe  Co."  lessee,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
loss  to  the  State  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  ascertain  with  accuracy,  but  it 
will  not  exceed  120,000.  The  Davis  Shoe  Co.,  through  their  representative 
here,  Mr.  George,  ask  that  the  building  be  replaced  at  once,  in  order  that  they 
may  resume  work  with  as  little  loss  of  time  as  possible,  in  accordance  with 
the  contract  entered  into  between  them  and  Gk)vernor  Cameron,  and  which 
expires  in  May,  1892.  Every  month  of  interruption  of  this  contract  entails  a 
heavy  loss  to  the  State. 

As  to  the  origin  of  the  fire,  our  investigation  so  far  made  does  not  afford 
sufficient  information  to  enable  us  to  make  a  trustworthy  report,  but  we  mean 
to  pursue  the  enquiry  with  all  diligence,  unless  the  Le^lature  thinks  that  it 
would  be  better  for  one  of  its  committees  to  undertake  this  duty.

Sib: 

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  request  for  my 
opinion  in  writing  as  to  whether  there  is  any  legsJ  obligation  resting  upon 
the  State  under  the  terms  of  the  contracts  made  with  the  Superintendent  of 
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the  Penitentiary,  by  Joeeph  Davis,  dated,  respectively,  the  7th  day  of  April, 
1880,  and  the  28th  day  of  July,  1885,  to  re-bulld  the  shoe  shops  recently 
destroyed  by  fire  at  the  penitentiary. 

The  contract  of  July  28th,  1885,  is  a  renewal  of  the  contract  of  April  7th, 
1880,  and  refers  to  and  adopts  the  terms  of  that  contract,  with  some  additional 
provisions  and  conditions. 

The  terms  of  the  contract  of  the  7th  of  April  1880,  so  far  as  they  are  material 
to  this  enquiry,  are  as  follows : 

"And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  Is  also  to  furnish  to  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  free  of  rent,  whatever  buildings  may  be  required  for  the  contem- 
plated manufacture,  except  that  it  is  understood  that  he  is  not  bound  to  have 
any  new  buildings  erected  for  this  purpose,  and  also  understood  and  agreed 
that  if  the  buildings  at  any  time  in  use  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
should  be  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  causes,  said  party  of  the  second  part,  shall 
not  be  bound  to  pay  for  the  labor  of  any  of  the  said  convicts,  who  may  be 
thus  thrown  out  of  employment,  until  new  or  suitable  buildings  shall  be 
placed  at  his  disposal.^' 

The  contract  of  the  28th  day  of  July,  1885,  has  this  additional  provision  in 
regard  to  the  buildings,  viz : 

''Said  Davis  agrees  to  hire  and  employ,  at  the  same  rate,  (150)  one  hundred 
and  fifty  additional  male  convicts,  making  (500)  Ave  hundred  in  all,  whenever 
the  party  of  the  first  part  will  provide  suitable  and  ample  building  or  rooms 
for  working  them,  and  as  many  female  convicts  additional,  also  at  the  same 
rate  he  is  now  paying  for  them,  as  the  party  of  the  first  part  will  furnish  and 
provide  proper  working  rooms  for." 

The  contract  of  July,  1885,  further  recites  that : 

"All  convicts  furnished  and  employed  hereunder  are  to  be  furnished  and 
employed  upon  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said  Davis  contract  of  April  7th, 
1880,  except  so  far  as  herein  modified." 

The  contracts  contain  many  other  provisions  and  conditions  not  material 
to  be  considered  in  this  connection. 

After  giving  the  fullest  consideration  possible  in  the  limited  time  I  have 
had  within  which  to  examine  the  contracts,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is 
no  legal  obligation  resting  upon  the  State  to  rebuild  the  shoe  shops  occupied 
by  Davis  under  the  contracts  recited.  An  express  provision  of  the  first  con- 
tract exempted  the  State  from  any  obligation  to  erect  new  buildings,  and  to 
provide  for  the  contingency  which  might  arise  from  a  destruction  of  the 
buildings  by  fire  or  other  cause.  It  was  agreed  that  in  such  event  Davis  should 
not  be  bound  to  pay  for  the  labor  of  any  of  the  convicts  who  might  be  thus 
thrown  out  of  employment,  until  new  or  suitable  buildings  should  be  placed 
at  his  disposal. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  it  is  optional  with  the  State  whether  or  not 
she  will  re-build  the  shops,  and  in  the  meantime  Davis  Is  exempted  from  any 
obligation  to  pay  hire  for  any  convicts  thrown  out  of  employment  on  account 
of  the  destruction  of  the  shops  by  fire.

RESPONSE  TO   RESOLUTION  OF  JANUARY  17,   1888,   INSTRUCT- 
ING   THE  COMMITTEE  FOR  COURTS  OF  JUSTICE  TO 
ASCERTAIN    THE    PROPRIETY   OF   TAXING 
VESSELS  AND  WATER  CRAFT  WITHIN 
THE  COMMONWEALTH. 


To  the  Senate  of  Virginia: 

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice,  in  response  to  a  resolution  referred  to, 
requesting  information  as  to  whether  "vessels  or  any  watei^ craft,  owned  in 
Virginia,  can  be  legally  asseseed  far  taxation,  as  now  provided,  or  whether  it 
is  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  laws  made  in 
pursuance  thereof,  or  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Virginia,"  beg  leave 
to  report : 

That  after  a  careful  investigation  of  the  subject,  they  are  of  opinion  that 
the  clause  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  giving  congress  power  to  regulate  com- 
merce amongst  the  states,  does  not  prohibit  the  taxation  of  vessels  or  water 
craft,  as  property  in  the  state  in  which  the  same  are  owned.  The  cases  decided 
under  th'is  section  merely  decide  that  the  states  have  not  the  powt  r  to  tax  the 
privilege  of  conducting  business  between  the  states,  so  as  to  interrupt  com- 
merce ;  they  are  license  tax  cases  as  distinguished  from  taxes  assessed  upon 
value  of  property.  The  only  clause  in  the  Federal  Constitution  which  your 
committee  deems  as  bearing  upon  this  subject,  is  the  clause  which .  says  that 
*•  no  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  congress,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage." 
Under  this  clause,  the  committee  is  of  the  opinion,  that  a  tax  may  be  levied 
by  a  state  upon  vessels  owned  by  her  citizens,  said  tax  to  be  levied  on  such 
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vessels  as  property;  but  the  tax  cannot  be  levied  at  so  much  per  ton  of  the 
registered  tonnage.  And  this  is  not  changed  by  the  fact  that  the  vessels  trade 
exclusively  in  one  state,  or  in  one  or  more  states. 

Your  committee  respectftiUy  refer  the  Senate  to  the  state  tonnage  tax  cases, 
entitled  Cox  vs.  The  Collector,  and  Trade  Company  V8,  Same,  12  WaL,  p.  204, 
and  cases  therein  referred  to. 

Your  committee  knows  of  no  clause  In  the  state  Constitution  prohibiting 
such  taxation.

lb  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  Virginia :  ' 

By  act  of  2l8t  of  May,  1887  (Acts  of  extra  session  1887,  page  425,  ch.  331, 
\\  1  and  2),  the  Code  of  Virginia,  which,  in  the  form  of  a  bill,  had  passed  both 
houses  of  the  Assembly,  and  was  approved  by  the  Gk>vemor  on  the  16th  day 
of  May,  1887,  was  directed  to  be  published,  together  with  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  amendments 
thereto,  and  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  as  amended,  with  a  suitable  index. 
The  publication  to  be  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  revisers, 
who  were  also  required  to  "prefix  to  each  chapter  a  table,  stating  briefly  the 
subject  of  each  section,  insert  or  omit  such  captions  to  sections,  make  such 
references  and  notes  as  may  seem  to  them  fit,  prepare  the  index,  and  examine 
the  proof  sheets. '^ 

All  of  this  work  has  been  finished,  except  the  printing,  which,  we  hope, 
will  be  completed  during  the  next  week,  and  the  volumes  at  once  turned 
over  to  the  binders  to  be  bound  and  distributed  as  the  act  directs.  The  con- 
tracts with  the  binders,  as  we  have  been  informed  by  the  late  superintendent 
of  public  printing,  with  whom  the  contracts  were  made,  require  the  delivery 
of  one  thousand  volumes  per  week— -the  whole  number  being  eight  thousand. 

The  seventh  section  of  the  act  also  provides,  that  "the  revisers  of  the  Code 
shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  publication  of  the  Code  hereinbefore 
provided  for,  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  superintendent  of*  Public  Printing, 
for  publication,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  in  regard  to 
public  printing,  such  notes  as  they  may  deem  useful  in  explanation  of  the 
changes  made  in  the  law  by  the  Code.  The  notes  shall  be  printed  and  bound 
in  a  v<dume  as  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  are  required  by  law  to  be 
printed  and  bound,  and  the  said  revisers  shall  superintend  the  publication 
thereof." 
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This  work  remains  to  be  done.  The  **  notes"  contemplated  would  be  very 
useful,  we  think,  as  aids  in  the  interpretation  of  the  Code,  but  they  are  not 
indispensable.  To  be  useful,  however,  the  greatest  care  should  be  taken  in 
their  preparation— not  less  than  was  required  in  the  revision  itself.  Othei^ 
wise,  they  might  be  misleading  and  injurious.  To  prepare  this  volume  and 
superintend  the  publication  would  consume  much  time,  not  less,  perhaps, 
tlmn  a  year— it  might  take  a  longer  time — and  would  require  much  labor  and 
involve  considerable  expense  to  ourselves.  None  of  these  **  notes"  have  been 
prepared,  and  in  their  preparation  a  careful  re-examination  of  every  part  of 
the  Code  would  be  necessary. 

If  this  work  is  to  be  done,  we  deem  it  due  to  the  Gbeneral  Assembly,  as  well 
as  to  ourselves,  to  say,  before  it  is  begun,  that  we  do  not  consider  that  any 
compensation  has  been  made  or  provided  for  the  work.  The  appropriation 
by  the  act  of  March  18,  1884  (Acts  1883-4,  paures  702-703,  chapter  523),  as  we 
regard  it,  was  for  work  which  has  since  been  done,  the  notes  and  references 
contemplated  being  such  as  will  be  found  in  the  Code,  the  citations  of 
adjudged  cases  and  other  references  being  much  more  numerous  than  in  the 
Code  of  1849,  and  the  notes  fully  as  many.  The  appropriation  by  the  act  of 
May  21,  1887  (Acts  extra  session  1887,  pages  434-5,  chapter  339),  was  for  pre- 
paring the  index,  superintending  publication,  and  services  of  clerk ;  and  it  is 
declared  in  the  act  that  the  amounts  specified  therein  "  shall  be  in  full,  together 
with  amounts  heretofore  appropriated,  of  all  compensation  for  the  revision 
and  index,  and  superintending  of  printing."  The  preparation  and  publica- 
tion of  the  *' notes"  required  by  the  seventh  section  of  the  act  of  21st  May, 
1887  (Acts  extra  session  1887,  page  426,  chapter  331),  do  not,  in  our  opinion, 
constitute  any  part  of  the  work  above  mentioned,  to-wit:  "the  revision  and 
index  and  superintending  of  printing."    It  is  in  addition  thereto. 

The  only  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  revisors  were  made  by  the 
'two  acts  before  referred  to.  Together  they  amount  to  $12,000,  that  is  $4,000  to 
each.  We  have  been  engaged  in  this  work  about  three  and-a-half  years, 
withdrawn  mostly  from  all  other  business  and  subjected  to  great  loss.  As  to 
the  loss  of  practice,  it  cannot  be  computed,  and  may  be  laid  out  of  view.  But 
the  actual  necessary  expenses  incurred  may,  in  a  measure,  be  estimated.  Our 
board  alone  in  Bichmond  during  four  winters  and  the  fall  and  spring  months, 
averaging  fully  six  months  each  year,  cost  us  $50  per  month,  making  $300  per 
year— $1,200  for  the  whole  time.  Deduct  this  firom  $4,000,  and  it  leaves  $2,800, 
which,  for  three  and-a-half  years,  would  be  at  the  rate  of  $£00  per  year.  During 
the  summer  months  we  met  in  the  country  and  continued  our  work,  paying 
board.  Making  a  reasonable  deduction  for  this,  and  none  for  other  actual 
necessary  expenses,  we  will  have  received  consideiubly  less  than  $800  per 
year.  In  short,  what  we  will  have  received  will  go  to  indemnify  us,  in  pari^ 
for  lo88C9  mtMainedy  not  to  compensate  us  for  services  rendered. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  if  the  General  Assembly  is  not  disposed  to  provide 
compensation  for  the  additional  work  remaining  to  be  done,  for  which,  as  we 
think,  no  compensation  has  heretofore  been  made  or  provided,  we  respect- 
fully ask  that  this  work  be  dispensed  with,  so  far  as  we  are  concerned.

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REPORT  OF  H.  W.  PLOURNOY,  GENERAL  LIBRARIAN,  TO  JOINT 
LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Joint  Library  Committee : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  statement  of  my  transactions 
as  general  librarian  for  the  period  of  two  years  from  the  second  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1886. 

The  statement  herewith  filed  marked  *' A''  shows  my  receipts  and  disbone- 
ments  as  general  librarian  for  that  period. 

Under  the  order  of  the  Library  Committee  I  have  continued  thte  work  of 
preparing  and  publishing  the  historical  manuscripts  of  the  State  in  my 
charge  as  general  librarian,  under  the  title  of  "Calendar  of  Virginia  State 
Papers.' '  Since  my  last  report  the  sixth  volume  of  these  papers  has  been 
published,  and  the  seventh  is  nearly  ready  for  the  printer.  The  value  of  these 
papers,  as  a  part  ot  the  history  of  Virginia,  is  incalculable.  I  reconmiend  the 
continuance  of  this  work  as  indispensable  to  a  correct  and  complete  history 
of  the  State,  and  necessary  to  rescue  these  manuscripts  from,  loss  by  fire  and 
injury  from  dust,  mould,  Ac.  The  work  is  in  charge  of  Colonels  Bherwin 
McRae  and  Raleigh  Colston,  whose  reports  are  herewith  submitted. 

Under  the  authority  of  law  and  the  order  of  the  Joint  Library  ConoLmittee, 
I  have  purchased  the  following  portraits :  A  portrait  of  Thomas  JefTenon,  by 
John  A.  Elder,  from  the  original  Stuart  painting  in  the  possession  of  Mr. 
Jefferson's  descendants,  at  the  price  of  $160 ;  a  portrait  of  Conmiodore  Mat- 
thew  F.  Maury,  painted  from  life  by  John  A.  Elder,  at  the  price  of  f  150 ;  a 
portrait  of  Governor  Henry  Lee,  by  William  L.  Sheppard,  painted  from 
Stuart's  original.  I  also  purchased  under  a  special  order  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee Aider's  celebrated  ideal  oil  painting  called  **  Appomattox." 

The  committee  authori2ed  me  to  purchase  portraits  of  James  Macyson  and 
Pocahontas  at  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $260  each.  I  have  given  an  ord^  for 
the  painting  of  Mr.  Madison's  portrait,  which  has  not  been  filled.  I  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  place  an  order  for  the  portrait  of  Pocahontas,  but  hope  to  be 
able  to  place  both  of  these  portraits  in  the  library  during  this  year.

REPORT  OF  COLONEL  8HERWIN  McRAE. 

Hon,  H.  W.  Floubnoy, 

Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  SState  lAbrarian : 

Sir: 

Since  my  report  to  you  on  the  progress  of  the  Calendar  and  in  relation 
to  the  historical  manuscripts  in  the  archives  of  State,  appended  to  your 
report  of  January  1,  1886,  to  the  Joint  Library  Committee,  the  sixth  volume 
of  the  Calendar  has  been  published.  This  volume  extends,  chronologically, 
from  August  11, 1792,  to  December  the  Slst,  1793,  and  includes  as  its  initial 
paper,  the  bill  in  equity  filed  in  the  suit  of  the  Indiana  Company  against  the 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia.  This  paper  is  so  extraordinary  in  its  historical, 
political,  and  legal  aspects  as  to  impart  to  this  volume  unusual  value.  Its 
authenticity  is  beyond  question,  as  it  was  ftirnished  tothe  Governor  when  the 
process  in  the  Indiana  Company  suit  was  served  on  him,  and  has  remained 
in  the  archives  of  the  State  unnoticed  until  calendared  in  the  Virginia  State 
Papers.  This  volume  also  includes  much  historic  matter  pertaining  to  Gov- 
ernor Lee's  gubernatorial  administration.  This  matter  is  not  only  new,  but 
specially  interesting,  as  neither  history  nor  biography  has  heretofore  given 
any  account  of  the  life  of  Henry  Lee  as  governor. 

Nothing  can  more  clearly  illustrate  the  value  ot  the  Calendar  than  the 
fact  that  the  entiro  administration  of  Governor  Lee  has  remained  unknown 
until  the  publication  of  the  sixth  volume  of  the  Calendar  of  Virginia  State 
Papers.  The  full  development  of  Governor  Lee's  administration  will  not  be 
made  before  the  publication  of  the  seventh  volume  of  the  Calendar,  including 
his  letters  as  an  appendix,  and  then  not  until  the  history  of  that  administra- 
tion is  written  by  a  competent  hand. 
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The  history  of  Governor  Lee's  gubernatorial  administration,  hitherto  a 
blank,  will  be  one  of  the  most  interesting  pages  of  the  history  of  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  that  of  Virginia.  Some  of  the  facts  which  underlie  this 
history  will  throw  much  light  on  a  great  constitutional  subject  destined  ever 
to  be  one  of  the  most  interesting  to  the  American  people.  In  the  preparation 
of  the  seventh  volume  of  the  Calendar,  the  month  of  April,  in  the  year  1797, 
has  been  reached.  In  the  ninety  years  journey  to  the  present  time,  yet  to  be 
performed,  no  pause  is  admiasible.  If  the  step  is  slow,  it  must  be  steady  and 
persistent,  or  the  journey  will  never  be  accomplished.  In  my  former  report 
I  referred  to  the  defect  of  Virginia's  history  from  the  loss  and  destruction  of 
papers;  in  this  report  we  have  the  remarkable  instance  of  the  entire  adminis- 
tration of  one  of  our  governor's  remaining  unknown  to  the  people  of  the 
State  for  near  a  century,  until  revealed  by  the  wand  of  the  Calendar.  Not  a 
case  of  loss  or  destruction,  but  a  case  of  burial.  It  Is  no  leas  a  duty  than  a 
pleasure  for  me  to  state  that  since  my  former  report,  In  the  work  In  which  I 
am  engaged,  I  have  been  associated  with  Mr.  Raleigh  Colston,  and  that  the 
seventh  volume  of  the  Calendar,  now  in  progress,  is  our  joint  work,  and  that 
I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  State  will  be  benefited  by  the  union  of  oiir 
eflfbrts. 

I  cannot  forbear  to  say  that  the  omission  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  for 
the  publication  of  the  Calendar  of  State  Papers  by  an  adequate  appropriation 
for  the  purpose,  is  a  grave  delinquency.

REPORT  OF  COLONEL  RALEIGH  COLSTON. 

To  the  Honorable  H.  W.  Flournoy, 

Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia: 
Sir: 

I  was  employed  in  this  office  first  in  March,  1885,  In  calendaring  the 
historical  papers  of  the  State.  The  first  work  assigned  me  was  the  copying 
the  Journal  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  their  proceedings  during  the  year 
1774.  The  next  work  performed  was  the  copying  the  letters  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  Correspondence  of  the  American  Colonies  for  the  year  1774-75.  The 
next  work  was  copying  the  lists  of  county  officers  from  1776  to  1853,  the  date 
when  they  were  under  the  new  Constitution,  elected  by  the  people. 

These  listawere  copied  from  registers  kept  in  this  office,  which  purported 
to  have  been  made  from  the  returns  made  by  the  clerks  of  courts.  These 
lists  are  very  voluminous,  and  took  a  large  portion  of  my  time.  I  have  slnoe 
been  employed  upon  calendaring  the  loose  papers  from .  1794  to  the  present 
time— 1797,  In  association  with  Colonel  McRae.

PARDONS. 

1.  Soney  Wines,  Warrenton,  Va.,  convicted  December,  1885,  of  carrying 
concealed  weapons,  and  sentenced  to  jail  in  default  of  payment  of  a  fine  of 
120;  pardoned  January  6,  1886,  upon  recommendation  of  the  mayor  upon 
the  ground  that  the  weapon  was  not  intended  to  be  carried  concealed. 

2.  Allen  Smith,  Wythe  county,  convicted  December,  1885,  of  felony,  and 
sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  February  1,  1886,  on 
account  of  the  extreme  age  of  the  prisoner  and  unreliable  proof  of  his  guilt. 

3.  J.  W.  Conway,  Richmond,  convicted  April  7th  of  theft,  and  sentenced 
to  ninety  days  in  Jail;  pardoned  upon  recommendation  of  the  common- 
wealth's attorney,  who,  having  known  the  prisoner  to  have  a  I  ays  borne  a 
good  character,  and  was  influenced  to  conmiit  the  act  while  under  the 
influence  of  liquor. 
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4.  Joseph  Graves,  Richmond,  convicted  in  1876  of  unlawful  gaming,  and 
sentenced  to  Jail  for  six  months  and  fined  one  hundred  dollars ;  pardoned 
upon  the  ground  of  absence  from  the  trial,  and  since  then  has  been  an  exile 
from  the  state,  and  conditionally  that  the  fine  Ih;  paid. 

5.  John  W.  Tucker,  convicted  April  6,  1886.  of  unlawful  wounding,  and 
sentenced  to  three  months  In  Jail  and  fined  two  hundred  dollars;  pardoned 
April  14,  1886,  on  recommendation  of  jury  and  evidence  convincing  that  the 
act  was  no  criminal  intent,  and  the  dependency  of  a  large  family. 

6.  C.  P.  Averett,  convicted  February,  1886,  of  disturbing  a  congregation 
assembled  in  public  worship,  and  sentenced  to  thirty  days  in  jail ;  pardoned 
March  4,  1886,  on  account  of  very  ill  health. 

7.  John  C.  Smith,  convicted  January,  1886,  of  felony,  and  sentenced  to  six 
months  in  jail;  pardoned  March  4,  1886,  upon  certiticate  of  surgeon  of  Jail 
and  president  of  the  board  of  healtli  that  thr  prisoner  was  sufifering  from 
consumption,  and  longer  confinement  would  imperil  his  health. 

8  (Jeorge  C.  Milliner,  convicted  December  otii  of  assault  and  tmttery,  and 
sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail ;  pardoned  March  9,  1886,  upon  reconmienda^ 
tion  of  jury,  clerk  of  court,  sheriff,  and  citizens. 

9.  C.  B.  Stratton,  Riclimond,  convicted  September,  1886,  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  hcntenced  to  jail  for  four  months ;  pardoned  October  13th  upon  the  reoom. 
mendation  of  commonwealth's  attorney  and  other  prominent  citizens. 

10.  Robert  Porter,  convicted  of  burning  jail  in  December,  1885,  and 
sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  state  penitentiary;  pardoned  March  11,  1886, 
satisfactory  evidence  being  produced  that  the  boy,  through  ignorance  of  the 
crime,  set  fire  to  the  jail  during  severe  cold  weather. 

11.  T.  L.  Jones,  convicted  September,  1884,  of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to 
the  penitentiary  for  four  years ;  pardoned  March  15, 1886,  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  judge,  jury,  commonwealth's  attorney,  clerk  of  the  court,  and 
his  physician  certifying  the  unsound  condition  of  the  prisoner's  mind. 

12.  Simon  Levine,  convicted  December,  1882,  of  horse  stealing,  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  nine  years ;  pardoned  March  17,  1886,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Judge,  commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the 
from  whom  the  horse  was  stolen  ;  also  upon  the  ground  that  the  prisoner  ^ 
quite  young  and  under  the  infiuence  of  strong  drink. 

13.  Sidney  B.  Made,  convicted  in  1881  of  rape,  and  sentenced  to  the  peni- 
tentiary for  fifteen  years ;  pardoned  March  22,  1886.  Highly  recommended 
by  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary;  the  prisoner  suffering  with  acute 
"phthisis  pulmonalis,"  rendering  his  recovery  hopeless,  and  from  the  super- 
intendent of  the  penitentiary  that  his  conduct  has  l)een  very  good  as  a 
prisoner. 

14.  James  W.  Wiley,  convicted  of  horse  stealing,  and  sentenced  to  the  pen- 
itentiary for  twelve  years ;  pardoned  April  17, 1886,  upon  the  reoommendaUon 
of  the  surgeon  of  the  state  prison  and  the  superintendent. 
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15.  James  B.  Staples,  convicted  February^  1886,  of  bigamy,  and  sentenced 
to  the  penitentiary  for  three  years ;  pardoned  April  20,  1886,  upon  the  recom- 
mendatioQ  of  the  judge,  jury,  attorney  for  the  commonwealth,  clerk  of  the 
oounty  court,  and  others,  with  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  prisoner  was  not 
in  his  right  mind,  and  other  mitigating  circumstances  that  were  worthy  of 
clemency. 

16,  17,  18,  and  19.  William  Howard,  Edward  Wilson,  Frank  Lanford,  and 
Charles  Miller,  all  convicted  February  28,  1886,  of  unlawful  oyster  dredging, 
and  sentenced  to  the  county  jail  for  two  months  and  fifteen  days ;  pardoned 
April  23,  1886,  their  release  being  highly  recommended  by  all  the  oflflcers  of 
the  county  court  of  Mathews,  where  they  were  convicted.  The  prisoners 
were  only  seamen,  and  ignorant  of  the  laws  of  Virginia  prohibiting  oyster 
dredglnfic. 

20.  James  Lang,  convicted  December  6,  1886,  of  assault  and  battery,  and 
sentenced  to  the  jail  for  six  months;  pardoned  April  28, 1886,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  judge,  jury,  commonwealth's  attorney,  and  others,  that  the 
applicant  was  worthy  of  clemency. 

21.  Allen  Johtson,  sentenced  to  ten  years  In  the  penitentiary  for  rape; 
pardoned  April  29,  1886,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the 
penitentiary  that  the  life  of  the  prisoner  would  be  endangered  by  longer  con- 
finement; the  superintendent  concurring. 

22.  William  Corbin,  convicted  March  4, 1886,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced 
to  six  months  in  jail ;  j)ardoned  April  14,  1886,  at  the  request  of  the  attorney 
for  the  commonwealth  that  the  prisoner  is  of  weak  mind,  and  has  always 
borne  a  good  character. 

23.  Lucy  Brockenborough,  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  the  city  jail  for 
unlawful  shooting ;  pardoned  May  6, 1886,  upon  the  written  statement  of  the 
oommon  wealth's  attorney  that  the  facts  in  the  case  were  not  presented  at  the 
trial,  and  the  term  of  four  months,  in  his  opinion,  being  sufficient  punish- 
ment for  the  offence. 

24.  J.  jr.  Watts,  convicted  October,  1884,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in 
the  penitentiary  for  horse  stealing;  pardoned  May  6,  1886,  by  request  of 
judge,  jury,  commonwealth's  attorney,  sheriff,  clerk  of  court,  and  others, 
that  the  prisoner  was  of  unsound  mind,  and  was  not  morally  responsible  for 
the  crime  committed. 

25.  Margaret  Morris,  convicted  February,  1886,  of  perjury,  and  sentenced 
to  twelve  months  in  jail ;  pardoned  July  28,  1886,  upon  recommendation  of 
ju  'ge»  ju>7»  aiid  common x^ealth's  attorney,  having,  in  their  opinion,  served 
a  sufficient  term  for  the  expiation  of  the  crime. 

26.  J.  Wade  Taber,  convicted  December,  1885,  of  voluntary  manslaughter, 
and  sentenced  to  two  years  In  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  July  6,  1886,  upon 
^recommendation  of  commonwealth's  attorney,  judge,  jury,  member  of  House 
of  Delegates,  and  all  the  county  officers,  it  being  established  that  the  accused 
bore  no  malice  to  the  deceased,  and,  therefore,  it  is  believed  the  shooting  was 
accidental. 
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27.  William  Preston,  convicted  May,  1886,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced 
to  six  months  in  Jail ;  pardoned  July  7,  1886,  owing  to  the  youth  of  the  pris- 
oner, connected  with  strong  extenuating  circumstances,  presented  by  the 
judge  and  commonwealth's  attorney. 

28.  Joe  Burks,  Pittsylvania  county,  convicted  September,  1885,  of  voluntary 
manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary;  pardoned 
July  10, 1886.  His  petition  was  signed  by  the  wife  of  the  deceased,  exonerating 
Burks  of  the  crime,  by  the  mayor  of  Danville,  who  heard  all  the  evidence  in 
the  preliminary  trial ;  by  the  commonwealth's  attorney,  in  his  opinion  if  the 
wife  of  the  deceased  had  attended  the  trial,  Burks  would  not  have  been  con- 
victed ;  also  by  the  jury  and  others. 

29.  John  Henry  Morris,  Greene  county,  convicted  April,  1886,  of  voluntary 
manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary;  pardoned 
July  20,  1886,  on  the  recommendation  of  ex-Governor  Kemper,  and  a  large 
number  of  other  reputable  persons.  Fountain  Morris,  the  deceased,  threat- 
ened to  kill  the  father  of  J.  H.  Morris,  pointing  a  loaded  gun  at  him,  when 
his  son  fired  at  deceased  with  a  small  pistol,  fracturing  his  thigh,  and  from 
neglect  he  died. 

80.  John  Preston,  Washington  county,  convicted  M^rch,  1884,  of  house- 
breaking and  burglary,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary; 
pardoned  July  24,  1886,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the 
penitentiary,  who  finds,  after  careful  examination,  that  the  prisoner  is  sufTer- 
iug  from  *^  phthisis  pulmonalis,''  complicated  with  bronchitis,  and  long*^ 
confinment  would  result  in  speedy  death. 

81.  Josephine  Smith,  Norfolk,  convicted  November,  1884,  of  assault,  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  two  years ;  pardoned  July  24,  1888,  upon 
the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that  longer  confinement 
would  result  in  death,  and  by  an  immediate  pardon  the  prisoner  could  stand 
transportation  home. 

32.  Parker  Turner,  Westmoreland  county,  convicted  Septeml>er,  1884,  of 
attempted  rape,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
July  24,  1886,  upon  surgeon's  certificate  and  recommendation  that  the  health 
of  the  prisoner  was  such  that  longer  confinement  would  very  seriously 
endanger  his  life. 

83.  James  Hurley,  Augusta  county,  convicted  June,  1886,  of  assault  and 
battery,  and  sentenced  to  six  mouths  in  county  jail ;  pardoned  September  14, 
1886,  upon  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  common  wen  1th  *s  attorney  that 
it  was  a  case  eminently  proper  for  the  exercise  of  executive  clemency. 

34.  David  Breeden,  Page  county,  convicted  May  and  July,  1886,  of  unlawfU 
shooting,  and  sentenced  to  four  months  in  jail  and  fined  $125;  pardoned 
August  27,  1886,  upon  recommendation  of  nineteen  out  of  twenty-four  jorors 
trying  him  upon  the  charges  at  the  May  and  July  terms  of  the  court,  and  the 
application  of  the  prosecuting  attorney,  judge,  sherifiT,  jailor,  and  a  large 
number  of  citizens. 

86.  Phillip  Braxton,  Essex  county,  convicted  July,  1886,  of  forgery,  and 
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sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  on  the  recommendation 
of  judge,  attorney  for  the  commonwealth,  the  parties  against  whom  the 
offence  was  committed,  and  others. 

36,  37,  and  38.  Enoch  Johnson,  Spotsylvania  county ;  Charles  Scott,  Wash- 
ington county;  Isaac  McCoy,  Princes  Anne  county;  pardoned  October  15, 
1887,  upon  certificate  of  surgeon  of  penitentiary  that  they  "are  hopelessly 
diseased,  and  will  live  but  a  short  time  under  longer  confinement." 

39.  John  R.  Sturges,  Accoraac  county,  convicted  January,  1886,  of  volun- 
tary manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years ;  pardoned 
September  24,  1886,  under  satisfactory  reasons  to  the  governor  that  the  man 
killed  himself,  and  not  shot  by  accused,  and  that  potential  evidence  exists 
that  was  not  brought  before  the  court.  The  ball  found  in  the  body  of  deceased 
fit  exactly  the  pistol  found  with  the  body,  in  the  number  of  grooves  and 
otherwise,  and  did  not  come  from  the  pistol  of  accused.  The  pistol  of  the 
deceased  and  ball  found  in  his  body  was  not  produced  before  the  court.  Also, 
see  affidavits  to  the  effect  that  the  deceased's  brother-in-law,  widow,  and 
other  relatives  had  ofiered  to  sign  a  petition  for  the  pardon  of  accused  on  the 
payment  of  a  certain  specified  sum  of  money. 

40.  Solomon  Tucker,  Petersburg,  convicted  November,  1885,  of  larceny, 
and  sentenced  to  jail  for  twelve  months;  pardoned  on  the  certificate  of  jail 
physician  that  he  was  "  languishing  with  eonnumption,  and  in  his  present 
condition  apprehended  his  speedy  dissolution"  ;  with  a  personal  appeal  from 
the  city  sergeant  and  ex-mayor,  who  sentenced  him. 

41.  James  McDonald,  Campbell  county,  convicted  January,  1886,  of  bigamy, 
and  s«  ntenced  to  four  years  and  seven  months  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
October  27,  1886,  upon  recommendation  of  judge,  jurors,  commonwealth's 
attorney,  and  a  large  number  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  the  county. 

42.  John  Hilton,  Montgomery  county,  convicted  September,  1886,  of  car 
robbery,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  November 
6,  1886,  upon  the  personal  appeal  from  the  commonwealth's  attorney  that 
there  were  strong  mitigating  circumstances,  the  evidence  upon  which  he 
was  convicted  was  given  by  notoriously  bad  characters. 

43.  Charles  Shaffer,  Albemarle  county,  convicted  February,  1883,  of  grand 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years. 

44.  Greorge  F.  Grant,  Pitsylvania  county,  convicted  April,  1884,  of  murder 
in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  eighteen  years. 

45.  Scofield  Webster,  Albemarle  county,  convicted  January,  1881,  of  rape, 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  fifteen  years. 

46.  Henry  Scott,  Pulaski  county,  convicted  September,  1884,  of  house- 
breaking, and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiaty  for  six  years. 

47.  Charles  Boyd,  Smythe  county,  convicted  May,  1884,  of  house-breaking, 
«nd  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  three  years. 
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48.  Susan  Hairston,  Henry  county,  convicted  April,  1880,  of  house-break- 
ing, and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  ten  years. 

The  six  alx)ve-named  convicts  were  all  pardoned  November  5,  1886,  upon 
the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary,  and  sustained  by  consulting 
physicians  that  all  of  them  are  hopelessly  diseased,  and  longer  confinement 
would  result  in  an  early  death,  whereas,  if  released,  in  all  probability  their 
lives  would  be  prolonged. 

49.  William  Henderson,  Wythe  county,  convicted  August,  1885,  of  robbery, 
and  sentenced  to  eight  years  to  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  November  13, 
1886,  upon  the  recommendation  of  commonwealth's  attorney,  being  convinced 
of  prisoner's  innocence  from  facts  developed  since  the  conviction. 

50.  Louis  8cott,  Kichmond,  Va.,  convicted  February,  1886,  of  house-burn- 
ing, and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years ;  pardoned  Noveml)er 
20,  1886,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that 
the  prisoner  was  hopelessly  diseased  with  epilepsy,  from  which  death  might 
be  prod'uced  at  any  time. 

51.  A.  F.  Hendricks,  Hanover  county,  convicted  November,  1886,  of  invol- 
untary manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  foi  twelve  months; 
pardoned  November  6,  1886,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  judge,  the 
regular  judge,  ail  the  jury,  mother  of  the  man  who  was  killed,  and  other 
citizens,  including  the  county  represefitative. 

52.  Henry  Ball,  Lancaster  county,  convicted  August,  1886,  of  felony,  and 
sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  upon  recommendation 
of  judge,  jury,  and  commonwealth's  attorney,  owing  to  strong  mitigating 
circumstances. 

53.  54,  and  55.  Willis  Dabney,  Oliver  Thomas,  Alexander  McDonnough, 
Bichmond  city,  convicted  November,  1886,  of  illegal  registration,  and  sen- 
tenced to  twelve  months  in  jail;  pardoned  December  21,  1886,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  judge  and  commonwealth's  attorney. 

56.  David  Krance,  Franklin  county,  convicted  October,  1886,  of  forgery, 
and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary  ;  pardoned  January  12,  1887, 
upon  recommendation  of  judge,  jury,  and  a  large  number  of  prominent 
citizens.  The  jury  testifying  that  technically,  they  believe  him  guilty,  but 
that  a  shorter  term  of  imprisonment  would  meet  the  ends  of  justice. 

57.  Isaiah  ^Hawkins,  Botetourt  county,  convicted  March,  1886,  of  felonious 
assault,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  months  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
January  15,  1887,  upon  recommendation  of  commonwealth's  attorney,  Mr. 
Glascow,  and  others,  on  account  of  very  extenuating  facts  in  the  case  sub- 
sequently produced. 

58.  59,  60,  and  61.  David  Williams,  Petersburg;  Doctor  Love,  Lunenburg^ 
county ;  Jordan  Berry,  Norfolk ;  Elzy  Middlebrook,  Augusta  county. 

The  above-named  convicts  were  pardoned  January  17,  1887,  upon  the  recoan- 
mendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary,  with  his  certificate  that  they 
are  all  hopelessly  diseased,  and  longer  confinement  would  precipitate  their 
approaching  end. 
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62.  Obediah  Thompson,  Carroll  county ;  pardoned  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  delegate  to  the  House  from  that  county,  county  clerk,  treasurer,  &c, 

63.  Lucy  Smith,  Middlesex  county,  convicted  of  attempt  to  murder,  and 
sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail ;  pardoned  December  1,  1886,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  Judge,  jury,  and  all  the  county  officers. 

64.  J.  L.  Bidwell,  Danville,  convicted  October,  1886,  of  felonious  shooting, 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  four  years;  pardoned  February  1,  1887, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  judge,  jury,  and  a  large  number  of  citizens,  and 
other  oflScers  of  the  city. 

66.  Henry  C.  Miller,  convicted  Mardh,  1881,  of  manslaughter,  and  sentenced 
to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  February  17,  1887,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  judge,  jury  commonwealth's  attorney,  sheriff,  and  prominent 
citizens,  beUeving  that  the  punishment  to  be  excessive. 

66,  67,  68,  69,  and  70.  George  Fentress,  Robert  Johnston,  Anthony  Oliver, 
William  H.  Porter,  and  Walker  Wilson. 

The  above-named  convicts  were  pardoned  February  28,  1887,  on  the  state- 
ment and  certificate  of  the  surgeon  that  they  were  hopelessly  diseased,  and 
says :  I  respectfully  ask  that  you  give  these  names  your  earliest  attention,  as 
some  of  them  will  be  too  feeble  to  bear  transportation  a  few  days  hence. 
Sallie  Medley  has  died  since  I  had  her  record  written. 

71.  Albert  Lyles,  convicted  October,  1885,  of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to  two 
years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  February  12,  1887,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  judge,  jury,  and  commonwealth's  attorney  that  there  were  strong 
mitigating  circumstances  in  the  case,  and  the  prisoner  having  served  fifteen 
months  of  the  time,  they  think  it  sufficient  punishment  for  the  crime. 

72.  David  Johnson,  Chesterfield  county,  convicted  December,  1886,  of  petit 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail ;  pardoned  February  17,  1887,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  jail  physician  that  louger  confinement  would 
g^reatly  endanger  his  health ;  indeed,  irreparably,  and  was  strongly  recom- 
mended by  the  judge,  commonwealth's  attorney,  and  a  large  number  of  the 
jury- 

78.  Ned  Jackson,  Nottoway  county,  convicted  January,  1887,  of  larceny, 
and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  March  7th,  owing 
to  very  strong  mitigating  circumstances  which  were  attested  by  the  com- 
monwealth's attorney  and  all  the  jury. 

74.  John  Bradley,  convicted  March  11,  1887,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced 
to  thirty  days  in  jail ;  pardoned  March  28,  1887,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  conunon wealth's  attorney. 

76  and  76.  J.  C.  Wighting  and  Elsie  Snead ;  pardoned  March  1,  1887,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary,  that  they  were  hopelessly 
diseased,  and  that  longer  confinement  would  result  in  their  prison  death. 

77.  Qarland  Jackson,  convicted  October,  1883,  of  laroeny,  and  sentenced  ta 
the  penitentiary  for  four  years;  pardoned  March,  1887,  having  served  the 
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term  prescribed  by  law,  and,  in  attempting  to  make  his  escape,  acting  under 
advice  of  others,  had  an  additional  year  imposed  upon  him.  His  release  was 
recommended  by  the  commonwealth's  attorney,  judge,  and  many  others. 

78.  Thomas  Nelmes,  James  City,  convicted  August,  1883,  of  burglary,  and 
sentenced  to  seven  years  in  the  penitentiary;  pardoned  March  21st  upon 
recommendation  of  the  commonwealth's  attorney,  because,  since  his  con- 
viction, he  Las  entertained  grave  doubts  as  to  his  sanity,  and  he  thinks  the 
defence  justifiable  in  the  argument  of  kleptomania,  superinduced  by  epilepsy- 

79.  Lincoln  Woodfolk,  Rcckingham  county,  sentenced  July,  1886,  to  two 
years  in  the  penitentiary  for  house-breaking;  pardoned  upon  recommendar 
tion  of  the  judge,  jury,  and  commonwealth's  attorney,  owing  to  mitigating 
circumstances,  and  the  court  desired  to  have  him  as  a  witness  in  the  case  of 
one  who  was  a  party  to  the  crime  in  the  charges  preferred  against  him. 

80.  81,  82,  83,  and  84.  Governor  Lee  yesterday  (March  29th),  pardoned  the 
following  convicts  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  peniten- 
tiary, Dr.  J.  C.  Watsou,  that  they  were  hopelessly  diseased,  and  could  live  at 
best  but  a  short  time :  Charles  Oaks,  of  Pittsylvania,  entered  for  attempted 
rape,  five  years ;  William  Smith,  of  Gloucester,  rape,  ten  years ;  Addison 
Clements,  of  Franklin  county,  house-breaking  and  arson,  eight  years;  Bev- 
erley Howard,  of  Fauquier,  arson,  five  years ;  Thomas  Starkey,  of  Franklin 
county,  burglary,  four  years. 

85.  William  R.  Smith,  Richmond,  convicted  of  felony,  and  sentenced  to 
the  penitentiary  for  two  years ;  pardoned  April  2,  1887,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  a  commission  of  doctors  specially  appointed,  together  with  the  surgeon 
of  the  penitentiary.    All  recommended  his  pardon. 

86.  William  Hobson,  Richmond,  convicted  March,  1887,  of  house-breaking, 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  two  years;  pardoned  May  7,  1887,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  commonwealth's  attorney,  because  he  plead  guilty 
through  ignorance,  and  it  was  afterwards  discovered  that  no  crime  was  c<Hn- 
mitted . 

87.  Marion  Pomeroy,  Warren  county,  convicted  1884  of  rape,  and  sentenced 
to  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  eighteen  years;  pardoned  May  5,  1887,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Downing  (House  of  Delegates),  who  pros- 
ecuted him,  and  who  certifies  that  if  subsequent  facts  and  reliable  informa- 
tion had  been  produced  at  the  trial,  the  term  of  sentence  would  not  have 
been  more  than  he  has  now  served. 

88.  Annie  Wilson,  Norfolk  county,  convicted  November,  1886,  of  assault 
and  battery,  and  sentenced  to  jail  for  twelve  months ;  pardoned  May  6, 1887, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  attorney  for  the  commonwealth,  judge,  county 
treasurer,  and  others,  owing  to  mitigating  circumstances,  and  the  surgeon  of 
the  jail  certifying  that  she  was  in  very  bad  health. 

89.  Anderson  Wilson,  convicted  October,  1878,  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  eighteen  years ;  pardoned  April 
29,  1887,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  circuit  judge,  who  tried  him. 
county  treasurer,  deputy  sheriff,  and  others. 
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90.  J.  M.  Hoover,  HighlaDd  county,  convicted  July,  1885,  of  forgery,  and 
sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary;  pardoned  May  21,  1887,  under 
evidence  of  strong  palliating  circumstances,  and  the  personal  recommenda- 
tion of  the  senator  and  representative  from  that  district  and  county. 

91.  William  Bever,  Louisa  county,  convicted  January,  1880,  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary; 
pardoned  May  21,  1887,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  pen- 
itentiary that  his  health  was  such  as  to  justify  his  removal  from  prison. 

92.  James  Porter,  convicted  January,  1887,  of  petit  larceny,  upon  two 
indictments,  for  ten  months  in  jail;  pardoned  May  21,  1887,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  conamonwealth^s  attorney  and  others ;  ail  of  whom  earnestly 

'  solicit  executive  clemency. 

93.  John  Mauk,  Warren  county,  convicted  April,  1883,  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  seven  years  in  the  i>enitentiary ;  pardoned 
May  24,  1887,  upon  recommendation  of  senator  (member  of  House  of  Dele- 
gates) and  officers  of  the  county  court. 

94.  J.  B.  Garnett,  Caroline  county,  convicted  in  1886  of  forgery,  and  sen- 
tenced to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary;  pardoned  May  24,  1887,  upon 
recommendation  of  member  of  House  of  Delegates,  sheriflTof  the  county,  and 
a  large  number  of  citizens. 

95.  Lou  Booker,  Buckingham  county,  convicted  February,  1887,  of  petit 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  five  months  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  May 
27,  1887,  upon  recommendation  of  the  commonwealth's  attorney,  judgci 
county  treasurer,  sheriff,  and  others,  owing  to  strong  mitigating  circum- 
stances. 

96.  Benjamin  F.  Turman,  Floyd  county,  convicted  in  1885,  of  felony,  and 
sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary,  and  one  year  additional  for 
attempting  to  escape ;  pardoned  June  4,  1887,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  judge,  commonwealth's  attorney,  clerk  of  the  court,  and  others. 

97.  W.  K.  Whitlaw,  Lynchburg,  convicted  July  8,  1887,  of  forgery,  and 
sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary  ;  pardoned  July  8,  1887,  of  forgery 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  two  years ;  pardoned  July  14,  1887,  upon 
the  recoumiendation  of  most  of  the  jury  and  some  of  the  best  citizens  of  the 
county. 

98.  Samuel  W.  Mulligan,  Albemarle  county,  convicted  March,  1885,  of 
house-burning,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  eight  years ;  pardoned 
July  15,  1887,  ui)on  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary,  who 
certified  that  the  convict  is  hopelessly  ill,  and  cannot  live  more  than  ten 
days,  even  though  he  be  pardoned. 

99.  D.  E.  Rosen baum,  Bedford  county,  convicted  for  selling  liquors  with- 
out a  license,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail  and  fined  $125  and 
costs ;  pardoned  August  4th  (except  fine  and  costs)  upon  the  soUcitaticns  of 
the  jury,  commonwealth's  attorney,  judge,  and  county  officers,  and  many 
citizens. 
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100.  John  Hampton,  Pittsylvania  countj^  convicted  March  25,  1882,  <rf 
forgery,  and  sentenced  to  state  prison  for  ten  years ;  pardoned  August  9, 1887, 
upon  eertificate  of  the  surgeen  of  the  penitentiary  that  **  he  is  passed  all  hope 
of  recovery,  and  cannot  live  much  longer  under  prison  confinement." 

101.  Lemuel  Quarles,  Warwick  county,  was  received  at  the  penitentiary 
April  11,  1886,  to  serve  seven  years'  imprisonment  for  highway  robbery; 
pardoned  August  9,  1887,  upon  the  surgeon's  certificate  that  he  is  hopelessly 
diseased,  and  will,  in  all  probability,  live  but  a  short  time. 

102.  William  Clements,  Pittsylvania  county,  convicted  June,  1887,  of 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  ninety  days  In  jail ;  pardoned  August  12, 1887,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  jail  physician  and  the  attorney  for  the  common- 
wealth, the  magistrate  who  tried  him,  and  others,  that  he  is  of  unsound 
mind,  and  longer  confinement  would  so  Impair  his  health  as  to  render  recov- 
ery doubtful. 

103.  Edward  Jeffries,  Cumberland  county,  convicted  of  felony,  and  sen- 
tenced to  sixty  days  In  jail ;  pardoned  August  12,  1887,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  all  of  the  jury  and  the  commonwealth's  attorney. 

104.  William  Brlggs,  Culpeper  county,  convicted  December,  1886,  of  man- 
slaughter, and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
August  16,  1887.  The  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  certifying  that  he  is-  suf- 
fering from  consumption,  and  Is  confined  to  the  hospital  all  the  time,  and 
win  soon  die  unless  released. 

105.  William  Booker,  Prince  Edward  county,  convicted  June,  1886,  of  rape, 
and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  August  12,  1887,  by 
request  of  the  judge,  jury,  prosecuting  attorney,  and  others,  upon  the  ground 
that  the  prisoner  was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  charged  by  the  statement  of  the 
woman  in  their  presence. 

106.  Isaac  Lee  Blankenship,  Montgomery  county,  convicted  Deoemb^, 
1886,  of  assault  with  Intent  to  kill,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  five 
years;  pardoned  August  18,  1887,  owing  to  strong  mitigating  circumstances 
and  very  urgent  appeals  from  citizens  for  clemency,  believing  the  sentence 
too  severe  for  the  offence ;  also  certificate  from  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary 
that  his  health  Is  being  seriously  Impaired  by  confinement.  The  petition 
was  also  recommended  by  the  prosecuting  attorney. 

107  and  108.  Julia  Lawrence,  Nelson  county,  convicted  February,  1886,  of 
arson,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  two  years ;  William  Day,  Pitt- 
sylvania county,  convicted  April,  1885,  of  grand  larceny,  and  sentenced  to 
the  penitentiary  for  Ave  years ;  pardoned  August  26,  1887,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that  both  are  hopelessly  ill  of 
consumption,  rapidly  declining,  and  In  a  few  weeks  will  be  too  feeble  to  bear 
transportation. 

109.  May  Collin,  Greene  county,  convicted  April,  1887,  of  assault,  and  sen- 
tenced to  six  months  in  jail  and  fined  |30 ;  pardoned  September  5, 1887,  upon 
the  certificate  of  the  jail  physician  that  **  symptoms  of  typhoid  fever  are 
rapidly  developing,"  and  recommends  that  he  be  released  at  once  and  sent 
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home,  where  he  may  have  proper  and  necessary  attention,  or  fatal  conse- 
quences would,  in  all  probability,  follow.  The  petition  was  signed  by  all  the 
officers  of  the  court. 

110.  Shadrack  Carter,  Augusta  county,  convicted  March,  1886,  of  house- 
breaking, and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  upon 
recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that  the  prisoner  is  hope- 
lessly ill. 

111.  Wesley  Williams,  Elizabeth  City  county,  convicted  March  3,  1887,  of 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail ;  pardoned  September  10th  upon 
recommendation  of  the  judge,  jury,  attorney  for  the  commonwealth,  and 
Boany  prominent  citizens,  because  of  an  invalid  wife  and  very  dependent 
family. 

112.  Charles  R.  Shackleford,  Albemarle  county,  convicted  March,  1885,  of 
grand  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary;  pardoned 
September  29,  1887,  upon  recommendation  of  the  judge,  jury,  attorney  for 
the  commonwealth,  and  piominent  citizens,  on  account  of  his  youth,  and  as 
he  was  only  an  accessory  to  the  crime,  the  principal  having  been  pardoned 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  on  account  of 
m  health. 

113.  Walter  Williams,  Manchester,  convicted  April,  1886,  of  seduction,  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  six  years;  pardoned  October  4,  1887,  on  a 
statement  of  the  woman  made  to  the  governor  that  others  had  had  criminal 
intimacy  with  her  before,  and,  therefore,  it  was  no  case  of  seduction  ;  also,  on 
the  certificate  of  the  chief  of  police  that  she  told  him,  just  after  the  trial,  that 
he  was  not  guilty,  and  a  letter  found  in  her  possession  from  her  cousin, 
showing  previous  intimacy  with  her — which  letter  she  admitted  to  the  gov- 
ernor to  have  received  from  him<  and  had  been  carnally  intimate  with  him. 

114.  Rufus  Martin,  Washington  county,  convicted  January,  1887,  of  forgery^ 
and  sentenced  to  two  years  to  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  October  6,  1887, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that  his  health 
was  such  as  to  admit  of  no  longer  confinement. 

115  and  116.  Elijah  Davis  and  James  Godsey,  convicted  April,  1886,  of 
felony,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  three  years;  pardoned  October 
11,  1887,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  judge,  owing  to  palliating  circum- 
stances, and  endorsed  by  the  commonwealth's  attorney,  jury,  and  most  of 
the  municipal  oflBcers,  as  well  as  a  petition  from  a  large  number  of  prominent 
and  infiuential  citizens. 

117.  Amos  Joyner,  Southampton  county,  convicted  in  1876  of  arson,  and 
sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  October  17,  1887,  upon 
the  certificate  from  the  commonwealth's  attorney  that  subsequent  to  his  con- 
viction facts  have  come  to  the  attention  of  officers  of  the  county  and  citizens 
of  some  very  mitigating  facts,  viz :  that  Joyner  was  convicted  on  very  ques- 
tionable testimony — that  of  a  n«gro  detective  whose  remuneration  depended 
upon  a  conviction  of  some  one. 

118.  Jack  Jarland,  Buckingham  county,  convicted  July,  1887,  of  peijury^ 
and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail ;  pardoned  October  18,  1887,  owing  to 
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mitigating  facts  as  presented  in  a  petition  endorsed  by  tlie  judge,  jury,  attor- 
ney for  the  comiiionwealtii,  clerk  of  circuit  court,  and  others. 

119.  Tyler  Hancock,  Franklin  county,  convicted  August  16,  1886,  of  house- 
breaking, and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  Novem- 
ber, 1887,  on  reconamendation  of  county  judge,  attorney  for  the  commonwealth, 
and  the  man  whose  house  was  broken  open,  and  because  of  previous  good 
character,  and  that  he  has  already  been  in  jail  and  penitentiary  eighteen 
months. 

120.  John  A.  Fields,  Russell  county,  convicted  November  19, 1887,  of  unlaw- 
ful cutting,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  tweive  months ;  pardoned 
November  19,  1887,  on  petition  of  the  entire  jury,  judge,  commonwealth's 
attorney,  and  every  other  ofacer  of  the  court. 

121.  Boland  Reed,  Frederick  county,  convicted  in  1886  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  nine  years  in  the  penitentiary. 

122.  Ambrose  Lyle,  Smythe  county,  convicted  in  1887  of  house-breaking, 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary. 

Both  pardoned  November  30,  1887,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of 
the  penitentiary  that  these  subjects  were  hopelessly  ill  of  scrofulous  and  pul- 
monary diseases. 

123.  Alexander  Craft,  Pittsylvania  county,  convicted  October,  1885,  of 
forgery,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  three  years ;  pardoned  Decem- 
ber 6,  1887,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that 
the  subject  was  hopelessly  insane  from  continued  epileptic  attacks. 

124.  Sarah  Robinson,  Fauquier  county,  convicted  August,  1872,  of  murder 
in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary. 

125.  Dodson  Jeffries,  Halifax  county,  convicted  March,  1887,  of  rape,  and 
sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary. 

Both  pardoned  upon  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary 
that  they  were  hopelessly  diseased,  and  longer  confinement  would  but  hasten 
their  approaching  death. 

126.  Thomas  Lewis,  Portsmouth,  convicted  18th  of  November,  1887,  of  petit 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  jail  for  three  months  by  the  mayor;  pardoned 
November  26,  1887,  upon  recommendation  of  the  mayor,  jail  physician,  com- 
monwealth's attorney,  and  others,  especially  on  physician's  certificate  as  to 
the  bad  condition  of  the  boy's  health. 

127.  Zachary  Taylor  Heal,  Lynchburg,  convicted  March,  1876,  of  grand 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  six  years ;  escaped  May,  1878, 
and  since  then  has  been  leading  a  quiet  and  respectable  life  in  New  Mexico; 
pard«  ned  December  23,  1887,  upon  application  of  prominent  persons  there, 
including  the  United  States  district  attorney.  This  state  has  made  no  eflTort 
to  have  him  returned  to  serve  the  balance  of  his  term,  and  was,  therefore, 
considered  but  right  by  the  executive  tiiat  the  man  should  be  restored  to  thmt 
feeling  of  freedom  which  his  present  upright  and  useful  life  seems  to  entitle 
Mm  to. 
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128.  William  F.  Lindsay,  Campbell,  convicted  October,  1886,  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  ten  years ;  pardoned 
December  31,  1887,  upon  recommendation  of  the  circuit  judge,  who  tried  the 
case,  commonwealth's  attorney,  many  prominent  lawyers,  state  senator, 
some  of  the  jury,  and  citizens. 

129.  John  D.  Pitts,  Norfolk  county,  convicted  October  14,  1886,  of  man- 
slaughter, and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years;  commuted 
DecembiT  29,  1887,  to  two  years  and  six  months.  Pitts  was  in  jail  one  year 
and  four  months  and  twenty-seven  days  pending  his  trial.  The  exercise  of 
executive  clemency  was  under  very  urgent  consideration  for  twelve  mouths, 
and  it  was  only  after  obtaining  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  with  a  thorough 
convictitin  that  from  the  evidence  and  circumstances  there  were  mitigating 
facts  which  did  not  appear  in  the  criminal  trial,  and  the  petition  was  highly 
endorsed  by  lawyers,  prominent  citizens,  Ac. 


130.  John  H.  Fisher,  Accomac  county,  convicted  March,  1886,  of 


and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for ;  pardoned  April  2,  1887, 

upon  recommendation  of  the  county  judge  on  the  ground  that  additional 
evidence  has  been  discovered  since,  mitigating  the  circumstances  in  his  case, 
which,  known  at  the  time,  would  have  resulted  in  his  acquittal,  and  on  the 
petition  of  the  jury  and  prominent  citizens. 

131.  Fannie  Blaokbum,  Alexandria,  convicted  April,  1887,  of  felony,  and 
sentenced  to  one  year  in  jail ;  pardoned  June  29,  1887,  on  the  petition  of  the 
judge  and  jail  physician,  and  others,  that  the  woman  was  in  bad  health,  and 
the  case  one  worthy  of  executive  clemency. 

132.  William  Jenkins,  Wythe  county,  convicted  August,  1885,  of  robbery, 
and  sentenced  to  eight  years  In  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  commonwealth's  attorney,  he  being  convinced  of  prisoner's 
innocence  from  facts  developed  since  the  conviction. 

133.  George  H.  Farmer,  Caroline  county,  convicted  in  1885  of  house  break- 
ing and  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned 
February  24,  1887,  on  petition  of  eleven  of  the  jurors.  Judge  Moncure,  who 
was  then  attorney  for  the  commonwealth,  and  many  citizens. 

134.  John  Stephen,  Henry  county,  convicted  June,  1879,  of  rape,  and  sen- 
tenced to  twenty  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  pardoned  upon  recommendation 
of  the  judge,  jury,  commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the  delegate  from  the 
county. 

135.  Thomas  Brown,  Staunton,  convicted  April,  1886,  of  felonious  assault, 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  one  year,  and  five  years  additional  for 
second  conviction;  pardoned  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  attorney  for  the  commonwealth,  jury,  judge,  Ac. 

136.  Able  Williams,  Warwick  county,  convicted  of  murder  December  4, 
1867,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  life ;  commuted  to  twenty-one 
years  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  commonwealth's  attorney  at  the 
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time  (Colonel  Tabb)  because  he  was  an  accomplice  in  the  crime,  and  has  been 
a  good  prisoner  during  twenty  yeard  of  his  incarceration.  The  principal  to 
the  crime  was  hung. 

187.  J.  8.  McDonald,  Richmond,  convicted  April,  1887,  of  felony,  and  sen- 
tenced to  jail  for  thirty  days ;- pardoned  June  1,  1887,  on  the  recommendatton 
of  Judge  Richardson,  who  sentenced  him,  and  others. 

COMMUTATIONS. 

1.  Thornton  Meredith,  Richmond,  convicted  January,  1886,  of  perjury,  and 
sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  city  jail ;  commuted  to  six  months  in  jail  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  attorney  for  the  commonwealth  and  jury  for  the 
previous  good  charter  of  the  prisoner  and  ignorance  of  the  responsibility  of 
an  oath. 

2  and  3.  William  Harrison  and  Arthur  Harrison,  Henrico  county,  con- 
victed January,  1885,  of  house-breaking,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  state 
prison ;  commut<»d  to  eighteen  months  in  jail  on  account  of  their  youth,  and 
recommendation  of  the  judge,  commonwealth's  attorney ,  and  others,  believing 
that  the  ends  of  justice  would  thereby  be  accomplished. 

4.  Albert  S.  Harvey,  Richmond,  convicted  November,  1885,  of  forgery,  and 
sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to  six  months  in  jafl 
February  17,  1886;  recommended  by  the  judge,  jury,  commonwealth's  attor- 
ney, and  others,  connected  with  the  case,  on  account  of  the  extreme  youth 
of  the  prisoner. 

5.  Mary  Coolie,  Gloucester  county,  convicted  March  3,  1885,  of  bigamy,  and 
sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary;  commuted  February  23, 188ft, 
to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary,  satisfactory  proof  being  presented  that  her 
guilt  was  only  technical,  and  highly  recommended  by  the  judge,  jury,  and 
commonwealth's  attorney. 

6.  Tennessee  Fugate,  Lee  county,  convicted  July,  1881,  of  rape,  and  sen- 
tenced to  ten  years'  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison ;  commuted  February 
24,  1886,  to  five  years,  from  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  person  upon  whom 
the  crime  was  alleged  to  have  been  committed,  was  of  verv  doubtful  chaste 
character,  and  on  the  ground  that  the  commutation  would  be  full  expiation 
for  the  crime. 

7.  H.  Stewart  Whltehurst,  Norfolk,  convicted  February  5,  1886,  for  keep- 
ing a  keno  table,  and  sentenced  to  two  months  in  jail  and  fined  one  hundred 
dollars ;  commuted  February  26,  1886,  to  one  month  in  jail  and  line  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  because  the  prisoner  could  not  obtain  all  the  evidence  which 
would  mitigate  the  charge,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  jury  and 
others. 

8   Henry  Matthews,  Hanover  county,  convicted  April,  1883,  of  rape,  and 

sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to  three  years  in  view 

of  the  peculiar  circumstances  surrounding  the  case.    The  commutation  was 

recommended  by  the  judge,  jury,  and  commonwealth's  attorney — the  »en- 

,  tence  of  the  jury  being  the  lowest  term  allowed  by  law. 
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9.  Julia  Guy^  convicted  January,  1881 ,  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  to  nine 
years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to  seven  years.  She  having  plead 
^ilty,  was  sentenced  to  nine  years,  and  her  accomplice  was  sentenced  to 
seven  years,  who  was  the  worst  of  the  two. 

10 and  11.  Nathaniel  Long  and  George  B.  Finni^y,  convicted  Decembers, 

1885,  of  assault  and  battery,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail ;  commuted 
to  three  months  in  jail  March  9,  1886 ;  recommended  by  the  party  upon  whom 
the  assault  was  made  and  numerous  other  citizens. 

li,  Richard  Brown,  convicted  March,  1886,  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  to 
five  years  in  the  penitentiary;  commutea  March  8,  1886,  to  nine  months  in 
the  city  jail;  highly  recommended  by  the  judge,  jury,  and  attorney  for  the 
commonwealth. 

13.  Chester  Hughes,  convicted  April,  1875,  of  murder,  and  sentenced  to 
eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to  twelve  years  and  six  months 
March  5,  1886.  He  having  served  more  than  half  of  the  sentenced  with  good 
conduct,  and  upon  the  certificate  of  prominent  citizens  that  the  killing  was 
more  accidental  than  intentional,  while  under  the  inflence  of  strong  drink. 

14.  Lewis  Quarles,  convicted  October,  1885,  of  unlawful  shooting,  and  sen- 
tentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jjiil ;  commuted  May  6,  1886,  to  eight  months 
in  jail,  upon  the  request  of  the  judge,  commonwealth's  attorney,  and  others, 
that  the  term  he  had  served  was  full  expiation  of  the  crime. 

15.  James  Brown,  convicted  March,  1886,  of  malicious  assault,  and  sen- 
tenced to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to  three  months  May  1, 

1886,  upon  strong  mitigating  circumstances  and  good  recommendations. 

16.  J.  L.  Root,  convicted  May  1,  1886,  of  assault  and  battery,  and  sentenced 
to  twenty  days  in  jail ;  commuted  May  13,  1886,  to  five  days  in  jail,  upon 
testimony  that  the  assault  was  committed  in  the  protection  of  his  family 
from  insults. 

17.  Jefferson  Brokenbrough,  convicted  October,  1871,  of  arson,  and  sen- 
tenced to  be  hung,  afterwards  commuted  to  imprisonment  for  life  by  Gov- 
ernor Walker ;  commuted  May  18, 1886,  to  seventeen  years  in  the  penitentiary 
upon  the  testimony  of  the  commonwealth's  attorney  and  reliable  citizens 
that  the  prisoner  was  convicted  on  questionable  testimony,  as  subsequent 
facts  proved. 

18  and  19.  Rose  Bemmes  and  Mary  Semmes,  convicted  of  larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to  six  months  in  the 
county  jail  May  19,  1886,  satisfactory  evidence  being  given  that  they  were 
convicted  upon  illegal  testimony. 

20.  John  Wakefield,  convicted  May  3,  1886,  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six 
months  in  jail ;  commuted  to  one  month  in  jail,  upon  a  very  strong  paper 
from  the  mayor  and  others  that  the  prisoner  having  prior  to  the  offence 
borne  a  good  character,  and  was  discharged  from  the  army  as  insane. 

21.  Walter  Sumpter,  convicted  December,  1882,  of  robbery,  and  sentenced 
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to  eight  yeans  in  the  penitentiary ;  June  1,  1886,  commuted  to  four  years  by 
request  of  the  attorney  for  the  commonwealth  and  certificate  of  the  surgeon 
of  the  penitentiary  that  the  prisoner  is  in  very  bad  health,  and  longer  con- 
finement would  imperil  his  life. 

22.  Grant  English,  convicted  January  15,  1886,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced to  six  months  in  jail ;  commuted  June  19,  1886,  to  five  months,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  sheriff,  and  others ;  also  a 
letter  from  the  jail  physician  that  confinement  was  very  seriously  impairing 
the  health  of  the  prisoner,  and  if  not  released  at  once  would  permanently  effect 
his  health,  and,  in  all  probability,  hasten  his  death. 

No.  23.  L.  R.  Newman,  convicted  April  21,  1886,  of  perjury,  and  sentenced 
to  one  year  in  jail;  commuted  July  7,  1886,  to  seven  months  in  jail  upon 
recommendation  of  the  attorney  for  the  commonwealth,  owing  to  the  depen- 
dency of  his  family,  also,  believing  that  the  perjury  was  committed  in  a  con- 
fusion of  mind,  which  goes  far  to  negative  all  unlawful  intent. 

No.  24.  Robert  Campbell,  Middlesex  county,  convicted  May,  1885,  of  rape, 
and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary;  commuted  July  8,  1886,  to 
fifteen  months  in  the  penitentiary  upon  the  ground  that  the  evidence  did  not 
sustain  the  charge  of  rape,  only  attempt  to  commit  rape ;  certified  to  by  the 
judge,  jury,  commonwealth  attorney  and  all  the  county  officers. 

No.  25.  John  Harman,  convicted  July,  1886,  of  felonious  assault,  and  sen- 
tenced to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  July  23, 1886,  to  six  months 
in  :  penitentiary  because  of  insufiSciency  of  evidence  to  show  felonious 
ii^i,ent,  on  the  contrary,  evidence  tending  to  show  self-defence. 

No.  26.  Hugh  Sykes,  Petersburg,  convicted  July,  1878,  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted 
July  24,  1886,  to  nine  years  in  the  penitentiary  upon  the  request  of  the  com- 
monwealth's attorney,  a  long  list  of  prominent  citizens,  and  the  certificate  of 
the  hurgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that  the  prisoner  is  suffering  from  a  constitu- 
tional disease  from  which  he  can  never  recover,  and  longer  confinement  would 
but  tend  to  hasten  his  death. 

No.  27.  Horace  Bennett,  Warren  county,  convicted  December,  1881,  of  horse- 
stealing, and  sentenced  to  eight  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  July 
24,  1886,  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary  upon  recommendation  of  the  judge, 
commonwealth's  attorney,  and  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that  the  health  of 
the  prisoner  is  bad,  and  longer  confinement  would  impair  it  to  that  extent 
that  recovery  would  be  highly  improbable. 

No.  28.  Al.  Cole,  Amherst  county,   convicted  June,   1886^  of  assault,  and 
sentenced  to  three  years  in  state  prison ;  commuted  to  six  months  in   the 
county  jail  July  29,  1886,  upon  the  recommendation  of  judge,  jury,  conmion- 
wealth's  attorney,  and  many  reputable  citizens,  the  evidence  being  insufl3 
cient  to  justifiy  the  severity  of  the  verdict. 

No.  29.  Arthur  Ferguson,  Richmond  city,  convicted,  1886,  of  felonious 
assault,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  August  2, 
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1886,  to  Jail  to  serve  balance  of  tenn  as  reoommended  by  the  judge,  common- 
wealth's attorney,  and  others  that  commutation  would  answer  the  demands 
of  justice. 

30.  J.  T.  Jackson,  Page  county,  convicted  July,  1886,  of  illicitly  selling 
liquor,  and  sentenced  to  jail  for  six  months  and  fined  $100 ;  commuted  Octo- 
ber 5th  to  two  months  in  jail  and  fine  of  $100  as  recommended  by  the  judge, 
oommonwealth's  attorney,  sheriff,  and  other  prominent  citizens  of  the  county. 

31.  Thomas  Cordrey,  Manchester,  convicted  October  2,  1886,  of  unlawful 
cutting,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  conmiuted  October 
6th  to  one  year  in  jail,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Judge,  attorney  for 
the  conmion wealth,  and  others. 

32.  Qeorge  Edmondson,  Lee  county,  convicted  August,  1881,  of  rape,  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  eleven  years ;  commuted  October  9,  1886,  to 
six  years  in  the  x)enitentiary,  by  request  of  the  judge,  commonwealth's 
attorney,  and  others,  setting  forth  the  fact  of  excessive  punishment,  he  being 
particep  criminis  with  two  others,  whose  term  of  sentence  was  ten  years,  and 
both  of  whom  have  since  been  pardoned. 

33.  Frank  Jackson,  Greene  county,  convicted  April,  1885,  of  horse-stealing, 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  three  years ;  conmiuted  to  one  year  and 
six  months,  upon  request  of  the  judge,  jury,  and  others,  on  account  of  miti* 
gating  circumstandes. 

34.  C.  B.  Cooper,  Richmond  city,  convicted  March,  1885,  of  forgery,  and 
sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  October  26,  1886,  to 
one  year  and  ten  months  in  the  penitentiary,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
commonwealth's  attorney  and  the  surgeon  of  the  state  prison,  who  certifier 
that  he  has  been  a  very  efficient  hospital  steward,  and  that  his  health  is  now 
giving  away.    The  petition  was  endorsed  by  the  jury  who  convicted  him. 

35.  H.  Barton  Smith,  Danville,  convicted  of  malicious  shooting,  and  sen- 
tenced to  seven  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to  six  years  and  five 
months  on  petition  of  the  woman  who  was  shot,  on  account  of  her  absence  at 
the  time  of  the  trial  as  a  witness,  and  reconmiended  by  the  judge  and  com- 
monwealth's attorney. 

86.  Joseph  R.  Sands,  convicted  March  11, 1886,  of  perjury,  and  sentenced 
to  twelve  months  in  jail ;  commuted  to  four  months  upon  recommendation 
of  the  jury.  Had  the  law  allowed  it,  under  the  circumstances,  they  would 
not  have  sentenced  him  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  days,  and  the  certifi- 
oate  of  the  jail  physician  that  the  prisoner's  health  is  giving  away  fh)m  con- 
finement. 

37.  Washington  Williams,  Amelia  county,  convicted  October,  1874,  of 
attempted  rate,  and  sentenced  to  seventeen  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  com- 
muted to  thirteen  years  and  six  months,  upon  recommendation  of  ten  of  the 
jury,  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  senator,  and  upon  satisfactory 
evidence  that  the  boy  (a  mere  youth)  made  no  attempt  at  rape— was  only 
guilty  of  indecent  exposure  of  person. 
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88.  James  Turner,  Roanoke  county,  convicted  July,  1885,  of  house-breaking 
and  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to 
one  year,  upon  the  solicitation  of  the  judge,  Jury,  and  common  wealth's 
attorney,  as  he  would  be  an  important  witness  in  a  murder  case. 

89.  Susan  Oglesby,  Charles  City  couniy,  convicted  of  petit  larceny,  and 
sentenced  to  three  mouths  in  jail ;  commuted  August  16,  1886,  to  two  months 
in  jail,  upon  recommendation  of  the  judgf ,  sheriff,  and  jailor,  the  woman 
having  given  birth  in  jail,  and  longer  confinement  under  the  circumstances 
would  endanger  the  life  of  both  mother  and  child. 

40.  James  Holmes,  Nelson  county,  convicted  in  1873  of  rape,  and  sentenced 
to  fifteen  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  September  22,  1886,  to  twelve 
years  in  the  penitentiary,  on  the  ground  that  the  affidavit  showed  that  he 
was  under  the  age  of  thirteen  at  the  time  the  offence  was  committed,  and, 
therefore,  could  not  be  convicted  of  rape  without  indubitable  proof  that  he 
had  reached  the  age  of  puberty ;  recommended  »>y  the  judge,  jury,  and  moth^ 
of  the  girl  upon  whom  the  offence  was  committed. 

41  Robert  English,  Franklin  county,  convicted  March,  1879,  of  murder 
in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  fifteen  years  In  the  penitentiary ;  com- 
muted October  29,  1886,  to  eight  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  executive  clemency 
strongly  urgt>d  by  the  judge,  jury,  commonwealth's  attorney,  and  others 
owing  to  strong  miti^ting  circumstances. 

42.  James  Batton,  Princes  Anne  county,  convicted  June,  1876,  of  mur- 
der, and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to 
twelve  years  in  the  penitentiary  upon  recommendation  of  entire  Jury  that 
are  living,  all  the  officers  of  the  court,  wife  of  party  killed,  and  because  the 
brother  of  the  prisoner  was  jwirdoned  about  three  years  ago,  who  was  con- 
victed upon  the  same  charge ;  the  petition  was  also  signed  by  many  promi- 
nent citizens,  including  the  member  of  the  legislature,  who  was  the  surgeon 
in  the  post  mortem  and  was  thoroughly  informed  as  to  the  circumstances. 

43.  Ernest  B.  Nesslage,  Richmond  city,  convicted  October  6,  1886,  of 
in  voluntary*  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  ninty  days  in  Jail  and  fined  flOO ; 
commuted  to  forty-five  days  in  jail  and  fine  of  $100  upon  recommendation  or 
reputable  citizens  that  his  conduct  has  always  been  good  heretofore,  and  other 
mitigating  circumstances. 

44.  John  Jackson,  Richmond,  convicted  July  21,  1886,  of  petit  larceny, 
and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  city  Jail,  and  was  subsequently  aasanltiog 
a  woman  through  the  jail  door  with  a  stone,  and  sentenced  to  jail  for  this 
second  offence  for  three  months  and  fined  $10  and  costs  ;  commuted  Novem- 
ber 18,  1886,  to  four  months  in  jail  and  fine  of  $10  and  costs  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  police  justice  who  convicted  him  and  the  surgeon  of  the  Jail, 
who  certifies  that  the  prisoner  is  suffering  with  incipient  consumption;  tiie 
petition  was  presented  by  the  woman  whom  the  prisoner  assaulted  and  urged 
his  pardon. 

45.  Alexander  Farmer,  Richmond,  convicted  September  29,  1886,  of 
assault  and  battery,  and  sentenced  to  three  months  in  Jidl ;  ccnnmuted  to  two

months  in  Jail  November  20, 1886,  by  request  of  the  officers  of  the  court  and 
prominent  citizens  because  of  the  suffering  condition  of  his  wife  and  child 
who  are  wholly  dependent  on  him. 

46.  John  W.  Sprouse,  Albemarle  county,  convicted  August,  1885,  of 
Forgery,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  conmiuted  Novem- 
ber 26,  1886,  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary  upon  recommendation  of  the 
judge,  Jury  and  many  prominent  citizens  on  account  of  mitigating  circum- 
stances, and  the  fact  that  he  had  served  nearly  twelve  months  in  Jail  x)ending 
his  trial. 

47.  George  Ford,  Montgomery  county,  convicted  June,  1886,  of  receiv- 
ing stolen  goods,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  Jail ;  commuted  to  five 
months  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Judge,  attorney  for  the  common- 
wealth, sergeant,  Jailer,  and  others. 

48.  Wm.  J.  Fontaine,  Buckingham  county,  convicted  April  25,  1886,  of 
voluntary  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary ; 
commuted  to  four  years  and  two  months  upon  recommendation  of  the  judge, 
jury  and  commonwealth's  attorney,  and  prominent  citizens,  setting  forth  the 
strong  probability  of  accidental  shooting. 

49.  Sarah  Lane,  Winchester,  convicted  September,  1886,  of  petit  larceny, 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  twelve  months ;  commuted  to  Jail  until 
February  8, 1887,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Judge,  some  of  the  Jury,  com- 
monwealth's attorney,  and  others,  believing  that  the  punishment  was  too 
severe  for  the  crime  and  mitigating  circumstances. 

50  and  51.  Charles  Armstrong  and  Wells  Hawkins,  Richmond  city,  con- 
victed March,  1886,  of  robbery,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  Jail ;  com- 
muted to  eight  months  and  two  weeks  in  Jail  upon  recommendation  of  the 
jodge.  Jury  and  commonwealth's  attorney,  the  prisoners  having  been  confined 
in  jail  thiee  months  before  conviction,  and  some  mitigating  circumstances. 

52.  Thomas  Cordrey,  Manchester,  convicted  October  22,  1886,  of  unlawful 
cutting,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  October 
5th  to  Jail  for  one  year ;  January  17, 1887,  was  further  commuted  to  six  months 
in  Jail  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Judge  and  some  of  the  {ury,  and  other 
citizens,  believing  that  the  ends  of  Justice  would  be  met  and  would  relieve  his 
dependent  and  sufl'ering  family. 

58.  H.  G.  Stokes,  Portsmouth,  convicted  September,  1886,  of  larceny,  and 
sentenced  to  six  months  in  Jail ;  commuted  February,  1887,  to  five  months 
jipon  certificate  of  surgeon  of  the  Jail  that  ftirther  confinement  would  result 
in  death  or  hopeless  insanity,  signed  by  the  Judge,  commonwealth's  attorney, 
jury,  derk  of  the  court,  and  others. 

64.  Wm.  H.  Robinson,  convicted  January,  1878,  of  burglary,  and  sentenced 
to  the  penitentiary  for  ten  years,  with  five  years  additional  for  second  convio- 
tkm ;  commiited  March,  1867,  to  eleven  years  upon  reocmimendation  of  the 
judge,  oonomon wealth's  attorney  and  others.

65.  J.  W.  FoZ)  oonvioted  March,  1878,  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  i 
sentenced  to  eleven  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  March  19, 1887,  to 
eight  years  in  the  penitentiary,  as  reconmiended  by  Mr.  Fltspatrick  and  othefB^ 
upon  the  ground  that  he  was  convicted  on  the  evidence  of  a  wliite  woman  of 
very  questionable  morals,  having  since  had  a  negro  child. 

66.  Howard  Scott,  convicted  September,  1886,  of  felony,  and  sentenced  to 
two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  March  24, 1887,  to  six  months  in 
the  penitentiary  ;  recommended  by  the  Judge,  Jury,  conmionwealth's  attor- 
ney, and  others,  owing  to  strong  mitigating  circumstances. 

57.  Joe  Panly,  Wythe  county,  convicted  September,  1886,  of  manslaughter, 
and  sentenced  to  eight  years  in  the  penitentiary,  with  one  year  added  by  the 
circuit  court  of  Richmond  for  attempt  to  escape ;  conmiuted  April  5, 1887, 
upon  petition  of  General  James  A.  Walker,  with  affidavits  of  others,  that  the 
prisoner  was  shooting  at  some  negroes  and  accidentally  killed  a  white  man, 
with  whom  he  had  no  quarrel.

58.  John  BoUins,  Alexandria,  Va.,  convicted  in  1872  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to 
seventeen  years  in  the  penitentiary,  upon  reconmiendation  of  counsel  and 
prominent  citizens,  believing  that  the  ends  of  Justice  had  been  met. 

59.  George  P.  Anderson,  convicted  October,  1876,  of  rape,  and  sentenced  to 
fourteen  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  conmiuted  to  twelve  years,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Judge,  part  of  Jury,  commonwealth's  attorney,  sheriiT, 
clerk  of  the  court,  and  others.

61.  Betsey  Monday,  Grayson  county,  convicted  May,  1885,  of  felony,  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years ;  conmiuted  to  two  years,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  the  prison,  conmionwealth's  attorney, 
ex-member  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  others,  owing  to  mitigating  Ikcts 
and  bad  health. 

62.  Albert  Smith,  convicted  November,  1886,  of  seduction,  and  sentenced 
to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  April  18th  to  six  months  in  the 
penitentiary,  as  recommended  by  the  ex-Judge,  Jury,  commonwealth's  atto^> 
ney,  and  others,  because  the  prisoner  did  not  have  the  benefit  of  some  AmIs 
at  the  trial  which  would  have  mitigated  the  charge.

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64.  Lucy  Smith,  Middlesex  county,  convicted  of  attempt  to  commit  murder, 
and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  Jail ;  commuted  to  tliree  months  in  jail  hy 
request  of  county  officials. 

66.  Patrick  Fitzgerald,  Pittsylvania  county,  convicted  March,  1887,  of 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary;  commuted  to  five 
months,  on  the  reconmiendation  of  the  Judge,  Jury,  and  commonwealth's 
attorney,  owing  to  mitigating  circumstances.

dan  that  his  health  has  been  much  impaired  by  confinement,  and  if  not  dis- 
charged will  endanger  his  life. 

69.  Peter  Slaughter,  Culpeper  county,  convicted  July,  1887,  of  murder  in 
the  first  degree,  and  sentenced  to  be  hung ;  commuted  to  eighteen  years  in 
the  penitentiary  as  reconomended  by  the  judge,  all  of  the  jury  (except  one), 
prosecuting  attorney,  and  others,  all  of  whom  agree  that  death  punishment 
was  too  severe,  as  the  murder  was  committed  in  the  presence  of  others  and 
being  an  idiot,  wad  induced  to  commit  the  deed  under  the  impression  that  he 
was  protecting  his  wife  from  illicit  intercourse  fh)m  the  victim. 

70.  Granville  White,  Portsmouth,  convicted  January,  1887,  of  petit  larceny, 
and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail ;  commuted  to  four  months,  upon  certifi- 
eate  of  jail  physician  owing  to  a  complication  of  diseases  fh)m  which  death 
must  ensue  if  longer  confined,  and  the  endorsement  of  the  mayor  who  sen- 
tenced him. 

71.  Jefi'erson  Thomas,  Richmond,  convicted  of  petit  larceny  February  28, 
1886,  and  sentenced  to  four  months  in  Jail,  subsequently  sentenced  to  six 
months  in  Jail ;  was  commuted  to  six  months  on  the  ground  that  the  culprit 
had  served  more  time  in  Jail  than  the  term  of  sentence  fixed  by  law. 

72.  Wm.  B.  Wright,  Richmond,  convicted  March  14, 1887,  of  misdemeanor, 
and  sentenced  to  eight  months  in  Jail ;  conmiuted  July  13th  to  five  months, 
upon  reconmiendation  of  Judge,  conmionwealth's  attorney,  and  others. 

78.  C.  E.  Hayden,  Nottoway  eonnty,  convicted  of  burglary,  and  sentenced 
to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years ;  commuted  July  21st  to  two  years  and  six 
months,  upon  a  petition  of  citizens,  including  the  man  who  was  robbed, 
sMomey  fbr  the  ocxmmonwealth,  Jttdge,  sheriflT,  a  number  of  the  Jury,  and 
<^k  of  the  court. 
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74.  Isaac  Lee  Blankenship,  Montgomery  county,  convicted  December,  1886, 
of  Bfisault  with  intent  to  kill,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary; 
commuted  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  executive  clemency  being  urged 
by  the  prosecuting  attorney  and  many  prominent  citizens,  believing  that  the 
sentenced  was  too  severe,  and  a  certificate  from  the  surgeon  of  the  peniten- 
tiary that  his  health  is  being  impaired  by  confinement. 

75.  Lewis  Kidd,  Manchester,  convicted  of  unlawful  shooting,  and  senten- 
ced to  twelve  months  in  the  penitentiary ;  commuted  to  twelve  months  in 
jail,  upon  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  others. 

76.  8.  P.  Woodson,  Richmond,  convicted  February,  1887,  of  forgery,  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  two  years;  commuted  to  one  month  in  jail 
on  recommendation  of  the  judge,  commonwealth's  attorney  and  proprietor  of 
the  exchange  hotel,  the  latter  being  the  person  upon  whom  the  draft  was 
sorged.  • 

77.  Margaret  Fogus,  Lynchburg,  convicted  July,  1881,  of  felony  on  two 
indictments,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  eight  years;  conmiuted 
September  22,  1887,  to  seven  years,  upon  the  petition  of  prominent  citizens, 
those  of  the  jury  who  are  living  and  the  gentleman  who  was  robbed  and  mn 
attempt  to  poison  him,  all  writing  in  the  belief  that  the  ends  of  justice  have 
been  met. 

78.  Thomas  Herus,  Prince  William,  convicted  of  felony,  and  sentenced  to 
the  penitentiary  for  eight  years ;  commuted  September  25,  1887,  to  four  years 
on  the  application  of  the  judge,  jury,  commonwealth's  attorney,  and  others, 
owing  to  mitigating  facts. 

79.  Luther  Qarrison,  Fairfax,  convicted  September,  1887,  of  grand  kkroeny, 
and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary ;  conmiuted  to  forty  five  days 
in  jail,  owing  to  his  youth  and  the  mitigating  facts  as  presented  in  the  peti- 
tion and  endorsed  by  the  judge,  jury,  and  citizens. 

80.  Nelson  Harris,  Richmond,  Va.,  convicted  in  1886  of  larceny,  and  sen- 
tenced to  jail  for  twelve  months  and  fined  $50 ;  commuted  to  ten  months  in 
Jail  and  fine  of  $50,  upon  recommendation  of  the  commonwealth's  attorn^ 
and  others,  he  having  (now  September,  1887,)  served  the  ftill  term  in  jail  for 
the  time  prescribed  by  law. 

81.  Lewis  P.  Kidd,  Manchester,  convicted  March,  1887,  of  seducton  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  one  year;  was  commuted  to  jaiL  Sep- 
tember, 1887,  was  commuted  to  seven  months  in  jail,  upon  reoonmiendft> 
tion  of  the  surgeon  of  the  jail  that  his  health  was  bad,  and  longer  confine- 
ment  would,  in  all  probability,  seriously  impair  it  for  life. 

82.  Andrew  Spotswood,  Richmond,  convicted  July,  1887,  of  bors^ary,  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years ;  commuted  to  three  months  In 
the  city  jail  on  recommendation  of  the  attorney  for  the  commonwealtii.  Jury, 
and  others— they  recommended  six  months. 

88.  Armistead  Whitehead,  Charlotte,  convicted  in  1866  of  horse  stealing, 
together  with  stibeequent  convictions,  aggregating  a  term  of  sentence  to  the 
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penitentiary  for  thirty-eight  years ;  oommuted  October  22, 1887,  to  twenty- 
one  years,  upon  an  application  endorsed  by  a  large  number  of  the  most 
prominent  citizens  of  this  city,  and  it  appearing  to  the  executive  that  the 
term  of  commutation  will  be  sufficient  expiation  of  the  crime  for  which  he 
was  convicted. 

84.  Prentis  Belcher,  Scott  county,  convicted  November  18,  1885,  of  murder 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years ;  oommuted  November  12, 
1887,  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Jury, 
circuit  Judge,  county  officers,  and  a  large  number  of  citizens,  owing  to  some 
mitigating  facts. 

86.  Marion  Beese,  Mecklenburg  county,  convicted  October  29,  1887,  of  sell- 
ing liquor  without  a  license,  and  sentenced  to  Jail  for  twenty  days  and  fined 
$100 ;  commuted  November  12th  to  fifteen  da  s  in  jail  and  fine  $100,  upon  a 
recommendation  from  the  trial  Judge  and  Jail  physician  that  his  health  was 
in  such  condition  that  longer  confinement  would  endanger  his  life. 

86.  Amos  Tyler,  Surry  county,  convicted  in  1880  of  murder,  and  sentenced 
to  the  penitentiary  for  fifteen  years;  commuted  October  11,  1887,  to  eight 
years  in  the  penitentiary,  on  the  application  of  reliable  citizens  that  another 
party — Gteorge  "Warde — was  the  real  murderer,  and  so  confessed  before  he 
died.  It  was  on  his  testimony  that  Tyler  was  convicted ;  he  beiog  set  free  by 
turning  informer;  also  on  the  petition  of  nearly  all  of  the  Jury,  common- 
wealth's attorney  at  the  time,  and  all  the  other  officers  of  the  county. 

87.  James  S.  Nook,  Accomac,  convicted  December  1, 1887,  of  violating  local 
option  law,  and  sentenced  to  Jail  for  thirty  day ;  commuted  I>eceml)er  12th  to 
thirteen  days  in  jail,  upon  reconmiendation  of  the  judge.  Jail  physician,  and 
the  other  officers  of  the  county  court. 

88.  John  L.  Wright,  Fredericksburg,  convicted  December  9,  1887  of  horse 
stealing,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  three  years ;  commuted  to  four 
months  in  Jail,  upon  recommendation  of  the  commonwealth's  attorney  and 
Jury,  owing  to  the  extreme  youth  of  the  ofl'ender. 

89.  Langdon  Lewis,  Prince  William,  convicted  September,  1879,  of  horse 
stealing,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary  and  five  years  added 
for  second  conviction ;  commuted  December  14, 1887,  to  ten  years  in  the  pen- 
itentiary, on  the  reconmiendation  of  the  Judge,  commonwealth's  attorney, 
and  some  of  the  Jury. 

90.  Wm.  Akers,  Montgomery  county,  convicted  January,  1887,  of  felony, 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  two  years ;  commuted  December,  1887, 
to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Judge,  common- 
wealth's attorney,  Jury  and  others,  owing  to  mitigating  circumstances. 

91.  Daniel  T.  Hall,  convicted  November  17, 1887,  of  manslaughter,  and  sen- 
tenced to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years ;  commuted  December  22, 1887,  to  five 
years  in  jail,  upon  the  solicitation  of  the  conmionwealth's  attorney  and  many 
prominent  citizens,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  judge. 
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92.  Sheltz  Harvey,  Pulaski  county,  convicted  February,  1887,  of  unlawM 
cutting,  and  sentenced  to  tlie  penitentiary  for  two  years ;  sentenced  commuted 
December  20, 1887,  to  ten  montlis  in  tlie  penitentiary,  upon  recommendatioD 
of  tlie  prosecuting  attorney  and  Jury. 

RESPITES. 

1.  Thomas  J.  Cluverius,  Richmond,  convicted,  1885,  of  murder  in  the  firet 
degree  by  the  hustings  court  of  Richmond  and  sustained  by  the  court  of 
appeals,  and  was  sentenced  to  be  hung  December  10, 1886 ;  respited  thirty-^ve 
days,  as  the  case  was  not  finally  decided  under  an  appeal  for  executive  clem- 
ency, within  but  a  few  days  fixed  by  the  court  for  the  execution,  in  cooBe- 
quence  of  all  the  facts  not  having  been  pesented,  and  upon  an  appeal  from 
his  spiritual  advisor. 

2.  Holmes  R.  Puryear,  Prince  G^rge  county,  convicted  of  murder  in  the 
first  degree ;  sentenced  May  6,  1887,  to  be  hung  July  15, 1887.  Respited  until 
August  12,  1887. 

3.  William  Finchum,  Rockingham  county,  convicted  of  murder  in  theflnt 
degree,  and  sentenced  to  be  hung  December  16, 1887 ;  respited  until  Decem- 
ber 30,  1887.

To  the  Hon,  John  L.  Hurt, 

President  pro  tem,  of  the  Senate: 

The  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  acting  under  a  resolution  of  the 
Senate,  directing  it  **to  proceed  with  the  Investigation  of  the  right  of  Wm. 
M.  Ellis  to  a  seat  in  the  Senate  from  the  fouith  senatorial  district/'  beg  leave 
to  report  that  at  the  first  meeting  to  consider  said  matter  the  following  reso- 
lutions were  adopted : 

Resolved  1,  That  a  sub-committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  chairman, 
who  shall  proceed  at  <»nce  to  the  investigation  of  the  question  whether  or  not 
William  M.  Ellis  Is  entitled  to  a  seat  as  member  of  thp  Virginia  Senate  from 
the  fourth  senatorial  district,  now  held  by  D.  F.  Houston. 

2.  That  the  contesant  be  allowed  five  days  within  which  to  file  before  the 
committee  a  specification  of  the  grounds  of  his  contest,  specifying  the  number 
of  illegal  votes  cast  at  each  precinct  which  he  desires  to  contest,  and  the 
objections  thereto,  and  such  other  grounds  of  Illegality  and  fraud  as  he  will 
rely  upon  In  his  contest. 

3.  That  ten  days  from  the  filing  of  Wm.  M.  Ellis'  grounds  of  contest  be 
allowed  D.  F.  Houston  within  which  to  file  his  answer  to  the  specification  of 
Wm.  M.  Ellis,  and  to  file  any  counter  charges  on  which  he  may  desire  an 
investigation ;  In  which  counter  charges  the  same  particularity  of  specifica- 
tion shall  be  required  as  of  the  specifications  of  Wm.  M.  Ellis. 

4.  Whether  further  time  shall  be  allowed  Wm.  M.  Ellis  In  which  to  rejoin 
Bhall  then  be  decided  by  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections. 

5.  That  the  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  shall  select  a  stenographer,  who 
sball  be  clerk  of  the  sub-committee,  and  in  whose  custody  all  papers  shall  be 
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filed,  the  following  of  which  shall  be  ipso  faoto  notice  thereof  to  all  parties. 
All  papers  so  filed  sliall  be  accessible  to  all  parties  in  interest. 

6.  The  place  of  taking  all  depositions  shall  be  fixed  by  the  sub-committee, 
and  they  shall  take  the  same.  The  sCib-committee  shall  Judge  and  determine 
of  the  time  and  manner  of  taking  the  testimony,  proper  notice  thereof  being 
given  to  the  contestant  and  contestee. 

7.  Copies  of  these  resolutions  shall  be  delivered  by  the  clerk  of  the  com- 
mittee to  each  party  ipterested  at  once. 

8.  It  is  the  sense  of  the  committee  that  the  evidence  shall  be  confined  to 
the  issue  Joined. 

Under  these  resolutions  the  following  aub-committee  was  appointed  by  the 
ehalrman,  viz:  Messrs.  Moore,  Blackstoue,  Harrison,  Arthur,  and  Naooe, 
wlio,  after  the  filing  of  the  specifications  of  Mr.  Ellis,  and  the  answer  thereto 
by  Mr.  Houston,  and  due  notice  thereof  to  each,  as  required  by  said  resolu- 
tions, proceeded  to  take  the  testimony  produced  by  each  party.  The  said 
charges  and  counter  cliarges,  and  the  evidence  taken  by  the  sub-committee 
are  herewith  returned. 

The  sub-committee,  after  a  patient  and  laborious  investigation  of  the  case, 
presented  the  following  report  as  the  result  of  their  labors : 

Fbbrua&y  29,  1888. 

To  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections^  * 

Senate  of  Virginia: 

The  sub-committee  appointed  to  Investigate  the  case  of  Wm.  M.  EUis 
against  D.  F.  Houston,  involving  the  representation  of  the  fourth  senatorial 
district,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  conclusions  reached : 

1.  There  Is  no  proof  of  fraud,  or  attempt  at  fraud,  in  the  conduct  of  the  elec- 
tion out  of  which  this  contest  arises. 

2.  What  are  so  frequently  and  elaborately  mentioned  in  the  record  as  the 
"sticker  ballots,"  cast  for  Houston,  and  more  than  thirty-five  (35)  in  num- 
ber, are  not,  as  the  sub-committee  thinks,  illegal,  and  were  properly  counted 
and  included  In  the  return. 

3.  There  was  no  such  Irregularity  in  the  action  of  the  Judges  of  election  at 
the  second  ward  polls  in  Roanoke  city,  as  to  Justify  any  charge  of  the  result 
certified  from  that  precinct. 

4.  At  Central  precinct,  in  Montgomery  county,  the  poll-book  shows  303 
names;  the  Judges  certified  that  174  votes  were  cast  for  Ellis,  and  135 for 
Houston— a  total  of  309.  There  were  310  ballots  deposited  in  the  clerk's  office, 
one  of  them  bearing  no  name  of  a  candidate  for  Senator.  Therefore  six  (6) 
votes  were  improperly  counted  which,  acc«>rding  to  the  best  authorities,  proof 
of  fraud  being  absent,  should  be  lost  by  the  candidates  pro  rata.  A  calcula- 
tion, fractions  discarded,  siiows  that,  under  the  rule  stated,  the  result  at  that 
precinct  remains  unchanged. 

5.  The  following  named  persons  who  voted  for  Houston  were  not  entitled 
to  vote:  Thomas  English,  E.  English.  Columbus  Steptoe,  Lewis  Gravely, 
Harrison  Gravely,  W.  T.  Oliver,  Peter  Ferris,  Albert  Gilbert,  Reasons  San- 
ders, Whales  Crickett,  Jacob  Sellers.  Eliis  should  have  received  the  vote  of 
W.  A.  Morgan  who  was  1 1' properly  excluded. 

A  count  of  th"  ballots  ea^t  at  Big  Lick  precinct  shows  a  gain  of  one  for 
Ellis.    Thus  a  total  change  Is  made  In  favor  of  Ellis  of  13  votes. 
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The  following  persons  who  voted  for  Ellis  were  not  entitled  to  vote:  A.  A* 
Crag,  W.  F.  Hudglns,  six  Blaeksburg  college  students  who  never  came  to 
Montgomery  county,  and  did  not  enter  the  college  until  in  September  prior  to 
the  election. 

Houston  should  have  received  the  vote  of  Ephraham  Banks,  who  was 
improperly  excluded.  Thus  a  total  change  is  made  in  favor  of  Houston  of 
nine  votes.  The  net  change  in  favor  of  Ellis  up  to  this  point  is  four,  and 
Houston's  certified  majority  is  reduced  to  seven. 

The  sub-committee  is  not  unanimous  as  to  all  of  the  foregoing  statements, 
and  is  not  agreed  as  to  the  right  to  vote  of  those  Blaeksburg  college  students—^ 
five  in  number— who  entered  the  college  before  the  session  of  1887-8. 

6.  It  is  conceded  by  the  sub-committee,  however,  that  the  case  turns  on  a 
question  as  to  the  legality  of  20  ballots  cast  and  counted  for  Houston  at  various 
precincts  in  Montgemery  county.  These  ballots  are  the  regular  Democratic 
tickets,  except  that  the  name  **Wm.  M.  Ellis''  Is  erased  or  scratched,  and  the 
word  *^  Houston  "  (without  Christian  name  or  initials)  written  below,  and  also 
below  the  words  **  of  Montgomery  county."  After  the  word  "  Houston  "  one 
of  said  ballots  has  the  words  **of  Roanoke."  On  one  of  them  "D.  F.  Hous- 
ton" is  written  above  the  words  "for  Senator,"  and  on  four  of  them  **  D.-  F. 
Houston  "  is  written  above  the  words  "  of  Montgomery  county." 

The  testimony  discloses  that  Houston  resides  in  Hoanoke  city ;  that  in 
Montgomery  county  there  is  a  citizen  of  that  name  qualified  to  hold  offlooi 
but  that  this  citizen  was  not  a  candidate  at  the  election  and  is  a  Democrat. 

If  these  ballots  were  pro|)erly  counted  Houston  is  entitled  to  retain  his  seat ; 
if  not,  the  seat  nhould  be  declared  vacant  and  a  new  election  ordered. 

The  question  thus  briefly  stated  is  not  decided  by  the  sub-committee  but  is 
submitted  to  the  Senate  committee  for  decision. 

The  testimony  taken  in  the  case,  and  the  exhibits  filed  are  herewith 
returned.

I  concur  in  the  result,  that  the  whole  question  turns  upon  the  legality  of 
the  ballots  upon  which  the  word  "Houston,"  without  Christian  name  or 
initials,  only  appears.  I  think  three,  if  not  four,  votes  have  been  taken  from 
Houston,  wliich  were  legal  votes,  but  this  does  not  efftjct  the  result.

.  The  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  adopt  said  report  as  to  sections 
one  to  five  inclusive,  and  as  to  the  question  propounded  by  section  six  there- 
of, is  of  opinion,  that  the  ballots  therein  mentioned  should  be  counted  for 
the  contestee. 

The  pleadings  and  evidence  disclosed  that  there  were  but  two  candidates 
for  the  office  of  Senator  in  the  fourth  senatorial  district;  and  in  the  light  of 
this  fact,  and  of  otliers  disclosed  by  the  testimony,  it  is  plain  that  the  voter 
intended  to  vote  for  the  contestee.  The  correct  rule  of  law  on  the  subject 
seems  to  be,  that  "the  language  and  form  of  a  ballot  are  to  be  ex>nstrued,  if 
possible,  to  give  eflect  to  the  voter's  intention,  if  tliat  intention  can  be  ascer- 
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tained  from  the  ballot  Itself,  in  the  light  of  all  the  circumstaDces  surrounding 
the  election,"  or  as  stated  by  Judge  Cooly  (Const.  Lim.,  4  Ed.,  pp.  764,  765), 
*'  the  cardinal  rule  is  to  give  effect  to  the  intention  of  the  voter."  In  the 
leading  case  of  Carpenter  v.  Ety^  4  Wis.  420,  votes  for  **D.  M.  Carpenter," 
"M.  D.  Carpenter,"  "M.  T.  Carpenter*"  and  "Carpenter,"  were  proved  to 
have  been  intended,  and  were  therefore  counted  for  Matthew  N.  Carpenter. 
See  also  8  Cowan  (N.  Y.)  102,  5  Denio  (N.  Y.)  409;  8  N.  Y.  67;  3  Ellis  and 
Ellis  634. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  W.  M.  Ellis  is  not  entitled  to  the  office  of  Senator  from 
the  fourth  senatorial  district. 

2.  Resolved,  That  D.  F.  Houston  is  entitled  to  retain  his  seat  as  Senator 
fh)m  the  fourth  senatorial  district.

I  do  not  think  it  makes 
any  difference  whether  the  words  "Of  Montgomery  county"  are  written  or 
printed,  for  if  the  voter  had  intended  the  words  to  stay  *h3re  he  woald 
hardly  have  erased  the  printed  words  In  order  to  write  them 

A  Democrat,  answering  this  description,  lives  in  Montgomery  ;  and  I  know 
of  no  law  which  would  admit  the  Republican  candidate,  Houston  of  Roanoke, 
to  claim  this  vote  on  a  Democratic  ballot,  in  direct  contradiction  of  the  inten- 
tion of  the  elector,  as  expressed  on  the  face  of  his  ballot.

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

The  Joint  Committees  of  Public  Institutions  of  the  Senate  and  Asylums  and 
Prisons  of  the  House  of  Delegates  respectfully  report  that  they  have  visited 
the  following  public  institutions :  The  Central  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Petersburg, 
Southwestern  at  Marion,  and  Eastern  at  Williamsburg,  and  beg  to  report  their 
condition  as  follows : 

CENTRAL  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 

We  found  this  institution  in  an  over-crowdf  d  state,  many  of  the  corridors 
being  used  for  the  accommodation  of  ita inmates ;  but  the  new  building,  for 
which  an  appropriation  was  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
is  now  completed,  and  the  money  appropriated  has  been  wisely  and  economi- 
cally expended  by  the  present  Board  of  Directors,  and  there  should  be  suffi- 
cient accommodation  for  all  the  colored  lunatics  now  in  the  Jails  of  the  Com- 
monweal! h.  We  regret  to  report  that,  although  a  large  am«  uut  of  money  was 
expended  by  the  former  administration  in  the  erection  of  this  asylum,  yet  it 
is  faulty  in  construction,  and  there  is  necessity  for  making  constant  appropri- 
ations for  repairs  and  for  the  protection  of  the  property ,  which  evinces  the 
&ct  that  the  money  appropriated  therefor  was  not  Judiciously  expended. 

This  institution  has  a  most  excellent  corps  of  officers  and  is  well  managed. 
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SOUTHWESTERN  ASYLUM. 


The  expenditure  of  money  for  the  erection  of  the  Southwestern  Asylum  is 
in  striking  contrast  with  that  expended  fox  tl^e  Central.  A  Building  Com- 
mittee, appointed  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly,  have  erected  a  perfect  building 
at  an  amount  of  $3,000  less  than  the  original  amount  appropriated.  The  act 
of  Assembly  requires  that  the  Building  Committee  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
General  Assembly,  together  with  the  books  of  the  institution.  Your  com- 
mittee have  examified  the  books  and  compi^d  theixk  wit^i  the  report  of  the 
oonmiittee  herewith  submitted,  and  we  congratulate  the  State  on  the  fact  tiiat 
its  interests  were  entrusted  to  an  intelligent  and  economical  conmiittee,  who 
have  faithfully  performed  their  duty  and  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  this 
Qeneral  Assembly  for  the  work  gratuitously  performed  by  them.  The  insti- 
tution itself  is  siti^ated  on  a  commanding  site  in  Smyth  county,  near  the  toim 
of  Marion,  and  its  water  supply  is  superior  to  that  of  any  other  institution  in 
the  State.  The  building  was  planned  so  as  to  admit  of  additional  wings,  the 
executive  department,  dining-rooms,  laundry,  &c,  having  been  constructed 
with  a  view  of  accommodating  000  patients,  and  we  recommend  that  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  be  made  for  that  purpose.  The  Board  of  Directors  have 
been  fortunate  in  the  selection  of  its  corps  of  officers  and  assistants.

The  officers  and  attendants  seem  to  be  well  qualified 
to  perform  their  respective  duties.

for  Bald  University.

Dear  Sir,— In  accordance  with  Senate  resolution  as  to  **  misappropriation  of 
ftinds  of  public  institutions  within  the  last  twelve  months,''  I  report  as  f<^ 
lows,  after  an  examination  of  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  ot  the 
Executive  Committee  and  of  the  accounts  of  the  steward : 

In  January,  1887,  by  a  resolution  of  the  board.  Colonel  Edmund  Pendletxm, 
Colonel  S.  F.  Coleman  and  Major  Dinneen  were  requested  to  lay  before  the 
Committee  on  Asylums  and  Prisons  the  needs  of  the  asylum  in  regard  to  aa 
additional  water  supply  and  to  a  supply  of  new  boilers  and  laundry  machinery* 
Colonel  Pendleton  visited  Richmond,  and  his  expenses,  amounting  to  $18.40^ 
were  paid  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Up  to  this  date  Colonel  Cofe* 
man  and  Mi^or  Dinneen  have  presented  no  bill  of  expenses,  and  none  his 
been  paid  on  their  account 
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In  April,  1887,  Ck>lonel  J.  K.  Edmondson  was  directed  by  the  board  to  arge 
a  special  appropriation  for  the  purposes  spedfled  aboTe,  and  he  has  made  no 
demand  for  the  payment  of  his  expenses,  and  nothing  has  been  paid  on  their 
account. 

Except  so  fkr  as  above  mentioned,  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
Executive  Committee  and  the  accounts  of  the  steward  fail  to  show  any  order 
sending  '*  any  member  of  the  board,  or  any  officer  of  the  asylum,  attorney  or 
agent  to  Richmond  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  within  the 
last  twelve  months  to  advocate  or  to  try  to  secure  appropriations  to  the 
asylum,"  or  for  any  other  purpose  whatever,  and  no  account  for  expenses 
has  been  either  paid  or  ordered  to  be  paid  up  to  this  date. 

By  joint  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  the  superintendents  of  the 
four  insane  asylums  of  the  State  were,  in  February,  1887,  constituted  a  com- 
mission to  report  '*on  the  division  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
the  white  insane,  to  transfer  patients  ft'om  one  asylum  to  another,  to  report 
plans  for  providing  for  all  classes  of  the  insane,  and  on  all  matters  regarding 
the  care  of  the  insane."  In  accordance  with  this  resolution  the  commission 
held  four  meetings,  the  final  one  being  held  in  Richmond  in  January,  1888, 
to  perfect  the  report  and  present  it  to  the  General  Assembly.  As  superin- 
tendent of  the  Western  Asylum  I  attended  this  last  meeting,  and,  after  pre- 
senting and  reading  the  report  to  the  joint  Committee  on  Asylums  and  Prisons, 
I  appeared  before  the  joint  Finance  Committee,  urging  them  to  restore  the 
present  annual  appropriation  of  $85,000  to  what  it  formerly  was— $90,000. 
This  was  entirely  voluntary  on  my  part.  My  expenses  attending  the  four 
meetings  of  the  commission  have,  on  my  application,  been  advanced  by  the 
asylum  on  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  amount  of  these  expenses 
is  yet  due  the  asylum  until  the  Legislature  passes  a  biU  now  before  it  paying 
the  members  of  the  commission  their  expenses.

lb  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  Virginia ;  , 

The  joint  committee,  oonBlsting  of  Messrs.  Stubbs  (chairman),  Bead  and 
McDonald,  of  the  Senate,  and  of  Messrs.  Dupuy,  Arnold,  Wilkins,  Piloher 
and  Mayo,  of  the  House,  appointed  under  a  Joint  resolution  adopted  February 
— ,  1888,  which  reads  as  follows— 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring).  That  a  joint 
committee  of  three  members  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Public  Institutions 
and  five  members  of  the  House  Committee  on  Schools  and  Colleges  be  chosen 
by  said  Senate  and  House  committees,  respectively,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
visit  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  and  to  investigate  and  ascertain  the  fticts 
and  report  upon  all  matters  which  may  be  brought  to  their  attention  in  refer* 
enoe  to  the  management,  condition  and  needs  of  that  institution,  and  to  make 
such  recommendations  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  and  the  said  committee 
may  send  for  persons  and  jmpers,  and  may  cause  the  testimony  of  any  wit- 
nesses who  may  be  pi  oduced  before  them  to  be  taken  down  in  writing,  and 
the  tiiking  of  any  such  testimony  may  be  taken  before  the  whole  committee 
or  a  sub-committee  thereof ;  and  they  may  employ  a  stenographer. 

— ^beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 


T%i8  investigation  was  asked  for  by  General  Francis  H.  Smith,  the  present 
Superintendent  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  through  his  counsel,  Colo- 
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nel  Edmund  Pendleton,  he  complaining  that  certain  portions  of  the  last  report 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  said  Institute  signed  by  General  T.  T.  Munford, 
as  president,  reflected  in  an  objectionable  manner  in  several  particulars  upon 
the  Superintendent. 

II. 

The  assertion  made  by  the  counsel  for  General  Smith  that  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30th,  1887,  was  not  in  fact  the  report  of  said  board,  but  a  personal 
document  of  General  T.  T.  Munford  alone,  actuated  by  hostile  feelings,  '*  dis- 
ingenuous and  unworthy  "  in  its  character,  has  not  been  mnde  good  by  the 
evidence,  but  on  the  contrary,  the  board  unanimously  endorsed  it  as  their 
authentic  report  required  by  law,  only  two  members  qualifying  their  endorse- 
ment in  the  matter  of  verbal  criticisms,  in  which  it  was  held  that  the  report 
might  have  been  expressed  in  somewhat  milder  terms. 

The  committee  find  that  it  is  the  authentic  report  required  by  law  and  deal 
with  it  as  such,  but  would  reconamend  that  such  report  be  henceforward 
signed  by  at  least  a  majority  of  the  board. 

III. 

As  to  the  specific  charges  made  against  the  report  as  to  its  inaccuracy,  un- 
worthiness,  Ac.,  the  committee  enumerate  them  and  their  findings  below : 

1.  Report,  page  3.—*'  The  finances  were  not  in  a  shape  for  us  to  know  with 
accuracy  the  condition  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Institute.  The  credit  of  the 
Institute  was  at  a  low  ebb  and  the  State  had  io  pay  for  mch  crediU^ 

FINDING. 

One  of  the  most  important  books  bearing  upon  the  finances  of  the  institu- 
tion Is  now,  and  was  at  the  time  the  report  was  written,  in  the  hands  of  tlie 
court  of  Botetourt  county,  and  neither  the  committee  nor  the  board  bad  the 
means  in  consequence  of  knowing  with  accuracy  the  condition  of  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  Institute.  That  the  credit  of  the  Institute  without  State  aid  was 
at  a  *'  low  ebb,''  ^.,  and  that  the  intervention  of  the  State  saved  it  fh>m  hc^e- 
less  bankruptcy  has,  we  think,  been  conclusively  shown. 

2.  Report,  page  8. — ''The  quartermaster  and  military  stordbLeeper  and 
urer  can  go  into  any  market  and  purchase  all  supplies  without  having  to 
three  prices  for  time  and  risk,"  Ac. 

FINDING. 

The  supplies  can  be  bought  on  better  terms  with  the  endorsement  of  tlie 
State  as  asserted,  but  we  regard  the  expression  "  three  prices ''  as  extrava* 
gant  and  unwarranted. 

8.  Report,  page  4.—"  Your  attention  is  most  respectftilly  called  to  the  ftiot 
that  no  thorough  investigation  has  been  made  for  years  by  experts  aa  to  Uie 
status  of  the  various  trust  funds  connected  with  the  Virginia  Military  Insti- 
tute.   Under  the  present  system  the  Board  of  Visitors  are  not  aMnpeneiited 
.  for  their  time,  and  even  if  they  were,  it  is  too  heavy  an  undertakiiig  to  expcet 
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it  of  them.  It  is  best,  as  the  State  is  principally  interested^  that  a  thorough 
overhaaling  be  had,  that  our  successors  may  at  least  have  a  clear  understand- 
ing oi  those  matters  to  start  with.'' 

FINDING. 

The  manner  in  which  the  trust  fUnds  of  the  institution,  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  $89,700,  have  been  recklessly  absorbed  in  the  general  expense 
fdnd  of  the  Institute,  have  been  dissipated  and  their  very  existence  compro- 
mised, cannot  be  too  severely  censured.  The  committee  recommend  that  an 
expert  be  placed  at  the  service  of  the  present  Board  of  Visitors  for  the  pur- 
pose of  trfusing  accurately  the  amounts  of  said  fUnds,  the  disposition  made  of 
them,  and  that  they  embody  the  result  in  their  next  report,  with  a  view  of 
reinstating  said  ftmds  and  reconsecrating  them  to  the  purposes  for  which  they 
were  originally  established ;  and  that  they  shall  likewise  examine  into  the 
bonded  and  floating  debt  of  the  Institute.  And  it  is  recommended  that  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  (1300)  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

4.  Report,  page  4.—"  The  appropriations  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Visitors 
have  been  transcended  in  one  or  two  instances,  when  the  amount  was  speci- 
fied by  them,  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Superintendent.    And 
the  insurance  of  the  public  buildings  has  been  entirely  overlooked  in  his  esti 
mates  of  expenditures." 

FINDING. 

The  appropriations  referred  to  have  been  transcended  in  a  slight  degree,  but 
•  disposition  to  disregard  the  order  of  the  Board  on  the  part  of  the  Superin- 
tendent in  this  particular,  and  that  he  would  have  done  so  but  for  the  checks 
established  by  the  Board,  was  very  clearly  established. 

It  w%B  claimed  that  insurance  was  comprehended  in  the  item,  '*  Contin- 
gencies $1,000,"  on  page  22  of  report. 

6.  Report,  page  4.~"  But  as  tents  l>elonging  to  the  Institute  were  sent  to 
Charleston,  8.  C,  by  the  Superintendent  without  authority  from  the  Board 
of  Visitors,  under  the  present  circumstances  we  have  not  seen  where  we  could 
obtain  the  tents  to  carry  out  our  views.'* 

FINDING. 

The  committee  not  only  sustain,  but  most  earnestly  commend  the  Superin- 
tendent in  his  action  in  sending  the  tents  to  Charleston,  and  his  action  was 
approved  both  by  the  Qovemor  of  the  State  and  by  the  president  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors.  The  expression,  "without  authority,"  conveys  an  unnecessary 
and  unjustifiable  reflection  upon  the  generous  action  of  the  Superintendent 
in  sending  the  old  tents  to  the  sufferers  in  Charleston,  and  should  not  have 
been  used  in  the  report. 

6.  The  organization  of  the  Band.    Page  5. 

FINDING. 

The  military  band  at  the  Institute  lias  been  costing  firom  $2,600  to  $8,000 
annually. 
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The  Baperintendent  claims  that  under  chapter  81,  section  26,  Code  of  187S, 
he  alone  had  the  legal  right  to  enlist  or  appoint  musicians.  Admitting  this 
to  be  true,  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  that  men  be  employni  who  could 
play  in  the  band  and  do  other  work  when  not  thus  occupied,  with  a  view  to 
reducing  expenses,  seems  a  very  correct  and  very  reasonable  one,  and  should, 
we  think,  have  called  forth  more  alacrity  and  earnestness  on  the  part  of  the 
Superintendent  in  making  experiments  in  that  direction.  The  services  of  the 
band  in  the  single  item  of  making  music  for  drill,  dress  i)arade,  inspection 
and  the  ball  should  not  cost  the  amount  indicated  above. 

IV. 

It  has  been  quite  clearly  established  that  the  Superintendent  has  not  been 
in  cordial,  co-operative  sympathy  with  the  Board  of  Visitors  from  that  period 
in  the  history  of  the  institution  when  the  management  of  the  finances  was 
taken,  by  what  is  known  as  the  Readjuster  Board,  out  of  liis  hands  and  from 
under  his  personal  control. 


The  committee  find  that  a  manifest  want  of  harmony  existed  between  the 
last  Board  of  Visitors  and  the  Superintendent,  and  they  cannot,  in  all  candor, 
see  why  it  may  not  continue  under  the  Board  now  directing  the  interests  of 
the  State  involved  in  one  of  its  most  expensive  institutions,  one  that  has  cost 
the  State  since  1873  nearly  $500,000. 

Without  reflecting  in  any  degree  upon  the  integrity  and  the  noble  and 
heroic  character  oi  General  Francis  H.  Smith,  we  would  recommend  that  in 
consideration  of  his  faithful  and  eminent  services  in  the  past  and  his  untiring 
energy  in  calling  tfiis  splendid  institution  out  of  the  ashes  in  which  a  heart- 
less and  ruthless  destroyer  left  it  into  a  new  and  vigorous  existence,  and,  too, 
on  account  of  his  age,  that  at  the  end  of  the  present  year  he  be  retired  from 
service  on  half  the  pay  he  is  now  receiving  with  the  honorable  title  of  •*  Emer^ 
tM8  Superintendent  of  the  Virginia  Military  Instiiute^^^  and  that  the  burdens 
of  the  responsible  position  which  he  has  filled  so  well  be  placed  upon  younger 
shoulders  than  his. 

In  this  investigation  no  suspicion  of  improper  conduct  in  connection  with 
the  financial  management  of  the  school  has  been  imputed  to  the  venerable 
Superintendent,  and  in  no  other  particular  except  in  those  cases  in  which  the 
life-long  established  habits  of  an  old  man,  long  accustomed  to  have  his  own 
way  (and  that  a  military  way)  came  in  conflict  with  the  innovations  which 
the  Boards  of  Visitors  have  seen  fit  to  introduce  in  what  they  sincerely  re- 
garded and  we  believe  to  be  the  best  interest  of  the  State  and  of  the  schooL 

VI. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  late  Board,  while  conscientiously 
and  bravely  discharging  what  was  manifestly  their  duty,  has  acted  at  least 
with  some  degree  of  impatience  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  in  insisting 
upon  and  urging  the  very  prompt  and  immediate  adoption  of  views  altogether 
reasonable  but  which  require  some  time  in  such  cases  for  proper  adjustment 
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vn. 


The  committee  find  the  sohool  in  a  most  flourishing  condition  and  giving 
promiae  of  soon  reac^iing  the  maximum  of  its  past  numbers  and  wide  useAil- 
ness.  An  additional  building,  completing  the  square  and  breaking  off  the 
north  wind,  which  must  add  greatly  to  the  discomfort  of  the  barracks  as  at 
present  arranged,  is  greatly  needed,  but  that  for  the  time  being  must  be  one 
of  the  hopes  of  the  ftiture. 

The  8tate  may  well  be  proud  of  such  a  school  and,  as  its  means  may  Justify, 
should  foster  and  enlarge  it.    Its  past  and  present  greatness  is  and  will  for  all 
time  be  indissolubly  associated  with  the  name  of  General  Francis  £L  Smith.

TO  THE  CONDITION  OF  VARIOUS  PUBLIC   INSTITUTIONS 
OP  THE  STATE. 


To  the  Premient  of  the  Stmate  : 

The  Committee  on  Public  InstitutioDB  respectftilly  report  that  they  have 
visited  the  following  institutions : 

FEMALE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  AT  PARMVILLE. 

The  committee  have  visited  this  institution  with  much  satisfaction ,  and  tt 
is  a  subject  of  congratulation  to  the  State  that  it  has  organized  an  institution 
which  is  destined  to  do  so  much  for  female  education  and  for  the  education  of 
teachers  for  the  public  schools  in  the  State.  We  found  the  school  in  an 
admirable  condition,  with  an  excellent  corps  of  officers,  who  are  earnestly 
engaged  in  performing  the  duties  assigned  them.  There  are  now  215  students, 
inchiding  the  school  of  practice,  in  the  school,  and  of  this  number  103  are 
State  students,  representing  a  majority  of  the  cities  and  counties  of  the  State. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  superintendents  of  each  city  and  county  in  the 
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Commonwealth  may  give  their  earnest  attention  to  this  subject,  so  that  escfa 
may  heva  their  quota  of  students  as  allowed  by  law. 

The  money  appropriated  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  haa 
been  judiciously  expended,  and  a  building  erected  which  is  admirably  salted 
to  the  wants  of  the  State  and  of  the  institution.  The  school  is  deficient  in 
accommodations  for  dining-room,  dormitories,  &c.,  and  should  have  more 
ground  attached,  and  the  money  appropriated  at  the  present  session  will  add 
much  to  the  comfort  and  efficiency  of  the  school  in  providing  for  these  wants. 

Professor  John  A.  Cunningham,  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  last 
session  as  principal  of  this  school,  has  brought  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
the  practical  experience  of  many  years,  and  is  thoroughly  and  earnestly 
enlisted  in  the  work. 

We  commend  this  school  to  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly. 

VIRGINIA    AGRICULTUKAI.   AND  MECHANICAL  OOI^EOK. 

On  the  —  day  of  January,  1888,  your  committee  visited  the  Virginia  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  College  at  Blacksburg,  and  found  that  the  college 
was  well  officered,  with  a  competent  corps  of  instioictors  and  146  matriculates, 
of  whom  136  were  in  attendance.  The  buildings  were  found  to  be  in  a  very 
unsatisfactory  condition.  Thei)ld  Preston  and  Olin  Institute  building,  which 
was  on  the  ground  when  the  college  was  first  organized,  and  which  was  a 
donation  by  citizens  to  the  college,  is  used  as  barracks.  It  was  originally 
erected  for  lecture-rooms,  and  is  unsuited  in  its  construction  for  the  porpoaes 
for  which  it  is  now  used.  It  has  been  so  changed  as  to  throw  the  whole  build- 
ing into  double  and  single  rooms  for  the  occupancy  of  the  students.  The  outer 
wall  is  in  good  condition  (made  of  brick),  but  the  roof,  which  is  of  shingles,  is 
old  and  leaks  badly,  while  the  fioors  are  in  bad  condition,  being  ftdl  of  cracks, 
making, the  rooms  cold  and  difficult  to  keep  clean.  The  building  fiirnishes 
accommodations  for  about  180  students,  and  the  balance  are  scattered  in  the 
town  and  neighborhood  in  rooms  that  can  be  rented  by  the  collie.  The 
other  two  buildings,  which  were  built  in  1874-^5,  are  used  for  lecture-rooois, 
laboratory-,  mess-hall,  armory,  Ac.  Their  construction  has  evidently  been 
very  defective,  as  is  shown  by  the  condition  of  the  floors,  doors,  &c.,  but  can 
be  used  very  well  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  designed  by  the 
expenditure  of  something  like  $500  in  repainting  and  other  repairs,  which  can 
be  taken  out  of  the  contingent  ftind  asked  for  by  the  college.  The  professors' 
houses  are  all  in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  the  one  occupied  by 
Professor  Morton,  which  has  not  l)een  painted  inside.  The  building  used  as 
a  machine-shop  is  a  small  one,  and  not  suited  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is 
used. 

The  only  iron  machinery  used  in  the  shops  is  that  purchased  during  the  last 
year  out  of  $1,000  taken  from  the  Federal  land  grant  Amd.  Indeed  the  facili- 
ties of  the  college  for  teaching  in  this  respect  seem  to  your  committee  to  be  of 
the  poorest,  and  this  view  is  painfully  emphasized  by  a  comparison  of  the 
facilities  in  this  regard  which  are  enjoyed  by  the  Hampton  Normal  School* 
where  negi'oos  and  Indians  only  are  educated. 

The  college  farm,  containing  329ii  acres,  is  in  good  condition.  More  than  a 
mile  of  fencing  has  been  erected  on  it  within  the  last  year.  It  is  well  stocked 
with  a  Short-horn  herd  consisting  of  twelve  cows  and  one  bull.  Forty  head 
of  three-year  old  cattle  are  being  fattened  on  the  surplus  provender.  The 
farm  house  and  bam  have  been  reshingled  during  the  last  year,  and  a  new 
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cattle  barn  has  been  erected  sufficient  to  stall  twenty  head  of  cattle.  Thirty 
acres  of  the  farm  has  been  divided  into  parcels  of  one-tenth  of  an  acre  each, 
and  are  used  in  experhnentingin  fertilizers,  different  kinds  of  grains,  orchards 
and  vineyards. 

A  statement  of  the  original  cost  of  the  buildings,  farm,  (&c.,  furnished  by 
the  college  authorities,  is  presented  with  this  report. 

There  are  seven  professors,  paid  a  salary  of  $1,500  each  out  of  the  land  grant 
fund,  and  Lieutenant  Knight,  who  is  commandant,  detailed  by  the  general 
government  under  an  act  of  Congress  and  paid  by  the  Federal  government. 

The  usual  cro])s  of  grain,  hay,  &e.,  are  raised  on  the  farm,  and  from  the  sale 
of  these  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  college  have  been  largely  met. 

The  college  is  now  out  of  debt,  and  the  financial  management  seems  to  be 
as  good  as  it  can  be.  The  system  of  book-keeping  in  use  struck  your  com- 
mittee with  especial  favor. 

The  management  of  the  college  ask  a  special  appropriation  of  $30,000  to  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  barracks,  and  an  annual  appropriation  of  $5,000  to 
cover  insurance,  repairs,  janitor's  fees,  and  general  police. 

The  specific  wants  of  the  college  are  more  particularly  set  forth  in  the  mes- 
sage of  the  Governor  to  the  present  Legislature;  but  from  this  report  it  will 
be  seen,  and  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  condition  of  the  college 
merits  the  eareftil  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly,  both  as  a  business 
matter  and  as  one  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the  Commonwealth.

HAMPTON   NORMAL   AND  CX>I.LEGIATK  INSTITUTK. 

Your  committee  have  also  visited  this  institution  at  Hampton.  While 
not  under  control  of  the  State,  yet  a  portion  of  the  Board  of  Curators  are 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  one-third  of  the  land  script  was  dedicated  to 
the  institution,  and  to  that  extent  is  a  State  school,  and  is  doing  most  excel- 
lent work  for  the  colored  race  by  giving  them  a  good  education  and  thorough 
instruction  in  technical  work  and  training  them  as  teachers. 

Most  excellent  buildings  have  been  erected  suitable  for  class-rooms,  dormito- 
ries, Ac.,  besides  shops  of  nearly  every  description  for  the  practical  work  of 
technical  education.  Many  of  the  buildings  are  the  gifts  of  private  indi- 
viduals, contributed  through  the  efflci  nt  Superintendent,  General  S.  C.  Arm- 
strong, who  has  performed  invaluable  service  in  building  up  the  institution. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Siperintendent  there  are  now  216  males  and 
156  females  in  this  school  from  the  State  of  Virginia.  The  co>t  for  tuiton, 
board,  Ac,  average  about  $70  a  year  for  each  student,  making  a  total  cost  of

$26,040  for  the  372  Virginia  students  enrolled,  which  the  State  receives  in  re- 
turn for  the  110,300  annually. 

In  connection  with  the  nearly  500  negro  boarding  students— adults  aver^ 
aging  seventeen  years  of  age,  from  all  parts  of  this  State  and  from  other 
States  at  the  Hampton  Institute  and  the  300  children  at  the  day  school  under 
its  care,  for  whom  a  fine  and  costly  new  building  has  just  been  erected — there 
are  133  Indians  of  both  sexes,  chiefly  of  the  Sioux  tribe  from  Dakota.  It  was 
no  part  of  the  original  plan  to  admit  the  red  race,  but  in  1878  when  some 
Indian  prisoners  of  war  were  on  the  hands  of  the  Government  they  were 
sent  to  Hampton  Institute  as  the  only  place  where  they  could  get  a  practical 
labor  training  to  fit  them  to  support  themselves,  as  well  as  to  acquire  a  know- 
ledge of  our  language.  What  began  as  an  experiment  has  proved  a  marked 
success.  Although  tliere  has  been  some  sickness  and  death,  their  health  has 
wonderftilly  improved  of  late  ;  they  appear  be  physically  weak  with  tendency 
to  consumption.  Over  200  of  them  have  already  been  returned  to  their  homes, 
of  whom  the  large  majority  are  doing  well — some  in  Government  service  as 
teachers  and  employees,  some  farm  or  have  trades,  or  are  teamsters,  clerks 
and  laborers,  and  will  become  leaders  among  their  people.  Under  the  pecu- 
liar difficulties  and  moral  dangers  of  reservation  life  they  do  quite  as  well  as 
could  be  expected. 

There  has  been  in  the  past  ten  years  no  serious  difficulty  between  these 
two  races  at  this  school,  but  only  friendly  feeling.  In  the  nature  of  the  case 
their  life  and  intentions  are  on  separate  lines  ;  the  Indian's  ignorance  of  our 
language  and  his  peculiar  condition  requiring  special  treatment. 

The  residents  of  Hampton  are  in  cordial  sympathy  with  this  work  for 
Indians  as  with  that  for  the  other  race,  giving  it  a  strong  moral  support  aud 
much  helpful  experience,  regarding  it  as  eminently  tltted  to  make  good  citi- 
zens of  the  pupils  of  both  races. 

We  commend  this  work  for  both  races  to  the  kind  recognition  of  the  State 
of  Virginia,  and  on  the  Indians  side  to  the 'liberal  support  of  the  Cteneral 
Gv)verment.
